Many  have  criticised  the  priest  for  his  inhuman  spirit.  But  it  will  be 
well  for  us  to  remember  that  his  office  and  his  conception  of  duty  to  God 
made  it  an  act  of  piety  to  keep  himself  ceremonially  clean,  and  if  his 
hands  came  in  contact  with  a dying  man  or  by  chance  touched  a dead 
body  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  minister  in  holy  places.

to  be  dying,  his  sense  of  religious  duty  would  forbid  him  the  privilege. 

iiie  unfortunate  man  watched  the  receding  form  of  the  priest,  and  as 
It  disappeared  from  view,  his  hope  of  aid  vanished  with  it. 

Anther  step  is  heard  and  behold  a levite,  who  was  the  assistant 
o±  the  priest  and  ministered  in  holy  things,  draws  near.  He  pauses  and 
notes  the  dying  man  and  perhaps  offers  him  words  of  sympathy,  but  he 
too  passed  by  on  the  other  side.  As  he  hastens  down  the  road  the  dying 
ma_n  IS  left  in  the  most  hopeless  condition  we  can  imagine.  Both  priest 
and  levite,  chjiracters  he  has  been  taught  to  respect  from  his  infancy, 
have  left  him  to  die  without  putting  forth  the  most  feeble  effort  to  re- 
beve  his  conditiom  But  another  form  is  approaching.  The  wounded  man 
with  a painful  effort  raises  himself  upon  his  elbow,  that  he  might  the 
better  plead  for  aid,  but  the  traveler  is  a Samaritan,  an  enemy  of  the 
Jew,  he  will  only  rejoice  over  the  helpless  man,  so  with  a groan  'he  sinks 
down  upon  the  rocks  of  the  highway.  The  Samaritan  comes  close  to  the 
wounded  man,  he  stoops  down  to  better  examine  his  condition,  but  the  old 
hate  of  generations  fills  his  soul,  and  he  too  passes  on  and  leaves  the 
dying  man  to  his  fate.  Then  in  the  agony  of  his  soul  the  unfortunate  one 
raises  his  voice  and  cries  out  in  the  language  of  the  old  Jewish  prayer, 
despaV^"^’  Heavens,”  and  then  falls  back  and  closes  his  eyes  in 

But  that  prayer  was  heard  in  the  throne  room  of  the  Eternal  Kino- 
and  an  angel  winged  his  way  to  that  departing  Samaritan,  and  gave  to  him 
a revelation -which  neither  priest  or  levite  had  received  and  as  that  new 
vision  burst  in  upon  the  soul  of  the  poor  Samaritan  he  becomes  the  prophet 
of  the  new  dispensation  and  cries  out  as,  he  thought  of  the  dying  Jew. 

IS  he  not  my  brother?^  We  see  him  as  he  hastens  back,  stooping  be'side  the 
surprised  and  despairing  man  he  takes  the  cloak  from  his  own  shoulders 
and  places  it  tenderly  upon  the  form  that  ivas  so  bruised  and  mangled, 
raised  him  in  his  arms  and  places  him  upon  his  own  beast,  and 
with  the  greatest  care  takes  him  to  an  inn  that  was  not  far  distant. 
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Not  satisfied  with  this  response  to  the  new  lij^ht  wliieh  fills  his  soul 
he  spends  the  long-  hours  of  the  night  nvinist’ering  to  the  new  found 
brother,  and  in  the  morning  before  he  continues  his  journey,  he  places 
in  the  hand  of  the  innkeeper  a sufficient  sum  not  only  to  pay  for  the  lodg-- 
ing  of  the  night  but  to  insure  the  care  of  the  wounded  man  until  he  shall 
have  recovered  his  strength  sufficiently  to  continue  his  journey. 

There  was  joy  in  the  sold  of  the  man  who  was  saved  fronu  death  on 
the  mountain  road,  but  a greater  joy  in  the  soul  of  the  Samaritan,  as  he 
realized  the  new  ideal  which  had  taken  possession  of  his  soul. 

There  are  certain  lessons  which  we  should  fix  in  our  souls  as  taught 
bv  the  Master  in  his  answer  to  the  Hebrew  lawyer. 

(1).  We  are  taught  to  regard  the  Great  Author  of  our  being  as  our 
Father.  If  God  be  the  f^-ther  of  us  all,  then  it  must  be  true  that  the 
human  race  with  all  its  distinctions  of  race  and  color,  constitutes  one 
great  brotherhood,  and  the  journey  of  life  will  bring  us  in  close  contact 
with  its  need  and  sufferings 

If  we  are  true  to  this  ideal  then  it  will  be  the  purpose  of  each  soul 
to  reflect  in  our  natures  and  relations  the  image  of  him  after  whose 
likeness  man  was  formed. 

(2.)  The  parable  teaches  us  that  much  of  the  suffering  of  the  race 
is  the  result  of  the  selfishness  of  man.  i. 

The  dying  man  on  the  Jericho  road  is  an  example  of  what  selfishness 
and  greed  are  doing  at  the  present  time.  _ ^ ^ a - 

The  wrecks  of  manhood,  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  to  be  found  in  ^ 
almost  every  community,  the  result  of  the  liquor  traffic,  are 
travelers  on  the  highway  of  life,  overtaken  by  robbers,  stripped  ot  their 
choicest  possessions  and  left  to  the  charity  of  the  world. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  this  society  wars  against  vice  in  its  every  torm, 
prompted  in  its  efforts  by  love  to  humanity?  , v-f 

(3.)  By  this  parable  we  are  taught  to  be  observant  to  go  through  lite 
with  our  eyes  open,  that  we  may  be  able  to  discern  the  troubles  we  may 
aid  in  relieving. 

We  are  reminded  of  one  of  the  means  of  relieving  sorrow  and  misery 
employed  by  this  Order,  for  within  a few  miles  of  where  this  Grand 
will  hold  its  session,  stands  the  first  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  organized  in  fhe 
great  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  .p  /j

Studv  the  life  of  the  Man^of  Galilee,  and  there  is  only  one  key  that 
M'ill  unlock  the  mystery  of  his  life  in  this  world,  and  that  key  is  love 
to  his  earthly  brothers  and  sisters.  ^ 

And  now,  mv  brothers  and  sisters,  let  us  make  the  parable  of  the  Good 
Samaritan  the  foundation  upon  jvhich  we  build  the  ideals  of  our  lives 
and  as  we  come  in  contact  with  bruised  and  wounded  humanity,  let  us  at 
X times  be  ready  to  go  to  their  relief  actuated  by  the  principles  of 
Friendship,  Love  and  Truth. 


Monday  was  taken  up  with  greetings  and  social  features,  and  in 
visiting  the  Horae  at  Meadville.  The  Horae  for  Orphans  of  Odd 
Fellows,  located  on  College  Hill  in  the  City  of  Meadville,  was  the 
first  Horae  for  Orphans  to  he  established  by  a fraternal  organization. 
Here,  in  1872,  the  little  beginning  was  launched  which  has  resulted 
in  the  estahlishraent  of  some  fifty  or  more  like  institutions  supported 
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by  our  fraternity,  and  a large  number  under  the  control  of  sister 
fraternities.  The  success  attending  the  efforts  put  forth  in  this  Home 
was  made  manifest  when  the  children  appea'^ed  before  the  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  rendered  their  cliarming  little  operetta. 
Over  the  Rainbow.”  It  was  a feature  which  called  forth  many  ex- 
pressions of  praise,  not  alone  for  the  children,  but  also  for  the  manage- 
ment which  had  cared  for  them  in  a manner  to  make  them  capable  of 
such  a production. 

The  excursion  to  Grove  City,  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  gave  many 
of  the  Representatives  and  Delegates  their  first  opportunity  to  visit 
the  Wayside  Inn.  A large  number  took  advantage  of  the  privilege 
to  visit  this  noble  institution  of  our  Order  and  to  see  for  themselves 
what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  few  years  of  its  existence. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  in  the  Pavilion,  the  First  Degree  of  the 
Subordinate  Lodge  was  exemplified  before  a large  audience  of  Grand 
Officers  and  members  by  the  Degree  Staff  of  Lake  Shore  Lodge,  No. 
718,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Erie.  The  Degree  Staff  of  this  Lodge  were  de- 
clared the  winners  in  the  1915-16  contest,  in  which  sixteen  Lodges 
were  entered,  having  made  an  average  of  98.54  in  the  final  contest, 
and  were  awarded  the  prize  and  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  cover  their  expenses. 

Wednesday  evening,  in  the  Pavilion,  the  Rebekah  Degree  was 
exemplified  in  full  form  by  Laurel  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  101,  of  Erie, 
and  Lilian  Augusta  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  472,  of  Hartstown.  The 
work  of  the  Degree  Staff  of  each  of  the  above  Lodges  was  most 
excellent  and  showed  careful  and  earnest  preparation.  The  large 
audience  present  was  exulting  in  their  praises.  After  the  completion 
of  the  Degree  work,  and  the  closing  of  the  Lodge,  a dance  was  held 
which  was  enjoyed  by  a goodly  number  of  Representatives,  Delegates 
and  Visiting  Brothers  and  Sisters. 

On  Wednesday  evening  the  Past  Representatives’  Association 
held  their  second  annual  banquet  in  the  spacious  dining  room  of  the 
Hotel  Conneaut.  A feature  of  the  occasion,  which  lent  an  added* 
charm,  was  the  presence  of  the  ladies,  wives  and  friends  of  the  Re- 
presentatives. About  230  Representatives  and  guests  were  present. 
The  President,  Wesley  B.  Beyer,  Representative  of  No.  57,  presided, 
and  the  guests  of  the  evening  were  A.  H.  Peirce,  Grand  Patriarch, 
and  F.  C.  Garrett,  Grand  Scribe,  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Ohio. 


RECEPTION  CEREMONIES. 


Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Ninety-third  Annual  Session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  the  Officers  and  Representatives  assembled  in  the 
Pavilion  were  addressed  by  the  President  of  the  local  Committee  on 
Entertainment,  the  Rev.  W.  0.  Calhoun,  who  spoke  as  follows : 

Grand  Master  and  Representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 

It  becomes  my  very  pleasant  duty  this  morning  to  introduce  to  you 
one  or  two  who  will  express  the  formal  welcome  of  this  community  to 
this  distinguished  Body.  As  in  everything  else  there  may  be  some  little 
disappointment.  So  one  who  was  to  have  been  here  has  failed.  And  yet 
I imagine  that  our  disappointments  are  of  very  little  consequence.  We 
welcome  you  to  this  place  with  the  realization  that  the  troubles  of  the 
time  that  has  been  spent  in  the  arrangements  are  at  an  end,  and  that 
you  are  to  have  a most  delightful  week.  You  may  doubt  that  somewhat, 
but  I am  reminded  of  a little  story  and  they  tell  me  that  it  is  true.  A 
couple  were  married  in  an  English  Church  one  day,  and  as  the  procession 
came  from  the  Church  a friend  of  the  groom  stepped  out  from  among  the 
bystanders  to  congratulate  him.  He  said,  “ I want  to  assure  you  that  your 
troubles  are  at  an  end.”  About  three  months  later,  after  a somewhat 
rocky  experience,  the  groom  met  this  same  man,  and  said  to  him,  “ I 
thought  you  said  my  troubles  were  at  an  end?”  “I  did,”  replied  the 
friend,  “but  I didn’t  tell  you  which  end.”  And  now  it  is  barely  possible 
that  some  of  you  may  have  had  some  experiences  that  were  not  as  agree- 
able as  you  would  like,  with  the  mud  this  morning,  yet  we  have  made  ar- 
rangements. if  they  do  not  fail,  that  the  clouds  wull  be  brushed  away  and 
the  sun  will  shine  presently,  and  your  journey  will  be  just  as  you  wouia 
like  to  have  it.  In  fact  our  troubles  are  very  largely  imaginary.  If  you 
will  just  bear  that  in  mind,  I think  we  will  have  a most  delightful  time. 

i said  that  troubles  are  largely  imaginary,  like  those  of  a certain 
lady  of  an  uncertain  age.  This  lady  was  at  divine  service  one  Sunday  listen- 
ing to  a new  clergyman  who  felt  he  was  a very  very  eloquent  divine,  and 
during  his  discourse  he  noticed  her  face  bathed  with  tears,  her  emotions 
wonderfully  stirred.  So  at  the  end  of  the  service,  he  asked  her  “ What 
was  there  in  my  discourse  which  so  strangely  stirred  your  soul.  I want 
to  know,  it  may  be  a help  to  me  some  other  time,  the  same  message  may 
stir  for  good  some  other  heart.  At  first  she  demurred,  and  hesitated  by 
asking  a question,  but  he  insisted  until  finally  she  replied,  “ Well  if  you 
must  know,  I will  tell  you.  While  you  were  preaching  I thought  some  day 
perhaps  I would  be  married  and  i^hen  if  I should  ever  have  a son  and  that 
son  should  grow  to  manhood  and  become  a preacher,  if  he  couldn’t  preach 
any  better  than  you  do,  how  bad  I would  feel.”  That  was  simply  imagin- 
ary, the  troubles  that  loomed  up  before  her.

Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  with  its  170.000  members  in 
grand  old  Keystone  State,  concluded  to  visit  the  chimney  corner  of 
Penns3^1vania,  that  part  of  Pennsylvania  which  Penn  did  not  purchase  from 
tbe  Indians,  and  which  was  not  given  to  him  by  the  King  of  England ; but 
is  a part  and  parcel  of  the  grandest  Commonwealth  of  all  the  fortv-eight. 

^ hen  we  take  into  consideration  the  historical  associations  connected  with 
Pennsylvania,  we  bid  defiance  to  every  one  of  the  thirteen  original  States 
that  comprised  the  American  Union. 

But  we  are  not  here  for  the  purpose  of  considering  political  or  patrio- 
tic questions,  the  latter  only  so  far  as  they  affect  our  individual  interest 
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in  the  onuulest  rnitemity  on  the  face  of  the  o-lol)e.  And  1 want  to  assure 
you,  luy  Jirothers,  tliat  Tennsy Ivania,  with  its  170,000  Odd  Fellows,  and 
every  one  of  them  three  times  seven,  ecfuals  in  population,  when  you  take 
into%-onsideration  the  wives  and  the  children  of  Uiese  Odd  Fellows,  that 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut.  The  great  State  of  Fennsylvania  has  had 
during'  the  past  year  but  five  cases  which  came  before  its  supreme  trihunal 
in  contrast  with  the  State  of  Connecticnt,  which  has  many  hundreds. 
Connecticut  has  thousands  of  petty  and  other  judicial  officers  who  are  all 
the  time  endeavoring-  to  thrash  out  the  differences  of  its  people.  We 
have  had  but  five  cases  to  show  that  there  are  any  contentions  among'  the 
members  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  My  Brothers,  what 
a contrast!  Judges  of  the  Courts,  Judges  of  the  Inferior  Courts,  Jus- 
tices of  the  Peace,  who  live  on  the  people  by  reason  of  the  tact  that 
they  are  selected  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  the  difficulties  whicli  arise 
between  its  people,  and;  that  of  the  grand  fraternal  army  of  Odd  Fellows 
in  Pennsylvania  with  its  supreme  judicial  officers,  of  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Order  and  all  others  working  in  unison 
for  nothing  but  the  good  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  What 
a contrast!  We  do  not  have  the  ugly  contentions  that  they  have  among 
the  ordinary  rank  and  file  of  the  people.  , » n 4. 

While  we  come  from  the  ordinary,  coimnon  class  of  people,  yet  we 
recognize  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Man.  For  the 
purpose  of  legislating  and  passing  upon  judicial  questions  that  may 
come  before  us,  we  come  here  to  this  beautiful  spot,  and  if  the  sun 
I am  sure  that  this  will  be  one  of  the  best  sessions  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  that  has  been  held  since  “the  memory  of  man  run- 
neth not  to  the  contrary.” 

I want  to  say  my  Brothers,  to  Brother  Calhoun,  that  the  entiie 
membership  of  Pennsylvania  voices  the  sentiments  expressed  by  me.  We 
thank  you  from  the  bottom  of  our  hearts.  We  believe  what  you  may  do 
for  the  purpose  of  making  our  visit  here  pleasant  will  result  in  S^ea^ 
profit  to  our  entire  brotherhood.  In  their  name  and  for  the  membersh  p 
represented  here,  I gratefully  thank  you.

Grand  Master.  You  are  about  entering  the  close  of  your  administra- 
of  fhe  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  Time  passes  so  rapidly  that  it  seems  hardlv 
possible  that  a year  has  elapsed  since  you  were  elevated  to  this  high 
T^sition,  and  yet  during  the  intervening  period  the  vast  amount  of  work 
that  has  been  done  by  you  is  reflected  in  the  advanced  position  which  we 
occupy  in  the  fraternal  world.

And  not  the  least 
ot  these  CIVIC  duties  has  been  the  time  and  attention  which  you  have 
given  to  the  development  of  Valley  Forge  Park,  a name  which  by  an  official 
act  ot  .yours  has  become  known  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this 
Commonwealth.  Your  ancestors  were  a peace  loving  and  law  abiding- 
people,  and  from  them  you  inherited  a gentleness  of  manner  and  soft- 
ness ot  speech  that  have  served  you  well  in  all  your  relations  of  life. 
And  yet  in  the  presence  of  such  a vast  assemblage  these  admirable  tributes 
would  be  unable  to  enable  you  to  satisfactorily  All  the  position  of  presid- 
ing officer  of  this  assemblage,  and  with  that  thought  in  mind  some  of  your 
friends  down  in  the  eastern  corner  of  Pennsylvania  have  had  carved  from 
wood  that  grew  on  the  historic  hills  of  Valley  Forge  this  gavel  which  they 
now  present  to  you  as  the  tongue  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  its  use,  re- 
member that  the  historical  associations  of  the  past  aVe  linked  with’  the 
history  which  we  are  making  at  this  time  in  the  interest  of  humanity, 
and  as  you  use  it,  ever  bear  in  mind  that  the  privations  and  the  sufferings 
of  the  men  in  the  winter  of  1778  at  Valley  Forge  helped  to  lay  the  founda- 
tion upon  which  the  greatness  and  the  prosperity  of  this  country  of  ours 
has  been  built.

• I"  By-laws  of  a Lodge  provide  that  the  Noble  Grand  shall  ap- 

point all  committees.  A motion  prevailed  (the  N.  G.  presiding)  that 
three  members,  naming  them,  shall  be  a committee  to  perform  a certain 
Lodge.  The  Noble  Grand  having  submitted  the  question  to 
the  Lodge,  waived  his  prerogative,  and  the  members  named  in  the  resolu- 
tion are  the  committee. 

2.  The  By-laws  of  a Lodge  provide  that  the  Trustees  shall  collect 
all  monies  due  the  Lodge.  The  Lodge  cannot  donate  the  rents  due,  and 
owing  from  a Rebekah  Lodge,  a tenant,  to  the  said  Rebekah  Lodge.  Do- 
nations may  be  granted  by  Lodges  for  a worthy  purpose,  but  all  monies 
due  the  Lodge  must  be  collected  by  the  Trustees. 

^ improper  for  a Brother  of  the  Order,  a candidate  for  a 
local  oftce.  to  forward  communications  to  members  of  the  Order,  addressing 
tnem  Dear  Sir  and  Bro,”  asking  assistance  in  his  canvass  because  of  his 
membership  m an  Odd  Fellows’  Lodge.

The 
Lodge  to  which  the  application  is  made,  is  the  only  authority  to  pass 
upon  such  an  application  for  membership.

9.  The  expense  of  a Representative  to  the  meeting  of  the  Central 
Pennsylvania  Anniversary  Association  can  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
funds  of  the^  Lodge.

new  start  in  life.

At  a reg-iilar  meeting-  of  Lady  Wildey  Eebekali  Lodge,  No.  156,  I.  O 
0.  F..  held  February  20th,  1914,  the  Lodge  did,  after  due  trial,  expel  Sisters 
M.  Ida  Shuler,  Susan  B.  Eichelderfer,  Emma  Hall  and  Brother  J.  F. 
Shulei’,  members  of  said  Lodge,  for  conduct  unbecoming  a member  of 
the  Eebekah  Degree,  as  per  specifications  set  forth  in  the  Charges. 

Appeal  was  taken  against  said  expulsion  and  the  case  heard  before 
District  Appeal  Committee,  No.  2,  at  Williamsport,  September  29,  1914, 
when  the  appeal  was  sustained  and  the  action  of  the  Lodge  reversed,  and 
directed  to  reinstate  the  Appellants.  See  Journal  1915,p.  597. 

Appeal  was  taken  by  the  Lodge  against  the  findings  of.  District  Ap- 
peal Committee.  No.  2,  said  appeal  being  acted  upon  by  the  Committee 
on  State  of  the  Order,  at  Philadelphia,  March  11th,  1915,  when  the  appeal 
of  the  Lodge  was  dismissed  and  the  action  of  District  Appeal  Committee, 
No.  ^ sustained,  and  the  Lodge  directed  to  reinstate  Sisters  M.  Ida  Shuler, 
Susan  B.  Eichelderfer  and  Emma  Hall  and  Brother  J.  Jb’.

Your  Committee  appointed  to  try  Lady  Wildey  Rebekah  Lodge, 
No.  156,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  at  Montgomery,  on  Charges  preferred  by  the 
Grand  Master,  would  respectfully  submit  the  foUowing  report: 


FINDING  OF  FACTS. 

We  find  that  the  Lodge  in  good  faith  preferred  Charges  against 
four  of  its  members  and  proceeded  to  try  them,  finding  them 
guilty  of  th«  Charges  and  consequently  expelling  them. 
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From  this  finding  and  sentence,  the  four  meinliers  appei^ed  ami 
their  appeal  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  District, 
No.  2.  This  Committee  reported  as  follows: 

Finding-  gross  irregularities  in  the  procedure  of  the  Lodge, 
the  appeal  was  sustained  and  the  action  of  the  l^odge  reversed 
and  the  Lodge  directed  to  reinstate  the  Appellants. 

From  this  this  decision  the  Lodge  appealed  and  the  case  jent 
to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order.  This  Commi 
ported  as  follows : 

Appeal  dismissed  and  the  action  of 
mittee  No.  2 sustained,  and  the  Lodge  directed  to  reinstate 
Sisters  M.  Ida  Shuler,  Susan  B.  Eeichelderfer  and 
and  Brother  J.  F.  Shuler,  on  account  of  irregularities  in  the 
proceedings  and  for  the  reason  that  the  Charges  and  Speci 
fications  were  too  vague,  indefinite  and  uncertain. 

The  Lodge,  feeling  that  it  would  be  doing  the  Order  a wrong 
to  reinstate  these  four  members  whose  expulsion 
condemned  by  other  reasons  than  irregularities  in  the  procedure 
of  the  trial,  disregarded  the  finding  of  the  two  Committees,  not 
with  any  thought  of  rebellion,  but  with  the  hope  that  some  way 
the  whole  matter  would  be  set  right ; this  delay  caused  the  f o 
persons  interested  to  complain  to  the  Grand  Master.  He  ^t  once 
directed  the  Lodge  to  reinstate  the  four  members  by  a certain 
date;  a motion  was  made  in  open  Lodge  to  com^y  with  the 
Grand  Master’s  Mandate  and  reinstate  the  four  members.  This 
tion  was  defeated  by  nearly  unanimous 

Master  suspended  the  Lodge  on  August  10th  w ^LrTet 

pension  was  put  into  effect  on  August  13th,  1915,  by  Hist  c 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  Charles  W.  Huntington. 

Without  any  expression  of  opinion  as  to  the  guilt  or  innocence 
of  the  four  members  expelled,  we  suggest  that  perhaps  a 
happy  conclusion  of  the  matter  might  have  been  attained  had  the 
Committees  have  remanded  the  case  for  re-trial  on  more  perfect 
a course  of  procedure  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Order. 

We  are  fully  persuaded  that  the  vote  of  the  Lodge  on  August 
6th  1915  refusing  to  reinstate  the  four  members  was  so  taKen 
because  of  a settled  conviction  that  the  four  members  were  guilty 
and  that  simply  because  the  charges  were  not  properly 
drawn  and  the  case  properly  tried,  the  right  and  duty 
of  the  Lodge  to  expel  unworthy  members  was  being  overthrown, 
forg-etting  the  fact  that  after  complying  with  the  Mandate  ot 
the  Grand  Master  they  could  have  again  proceeded  with  charges 
and  trial  in  proper  form.  We  believe  that  it  was  with  this  con- 
viction and  no  thought  of  insubordination  or  recalcitrancy  or 
contumacy  that  they  so  voted.  They  did  so  perfectly  innocent 
of  any  intention  to  defy  the  Grand  Master’s  Mandate ; they  were 
also  under  the  impression  that  they  were  simply  taking  advantage 
of  the  fact  that  the  four  members  had  not  asked  to  be  rein- 
stated and  therefore  it  was  not  necessary  to  reinstate  thein ; of 
course  this  was  an  erroneous  idea,  but  one  nevertheless  which  in- 
fluenced them  for  the  moment.  When  however  this  error  was 
called  to  their  attention  they  recognized  it,  and  made  apology 
therefor  to  the  Grand  Master,  and  recalled  their  vote  and  voted 
unanimously  to  reinstate  the  four  persons,  as  cited  in  our  orig- 
inal report. 
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In  vic^y  of  the  foregoing-,  our  finding-  in  the  case,  is  g-uilty  -with 
extenuating-  eircninst’ances,  that  is,  the  Lodg-e  did  not  defy  the 
Grand  Master’s  Mandate  with  any  malice  aforethong-ht ; though, 
under  a misapprehension  they  did  vote  down  a motion  to  obey 
said  Mandate;  later,  however,  they  reconsidered  their  action  and 
extended  to  the  Grand  ^Master  their  apologies  and  regrets  accom- 
panied by  their  best  wishes.  They  have  expressed  sorrow  that 
they  unintentionally  did  disobey  the  Mandate  of  the  Grand  Master 
in  having  voted  down  the  action  to  reinstate,  on  what  has  al- 
ready been  stated,  that  a failure  on  the  part  of  the  four  members 
who  had  been  expelled,  to  ask  for  reinstatement,  opened  the  way 
for  them  to  refuse  to  reinstate,  oblivious  for  the  time  to  the  fact 
that  such  action  would  constitute  disobedience;  thus  the  principle 
of  contumacy  or  that  of  a defy  was  entirely  absent.  They  also 
assured  us  that  they  had  never  intended,  in  the  past,  to  defy 
the  authority  of  the  Grand  :Master  or  the  Grand  Lodge  and  that 
they  will  never  do  so  in  the  future. 


RECOMMENDATION. 


In  view  of  these  extenuating  circumstances  ana  in  recognition 
of  the  teaching-s  of  the  Golden  Rule,  we  earnestly  recommend 
To  the  Grand  INlaster  that  if  in  his  judgment  this  Lodge  deserve 
more  punishment  than  they  have  suffered  in  being  deprived  of 
their  Charter  and  paraphernalia  for  more  than  seven  months,  that 
he  administer  such  reprimand  as  his  sense  of  justice  may  deter- 
mine, either  in  person  or  by  his  duly  accredited  Representative, 
tempering  his  justice  with  mercy  and  so  rule  that  the  Lodge  may 
be  restored  and  these  Sisters  and  Brothers  be  afforded  another 
opportunity  to  conduct  themselves  in  the  administration  of  their 
Lodge  affairs  in  strict  conformity  with  the  wise  and  wholesome, 
but  not  inexorable  laws  of  our  beloved  Order.  The  Brothers  in 
this  Lodge  are  among  the  best,  most  earnest  and  active  Odd 
Fellows  in  this  District;  they  are  influential  in  our  Encampment 
and  Military  branches,  and  we  here  should  extremely  regret  to  see 
the  Lodge  expelled.  They  as  well  as  ourselves  have  the  best 
interests  of  the  Order  and  its  principles  at  heart,  and  they  are 
actuated  as  we  believe  by  the  pure  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship 
as  embodied  in  the  teachings  of  our  various  degrees.

i 1 that  the  expelled  members  should 

Tulv  ,^^ter,  the  present  Grand  Master,  under  date 

of  July  8th.  1915,  directed  the  reinstatement  of  the  suspended  members. 
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This  was  not  complied  with,  and  then  the  paraphernalia  of  the  Lodge  was 
sold  for  $1.00;  the  piano,  which  the  Lodge  owned,  was  sold  for  $2.00,  and 
a note  for  $25.00  being  delivered  at  the  same  time.  A balance  in  a 
general  fund,  raised  by  all  of  the  members,  for  the  purpose  of  extending 
the  good  of  the  Order,  was  used  to  pay  for  a supper  of  which  all  of 
the  members,  except  the  four  who  were  suspended,  partook,  the  four 
suspended  members  having  contributed  to  this  fund  as  well  as  the  members 
who  attended.  The  earnest  and  conscientious  efforts  of  the  Committee, 
appointed  to  try  this  Lodge,  particularly  those  of  its  chairman,  in  endea- 
voring to  secure  an  adjustment  of  its  difficulties  came  to  naught.  They 
persistently  refused  to  reinstate  the  four  members,  and  to  this  day, 
their  purpose  is,  if  the  Charter  be  restored  and  the  suspended  members 
reinstated,  to  immediately  prefer  charges  against  them,  which  would  make 
additional  and  immediate  trouble  for  the  Lodge  and  probably  the  same 
trouble  for  some  succeeding  Grand  Master. 

The  judgment  of  the_  Grand  Master  is  that  this  Lodge  should  be  ex- 
pelled, and  I recommend  that  this  action  be  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  this  Session.  I assume  there  will  be  an  appeal  made  in  behalf  of  the 
Lodge,  but  if  made,  it  is  made  in  behalf  of  members  who,  for  several 
years,  have  defied  repeatedly  the  instructions  and  definite  mandates  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  and  who  have  persisted  in  this  conduct  up  to  the  present 
writing.  The  matter,  however,  is  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its 
consideration. 

FAEMEES’  AND  MECHANICS’  LODGE. 

Complaint  having  been  received  from  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Juris- 
diction of  Maryland,  that  on  or  about  May  21st,  1914,  Farmers’  and 
Mechanics’  Lodge,  No.  185,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  located  at  Linwood,  County  Dela- 
ware, had  unlawfully  initiated  one  Joseph  Perkins,  a resident  of  Ha\  re- 
de-Grace,  Maryland,  I took  up  the  subject  with  said  Lodge  and  learned 
that  they  had  initiated  Joseph  Perkins  at  a time  when  he  was  a resident 
of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Maryland,  the  Lodge,  however,  acting  in  ignorance 
of  the  full  law  on  the  subject,  believing  that  the  Brother  was  to  remove 
to  Linwood  and  take  up  his  residence  there.  I was  therefore  com- 
pelled to  enforce  the  penalty  provided  for  the  violation  of  the  law  on 
the  subject,  and  to  require  the  said  Lodge  to  pay  over  the  fees  and  dues 
received  from  the  Brother,  amounting  to  $25.90,  to  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Maryland.

The  Lodge  during  the  time  of 
its  prosperity  erected  a Hall.  Subsequently  money  was  borrowed  on  a 
mortgage,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  used  to  pay  the  benefits  and  the 
current  expenses  of  the  Lodge.  Finally  the  mortgagee  not  receiving  any 
investment,  forclosed  the  mortgage  and  the  property  was 
sold  at  Sheriff  s Sale  during  the  past  year.  The  Lodge  then  had  no  habi- 
tation and  the  few  remaining  members  concluded  to  surrender  the  Char- 
ter. 

The  following  is  a statement  of  the  assets  of  tht  Lodge  as  collected 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  in  accordance  with  instructions  received 
from  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  thus  collected 
as  rendered  by  the  Grand  Secretary.  I trust  the  Grand  Lodge  will  ratify 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  in  this  regard.

PAUL  KETTEKLINUS  LODGE. 

Shortly  before  the  last  Annual  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  certain 
of  the  books  of  Paul  Ketterlinus  Lodge,  No.  673,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of 
Philadelphia,  were  delivered  at  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  by  acting 
Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  notified  that  the  Lodge 
had,  at  their  last  meeting,  decided  to  surrender.  The  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master  of  the  District  in  which  the  Lodge  was  located  was  notified 
to  collect  the  Charter,  Kituals  and  effects  of  the  Lodge  remaining  in  the 
Hall  where  meetings  had  been  previously  held,  and  the  Lodge  was  re- 
ported at  the  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  having  surrendered  under 
date  of  April  29,  1915. 

Shortly  after  the  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  before  the  Char- 
ter and  effects  had  been  secured,  certain  of  the  members  of  the  Lodge  made 
application  for  the  return  of  the  books  surrendered  to  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, on  the  grounds  that -the  Brother  acting  as  Secretary  at  the  time  had 
been  given  no  authority  to  surrender  the  same,  and  that  there  was  good 
prospects  of  the  Lodge  receiving  some  new  members  and  becoming 
active.  After  exacting  a pledge  from  said  members  to  use  an  earnest 
effort  to  renew  the  activity  and  increase  the  membership  of  the  Lodge, 
the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  return  the  books  in  his  possession, 
and  to  place  the  name  of  the  Lodge  on  the  roll  of  active  Lodges.  The 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  was  also  directed  to  see  that  a regula 
election  was  held  for  Officers  of  the  Lodge,  and  to  have  the  same  prop- 
perly  installed.  This  has  been  done.  I therefore  ask  the  approval  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  directing  the  name  of  this  Lodge,  to  be  replaced  upon 
the  roll  of  Lodges.

MASON  AND  DIXON  LODGE,  NO.  914. 

At  the  Annual  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  held  May,  1913,  the  Eeport 
of  the  Committee  appointed  to  try  Mason  and  Dixon  Lodge,  No.  914,  was 
included  in  the  Eeport  of  the  Grand  Master,  Hermann  W.  Eoller.  That 
Eeport  was  approved  by  him  and  he  recommended  that  Brother  Jacob 
A.  Strite,  Past  Grand  of  No.  75,  be  instructed  to  proceed  to  collect  the 
Charter,  books,  papers,  assets  and  other  property  of  the  said  Lodge,  in 
behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Strite  has  been  engaged  in  this  work  from,  that  time,  he 
securing  a dissolution  of  the  State  Line  Hall  Association,  the  Lodge  holding 
twenty-five  shares  of  its  capital  stock.  The  property  was  sold  and  the 
fund  reported  to  the  Court  for  distribution,  and  after  the  payment  of  the 
debts  on  record  and  the  necessary  cost  of  proceeding,  $600.00  was  paid 
to  Brother  Strite,  being  all  of  the  pecuniary  assets  of  the  Lodge.  This 
Brother  Strite  collected,  and  paid,  as  is  shown  by  the  Eeport  of  the  Com- 
mittee, certain  expenses  amounting  to  $175.00  (receipts  for  which  are  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary)  and  the  balance  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  Defunct  Lodge  Fund. 

I recommend  that  the  final  report  of  the  Committee  be  approved,  and 
the  payments  made,  ratified  and  confirmed.

That  through  its  Chairman  and  Attorney,  J.  A.  Strite,  it  in- 
stituted proceedings  for  the  dissolution  of  the  State  Line  Hall 
Association  in  which  Mason  and  Dixon  Lodge  was  the  owner  of 
twenty-five  (25)  shares  of  the  capital  stock,  which  in  its  report 
it  had  estimated  to  be  probably  worth  par  or  a total  of  $500, 
and  succeeded  in  bringing  about  a dissolution  of  the  corporation 
and  in  effecting  an  advantageous  sale  of  its  property  with  the  re- 
sult that  upon  distribution  of  the  assets  of  the  corporation  by  an 
Auditor  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Franklin  County,  Pa. 
there  was  awarded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  I.  0.  O.  F., 
as  its  share  of  the  assets  of  the  corporation,  the  sum  of  Six 
Hundred  ($600.00)  Dollars. 

SECOND. 

Your  Committee  finds  as  a fact  that  Mary  A.  Kuhn.,  widow  of 
George  W.  Kuhn,  deceased,  should  receive  out  of  the  fund  realized, 
the  sum  of  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars,  to  which  she  is  entitled  as  death 
benefits,  the  Committee  being  satisfied  that  her  husband  was  a 
member  in  .good  standing  of  the  Lodge  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
and  that  her  failure  to  receive  the  death  benefits  was  aue  to  the 
demoralized  condition  of  the  Lodge.  The  Committee  also  finds 
that  there  should  be  allowed  to  J.  A.  Strite,  the  Attorney  who 
^nducted  the  proceedings,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100- 
00)  as  counsel  fees,  and  Twenty-five  ($25.00)  Dollars,  a reasonable 
allowance  for  stenographic  services  and  other  expenses,  separate 
vouchers  for  which  are  herewith  forwarded,  and  the  forwarding 
of  the  remainder  of  the  amount  realized  to  the  Grand  Lodg-e  of 
Pennsylvania.

^ The  insurance  on  the  Baptist  Church  property  at  La  Porte,  against 
which  the  Grand  Lodge  holds  a mortgage — the  mortgage  being  the  property 
of  late  LaPorte  Lodge — having  expired,  a new  policy  for  five  years  has 
been  purchased  the  premium  $7.00  having  been  paid  out  of  the  fund. 

In  other  respects,  this  matter  is  in  the  same  condition  as  existed  when 
Grand  Master  Benson  reported  the  facts  last  year. 
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DAUPHIN  LODGE,  NO.  160,  vs.  HAKKISBUllG  LODGE,  NO.  68. 

A complaint  was  received  from  Dauphin  Lodge,  No.  160,  against 
Harrisburg  Lodge,  No.  68,  with  reference  to  a proper  accounting  for 
rent  due.  This  matter  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Warden,  Eobert  W.  Mont- 
gomery, who  had  the  trouble  amicably  adjusted. 

The  Grand  Master  is  under  obligations  to  the  Grand  Warden  for  his 
diplomatic  skill  in  adjusting  the  controversy. 

DOEMANT  EEBEKAH  LODGES. 

At  the  Annual  Session  held  in  Stroudsburg  last  year,  the  Grand 
Master  was  instructed  to  secure  the  Charters  and  paraphernalia  of  certain 
Eebekah  Lodges,  named  in  a report  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  the 
President  of  the  Eebekah  ^Assembly.  They  were  fourteen  in  number.  Of 
the  fourteen  Lodges  thus  named  in  the  report,  I have  secured  the  Charter. 
Eitual,  and  effects  of  the  following  named  Lodges  : 

Olivia  Eebekah  Lodge,  No.  241,  Wrightsville,  York  County. 

Narcissus  Eebekah  Lodge,  No.  298,  Shrewsbury,  York  County. 
Henrietta  Eebekah  Lodge,  No.  17,  Aldenville,  Wayne  County. 

Juniata  Eebekah  Lodge,  No.  185,  Newton  Hamilton,  Mifflin  County. 
Sunshine  Eebekah  Lodge,  No.  203,  Bedford,  Bedford  County. 

Primrose  Eebekah  Lodge,  No.  243,  East  Benton,  Lackawanna  County. 
Victoria  Eebekah  Lodge,  No.  39,  Centralia,  Columbia  County. 

From  the  remaining  seven,  the  Deputy  Presidents  were  unable  to  ob- 
tain their  Charters  and  effects.  I suggest  that  this  matter  be  referred  to 
the  incoming  Grand  Master  with  instructions  to  have  the  Charters  of  these 
several  Lodges,  practically  defunct,  returned  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

HOME  FOE  THE  AGED  AND  THEIE  WIVES. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  this  very  interesting*  question 
as  to  the  provision  to  be  made  by  the  Order  at  large  for  the  maintenance 
of  a Home  or  Homes  for  the  aged  of  the  Order  and  their  wives,  was  mater- 
ially changed  by  reason  of  the  resignation  of  two  of  its  members.  Grand 
Eepresentative  James  H.  Avery  and  Past  Grand  Master,  Fred  C.  Hanyen. 
Brother  Avery  wrote  me  under  date  of  June  22,  1915,  as  follows : 

“ In  view  of  the  fact  thgt  I am  a Grand  Lodge  Officer,  I deem 
it  inadvisable  for  me  to  continue  as  a member  of  the  Special 
Committee  of  Aged  Odd  Fellows’  Homes.  I therefore  tender  you 
my  resignation  as  a member  of  said  Committee.” 

Brother  Hanyen  tendered  his  resignation  in  a letter,  dated  August  23, 
in  the  following  words  : 

“ I desire  herewith  to  tender  my  resignation  as  a member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  Special  Committee  on  Aged  Odd  Fellows  Home. 

I have  reached  this  conclusion  with  great  reluctance,  as  my  heart 
and  soul  were  thoroughly  wrapped  up  and  enlisted  in  the  service 
I might  be  able  to  render  the  Brotherhood  through  the  work  of 
this  Committee.  However,  having  been  elected  to  the  office  of 
Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  by  virtue  thereof  made 
a member  of  the  Board  of  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  I have  been  forced  to 
the  conclusion  that  in  all  fairness  to  our  membership  I should 
relinquish  my  position  on  said  Committee,  and  avoid  all  occa-

OUR  FUTURE  MEMBERSHIP. 

The  industrial  conditions  in  our  State  at  this  time  naturally  indicate 
a few  years  of  prosperity.  That  this  condition  has  already  affected 
our  Order  is  clearly  indicated  by  the  substantial  addition  during  the  win- 
ter just  past  to  the  membership  of  a large  number  of  our  Lodges,  an  addi- 
tion that  has  been  a steady  growth  rather  than  the  result  of  the  large 
class  initiations  that  gave  us  the  increase  in  membership  some  three  or  four 
years  ago.  There  is  to-day  a more  general  effort  being  put  forth,  by  a 
far  greater  number  of  Lodges,  to  bring  into  our  ranks  the  young  men  of 
our  communities,  who  will  not  only  make  valuable  additions  to  our 
ranks,  but  whom  we  believe  need  the  restraining  and  elevating  influences 
of  our  Order.  The  questions  we  should  ask,  are : Are  we  using  sufficient 
efforts  along  these  lines?  Are  we  individually  using  to  the  full  extent 
this  means  of  increasing  the  influence  of  our  Order  in  our  several  com- 
munities? Are  we  forgetting  our  Slogan 

“ PENNSYLVANIA,  1919—200,000  MEMBERS.” 

We  have  just  three  years  in  which  to  make  this  good.  A net  increase 
of  30,000  members  in  that  time,  is  a stupendous  task,  but  not  one 
impossible  to  a Jurisdiction  numbering  170,000.  During  the 
last  five  years  we  have  lost  in  membership,  through  death,  withdrawals 
and  suspensions,  an  average  of  9,000  per  year,  which  together  with  an 
average  net  increase  of  10,000  per  year  required  to  reach  our  goal  in 
1919,  will  mean  a gross  addition  to  our  membership  of  19,000  per  year. 
An  average  addition,  however,  of  but  seventeen  to  each  Lodge.  It  would 
seem  to  be  a reasonable  accomplishment  when  we  also  consider  that  it  would 
require  but  19,000  of  our  170,000  members  to  each  bring  one  new  member 
per  year  into  their  Lodge  during  the  next  three  years. 

In  receiving  applications  for  membership,  it  may  be  well  for  us  to 
recall  the  words  of  our  late  Grand  Master,  Paul  A.  Benson,  in  his  report 
of  one  year  ago,  wherein  he  wrote  “ We  have  now  reached  a point  in  the 
history  of  our  Order  where  it  behooves  us  to  look  to  the  character  and 
standing  of  those  who  seek  to  be  admitted  into  our  ranks.”  Lodges 
cannot  be  too  careful  in  the  admission  of  members.  Too  many  knock 
for  admission  through  selfish  and  personal  motives,  and  inducements  held 
out  to  them  of  benefits  to  be  received,  and  not  for  the  ennobling  purposes 
which  our  Order  enjoins,  that  of  learning  the  divine  lesson  that  “It  is 
more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.” 

The  world  was  never  more  in  need  of  the  influences  of  Odd  Fel- 
lowship^ than  it  is  to-day.  Never  before  in  its  history  has  strife  and  con- 
tention, born  of  selfishness  blotted  out  so  much  of  the  spirit  of  charity 
in  the  motives  of  mankind.  Let  us  each  then  go  forward  with  renewed 
intent  to  use  our  efforts,  feeble  though  they  may  be,  to  extend  the  prin- 
ciples of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth. 
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NECROLOGY.

Among  the  number  we  particularly  note  the  following : 

Hon.  Paul  A.  Benson,  P.  G.  M.,  who  died  at  his  home  in  Erie,  on  Mon- 
day, July  21,  1915,  in  the  fiftieth  year  of  his  age.  His  death  was  a shock 
to  our  Jurisdiction,  coming  so  soon  after  the  close  of  his  administration 
as  Grand  Master.  He  will  long  be  remembered  for  his  faithful  efforts 
to  uphold  the  high  standard  of  our  Order,  as  well  as  for  his  marked  abil- 
ity displayed  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs.  nr,-,!- 

William  A.  Witherup,  P.  G.  P.,  P.  G.  M.,  who  died  September  12,  1915, 
in  the  seventy-first  year  of  his  age.  Brother  Witherup  served  as  Grand 

Master  in  1891-1892.  « -i-u 

William  H.  Rose,  P.  G.  M.,  who  died  January  6,  1916,  in 
year  of  his  age.  Brother  Rose  served  as  Grand  Master  in  1899-19W. 

We  also  here  call  to  mind  the  sudden  death  of  our  late  Grand  Sire, 
Robert  Towns  Daniel,  which  occurred  on  Thursday,  May  27,  1915,  ]ust  one 
week  from  the  day  of  his  visit  to  our  Grand  Lodge  in  Annual  Session 
at  Stroudsburg.  Brother  Daniel  will  ever  be  remembered  by  those  who 
were  privileged  to  listen  to  the  eloquent  address  he  delivered  before 
the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Eebekah  Assembly.  The  Order 
lost,  in  the  prime  of  his  life,  a leader  of  rare  and  unsurpassed  ability.

During  the'  past  forty-eight  years  the  Lodges  of  Pennsylvania 
have  distributed  for  relief  of  distress  and  actual  want  the  sum  of 

$25,590,221.72.  ^ 4= 

It  is  worthy  of  note,  and  should  demand  the  serious  attention  of  tlie 
great  number  of  our  Lodges  that  are  working  on  a low  rate  of  dues,  that 
the  average  cost  for  relief  and  working  expenses  amounts  to  a little  over 
fifteen  and  a half  cents  (1514  cts.)  per  week,  per  memher.  With  but  few 
exceptions,  unless  favored  by  local  conditions,  no  Lodge  can 
hope  to  reach  a successful  financial  condition  on  a rate  of  dues  and  assess- 
ments lower  than  the  above  average.  We  have  to-day  too  many  finan- 
cially weak  Lodges  in  our  Jurisdiction.  Sooner  or  later  they  are  unable 
to  meet  their  obligations.  Members  become^  discouraged  and  drop  out. 
The  Lodge  loses  its  standing  in  the  community  and  is  unable  to  recruit 
its  thinning  ranks.  And  the  day  soon  comes  when  it  ceases  to  exist.  ^ 
The  remedy  is  in  a safe  amount  of  receipts  to  cover  the  outlay  in 
each  particular  Lodge.  As  Lodges  we  assume  obligations  to  provide  cer- 
tain financial  relief.  As  Odd  Fellows  we  are  bound  by  obligations,  in- 
dividually assumed,  to  protect  the  honor  of  our  Lodge.

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  legislation 
the  last  Annual  Session  on  the  subject-  of  Membership  Records,  bla 
forms  were  prepared  and  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  every  ® ^ 
the  Jurisdiction  for  a return  of  a list  of  meinbers 

peared  on  the  roll  of  the  several  Lodges  on  September  30,  J915,  together 
with  the  date  of  the  initiation  or  admission  of  each  into  the  Lodge,  ana 
their  age  at  such  date.  A large  majority  of  the 

to  make  the  return  as  requested ; while  others,  owing  to  the  fact  that  tneir 
past  records  had  been  destroyed  or  mislaid  or  had  not  been  properly 
kevt,  found  the  task  a difiicult  one  and  were  obliged  to  make  considerable 
search  of  old  minutes,  or  to  obtain  the  information  requested  from  the 
individual  members.  In  most  cases  the  Secretaries  of  the  several  bodges 
have  undertaken  this  extra  work  with  a willingness  that  is  commendable, 
feeling  as  many  of  them  have  expressed  in  letters  on  the  subject,  the 
establishment  of  a General  Record  was  a good  move  on  the  part  ot 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  one  that  ought  to  have  been  started  years  ago,  one 
Secretary  going  so  far  as  to  say  that  it  was  the  “ best  move  ever  made 

by  the  Grand  Lodge.”  i i 

The  necessity  for  the  undertaking  has  to  my  mind  been  clearly  shown 
from  the  correspondence  received  on  the  subject,  the  Secretaries  of  some 
forty  or  more  Lodges  reporting  that  their  records  had  been  entirely 
destroyed  by  fire  during  the  past  few  years,  while  upwards  of  seventy 
reported  that  in  the  past  no  records  had  been  kept  or  that  the  records 
were  so  incomplete  that  it  was  impossible  for  them  to  furnish  but  a part 
of  the  information  requested.  In  some  cases,  in  checking  up  the  list 
of  members,  it  was  found  that  the  number  annually  reported  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  some  years  back,  exceeded  the  number  of  members 
actually  on  the  roll,  in  one  case  the  excess  number  reported  amounting 
to  sixt00H 

We  are  pleased  to  note  also  that  in  many  such  cases  the  Secretary 
has  recognized  the  importance  of  perfecting  a record  of  at  least  the 
present  membership  of  the  Lodge,  and  to  provide  for  more  complete 
record  for  the  future.  To  all  such  we  have  recommended  the  purchase 
of  a membership  record  book.  There  are  a number  of  these  books 
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published  in  a convenient  form,  and  when  once  started,  requires  but  little 
labor  to  keep  up.  We  are  also  glad  to  note  that  in  very  many  of  our 
Lodges  a system  of  records  has  been  followed  during  the  life  of  the 
Lodge  which  readil}'-  and  with  no  labor  except  the  copying  of  the  list, 
gave  all  the  information  asked. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  indexing  the  names  of  the  members 
from  the  lists  so  received.  Some  fifty  thousand  records  having  been  type- 
written on  individual  cards.  Steel  cabinets  have  been  purchased  and  guides 
for  a card  index  capable  of  holding  some  200,000  cards.  It  will  be  of 
interest  to  know  that  this  work  of  writing  and  filing  these  individual 
record  cards  has  been  performed  in  a very  satisfactory  manner  by  a 
young  lady  w’ho  was  a former  resident  of  the  Home  for  Orphans,  located 
in  Philadelphia,  and  who  received  a good  business  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  that  city.  It  is  desired  that  she  be  retained  to  continue  this 
work. 

Personally,  I desire  to  here  recognize  the  valuable  aid  rendered  by 
the  Secretaries  of  so  many  of  our  Lodges,  who  have  furnished  complete 
and  carefully  prepared  lists  of  the  members  and  to  thank  them  for  so 
readily  assisting  in  the  work.  To  the  few  who  have  not  yet  complied 
with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  I would  ask  that  they 
endeavor  to  do  so  at  an  early  date. 

I have  requested  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  recommend  an  appro- 
priation of  $600.00  to  continue  this  work  during  the  ensuing  year,  and 
trust  that  the  same  will  be  approved. 


FLOOD  at  GALVESTON,  TEXAS. 


Upon  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  disastrous  flood  in  Galveston,  Texas, 
m August  of  last  year,  the  undersigned  acting  under  instructions  of  the 
Grand  Master,  wired  under  date  of  August  19th,  1915.  to  W.  H.  Walker, 
Grai^  Secretary,  offering  to  forward  one  or  two  thousand  dollars  from 
the  Belief  and  Emergency  Fund  if  the  same  was  required  for  immediate 
relief.

The  Grand  Secretary  read  the  Proclamation  issued  by  J.  B.  A.  Rob- 
ertson, Acting  Grand  Sire,  under  date  of  June  1st,  1915,  announcing  the 
death  of  Robert  T.  Daniel  , Grand  Sire,  which  occurred  on  Friday,  May 
27th,  1915,  whereupon

adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Grand  Officers  learn  with  profound  sorrow 
of  the  sudden  death  of  our  late

That  the  Proclamation  just  read,  be  received  and  entered  in  full  on 
the  Minutes  of  this  meeting,  and  this  record  be  made  expressive  of  our 
esteem  and  love  for  one  who  was  the  embodiment  of  those  qualities  of 
mind  and  heart  that  made  him  an  ideal  Odd  Fellow;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  issue  a Proclamation  to  all  the  Sub- 
ordinate and  Rebekah  Lodges  in  our  Jurisdiction,  calling  upon  them  to 
faithfully  comply  with  the  order  to  drape  their  several  Charters,  and 
with  the  request  for  their  support  and  co-operation  of  our  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  J.  B.  A.  Robertson.

Resolved,  That  the  Prayer  of  the  Petitioners  be  granted,  and  the 
Grand  Master  authorized  to  issue  a Dispensation  for  a new  Subordinate 
Lodge  to  be  located  at  the  above  place,  to  be  known  as  “ South  Mountain 
Lodge,  No.  1200,  I.  O.  O.  F.” 

A petition  was  presented,  signed  by  the  requisite  number  of  Petition- 
ers praying  for  the  granting  of  a Charter  for  a new  Subordinate  Lodge, 
to  be  located  at  Crosscreek,  County  of  Washington. 

On  motion,  duly  carried,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Prayer  of  the  Petitioners  be  granted,  and  the 
Grand  Master  authorized  to  issue  his  Dispensation  for  a new  Subordinate 
Lodge  to  be  located  at  the  above  place,  and  to  be  known  as  “ Crosscreek 
Lodge,  No.  32,  I.  O.  O.  F.” 

A petition  was  presented,  signed  by  twenty-four  Petitioners,  pray- 
ing for  the  granting  of  a Charter  for  a new  Rebekah  Lodge  to  be  lo- 
cated at  Wells  Tannery,  County  of  Fulton. 

On  motion,  duly  carried,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Prayer  of  the  Petitioners  be  granted,  and  the 
^rand  Master  authorized  to  issue  a Dispensation  for  a new  Rebekah 
Lodge  to  be  located  at  the  above  place,  to  be  known  as  “ Dorinda  Rebekah 
Lodge,  No.  477,  I.  O .0.  F.” 

On  motion,  duly  carried,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  all  petitions  hereafter  presented  for  Charters  for  Re- 
bekah Lodges,  be  first  referred  to  the  elective  officers  of  the  Rebekah 
Assembly,  to  inquire  into  and  report  to  the  Board  of  Grand  Officers,  upon 
the  expediency  of  granting  said  petition. 
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Permission  was  granted  to  Midway  Valley  Lodge,  No.  888,  I.  O.  O. 
F.,  to  erect  an  I.  0.  0.  F.  Hall  in  Midway,  County  of  Washington,  on  the 
lot  now  owned  by  the  Lodge,  to  take  the  place  of  the  Hall  destroyed  by 
fire  on  February  12,  1915;  The  Hall  to  be  of  brick,  40  by  72  feet  and  to 
be  erected  at  a cost  of  $13,000.00,  including  value  of  lot,  as  per  plans, 
specifications  and  estimates  of  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance, 
as  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Grand  Officers.  Provided,  That  the  Lodge 
agrees  to  expend  not  more  than  $4,000.00  of  the  Lodge  funds  for  said 
purpose,  and 

Provided  further,  That  the  Lodge  agrees  to  form  a Corporation  under 
a plan  submitted’  to  the  Lodge,  to  receive,  hold  and  lease  said  property 
by  direction  of  the  said  Midway  Valley  Lodge,  No.  888,  I.  O.  O.  F. 

On  motion,  duly  carried,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  First  Degree  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  be  selected 
as  the  Degree  for  competition  for  the  year  1915-1916,  in  accordance  with 
the  Resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  subject. 

On  motion,  duly  carried,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  order  from  The 
IVard-Stilson  Company  a prize  banner  of  the  same  design  and  quality  as 
the  banner  furnished  last  year,  and  for  the  sum  of  $75.00,  to  be  presented 
to  Grace  Lodge,  No.  157,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Orwigsburg,  the  winners  of  the 
1914-1915  competition. 

On  motion,  duly  carried,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Grand  Officers  designate  The  German 
American  Title  and  Trust  Company  as  the  depository  for  the  funds  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  the  Orphans’ 
Home  Funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

On  motion,  duly  carried,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Grand  Lodge  Officers  designate  the  bank- 
ing house  of  Drexel  and  Company  as  the  depository  for  the  several  Trust 
Funds  and  the  General  Fund  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  hands  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer. 

The  Grand  Master,  J.  P,  Hale  Jenkins  reported  the  assignment  of  the 
Mortgage  of  Laporte  Lodge,  No.  923,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  now  defunct,  to  Usher  A. 
Hall,  Trustee,  and  that  said  Mortgage  had  been  duly  recorded  in  Sulli- 
van County,  in  Mortgage  Book,  Vol.  4,  page  437.  and  the  said  assignment 
duly  turned  over  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  A bill  was  presented  for 
State  tax  and  Recorder’s  fee  amounting  to  $1.75,  and  the  same  approved. 

In  accordance  with  the  approval  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Legislation  at  the  last  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  following  Res-

Your  Grand  Representatives  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  beg  leave 
to  make  the  following  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  iNinety-first 
Annual  Communication  held  at  San  Francisco,  California,  September 
20th  to  25th  inclusive : 

It  was  the  fourth  time  that  the  “ Golden  State  ” entertained  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  P.,  and  the  very  name  “ California  ” is 
interwoven  with  many  adventurous  and  romantic  times  that  makes  its 
history  interesting  and  peculiarly  fascinating  to  the  stranger,  especially 
when  he  experiences  its  matchless  climate,  views  its  picturesque  scenery 
and  lofty  mountains  and  enjoys  its  beautiful  flowers  and  sheltering  palms. 
It  was  the  third  time  that  San  Francisco,  the  “ Jewel  City  ” was  chosen 
for  its  annual  session.  Forty-six  years  ago  this  Body,  then  known  as  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  met  here.  Again  in  1904,  when  our  late 
Past  Grand  Sire  Robert  E.  Wright  was  elected  Grand  Sire.  Since  that 
time  a fearful  disaster  fell  upon  the  city  and  its  people  ,and  almost 
the  entire  city  was  wiped  out  of  existence  by  earthquake  and  fire  in  1906, 
but  to-day  few  evidences  remain  of  that  colossal  disaster  and  the  city 
is  truly  named  the  “ Jewel  City  ” with  its  many  and  beautiful  buildings,  its 
magnificent  parks,  its  well  paved  streets  and  with  its  thrift  and  prosperity 
evidenced  everywhere  among  its  people.  In  the  words  of  another, 
“ With  her  hills,  San  Francisco  is  Rome,  with  her  harbors,  she  is  Naples ; 
with  her  hotels  she  is  New  York,  but  with  her  clubs  and  her  people,  she  is 
San  Francisco — ^which  comes  near  being  the  apotheosis  of  praise.”  At 
this  time  she  is  the  host  to  the  nations  of  the  world  in  the  celebration  of 
the  completion  of  the  Panama  Canal,  and  the  wonders  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition,  located  in  a natural  amphitheatre,  front- 
ing on  the  wonderful  island-dotted  bay  of  San  Francisco,  just  inside  the 
famous  Golden  Gate,  are  beyond  description,  but  which  in  magnificence 
and^  splendor,  number  of  palaces,  beauty  of  grounds,  and  diversity  of 
exhibits  is  entirely  adequate  to  the  great  contemporaneous  event  it 
celebrates. 

At  this  historic  period,  with  these  beautiful  surroundings,  under 
sunny  skies,  and  most  favorable  circumstances,  the  Ninety-first  Annual 
Session  of  the  .Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  mark  an  important  epoch  in 
the  history  of  Odd  Fellowship,  as  a new  revised  Constitution  as  well  as  a 
new  code  of  laws  were  adopted  for  the  future  government  and  guidance 
of  the  membership  of  our  great  Order. 

Sunday  morning,  September  19th,  the  ofiicers  and  Representatives  of 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  visiting  Odd  Fellows  and  their  ladies,  attended 
divine  services  in  Calvary  Presbyterian  Church,  corner  Fillmore  and  Jack- 
son  Streets,  where  the  Pastor,  Rev.  Josiah  Sibley,  D.  D.,  preached  an 
eloquent  sermon  on  the  subject  “A  Great  Career,  through  Loyalty  to 
a Great  Cause.” 

A public  reception  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  given  at  Lodge

Answer.— The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  alone  has  power  to  fix  the 
qualifications  of  membership  in  the  Order,  and  an  old  age  limitation  is  not 
one  of  the  qualifications.  See  Journal,  1912,  page  515. 

Dec.  6.  Statement.— A brother,  a member  in  good  standing,  of  one  of 
the  lodges  of  Honolulu,  was  taken  sick  in  December,  1913,  and  vvas 
placed  on  the  sick  list  and  received  benefits  for  a number  of  weeks , the 
brother  then  requested  to  be  taken  from  the  sick  list, 

After  an  interval  of  about  six  weeks,  the  brother  filed  with  the  lodge  a 
doctor’s  certificate,  which  stated  it  was  necessary  for  t e ro 
health  that  he  go  to  the  mainland  and  refrain  f^oni  following  his  occ  - 
ation  for  at  least  six  months.  On  the  filing  of  this  certificate,  the 
brother  was  declared  sick  and  paid  benefits  until  he  sailed  for  San 
Francisco.  The  brother  went  to  Denver  and  there  consulted  Pliysmians 
who  advised  him  to  remain  at  least  three  months  in  a tigli  altitude 
While  he  was  away,  the  brother  from  time  to  ^notified  the  lodg 
of  his  condition.  On  his  return  to  Honolulu  the  brother  filed  with  the 
lodge  an  additional  certificate  from  the  l^e^^er  physician  and  claimed 
sick  benefits,  inasmuch  as  he  was  sick  and  received  sick  benefits  whe 
he  left  Honolulu,  temporarily,  on  his  physicians  advice.  The  l^od^e 
refused  to  pay  sick  benefits  to  the  brother  basing  their  action  on  Article 
III,  Section  3,  of  their  by-  laws,  which  reads: 

“Sec.  3.  Any  brother,  residing  at  a distance  from  this  city,  claim 
ing  benefits  under  this  article,  must  send  to  this  lodge  a true 
of  his  sickness  and  its  cause,  verified  by  his  oath,  attested  by  the  Nob  e 
Grand  of  the  Lodge  nearest  to  the  place  where  he  may  be,  under  the 
seal  of  said  lodge;  or  if  no  lodge  be  near,  then  his 
cause,  shall  be  stated  in  a certficate  from  a respectable  physician, 
magistrate,  notary  public  or  master  of  a vessel.

The  brother  claims  this  section  does  not  apply  to  his  case  inasmuch 
as  his  absence  was  temporary  and  that  the  lodge  knew  he  was  sick  and 
that  he  only  left  on  his  physician’s  advice. 

Questiofi — Is  the  brother  entitled  to  sick  benefits  from  the  time 
he  left  Honolulu  until  he  was  well  enough  to  return  to  his  occupation  in 
Honolulu? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  7.  During  his  lifetime,  Bro.  Otto  Hartung.  Past  Grand  of  Eeno, 
Lodge,  No.  14,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  placed  in  his  will  the  following  provision : 

“ To  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  State  of  Nevada, 
the  income  from  my  estate,  to  be  paid  over  to  them,  by  my  executors  and 
trustees  annually,  if,  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  my  death,  the 
said  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  State  of  Nevada,  does 
establish  a Home  worthy  of  its  name,  for  orphans  and  foundlings  near 
Eeno,  Nevada,  and  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Eoyal  D.  Hartung 
Home  for  Orphans  and  Foundlings.” 

On  June  21,  1911,  at  Carson  City,  Nevada,  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  O. 
F.,  of  Nevada,  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

“ Resolved,  That  the  Hartung  Estate  willed  to  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows  of  Nevada  be  utilized  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
given,  and  that  the  trustees  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  instructed  to  co- 
operate with  the  trustees  of  the  Eebekah  Assembly  in  building  an 
Orphans’  Home,  with  the  money  in  the  Orphans’  Home  Building  Fund, 
in  such  way  as  to  use  the  income  from  said  estate  for  its  support.” 

The  following  resolution  was  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O. 
F.,  of  Nevada,  at  its  session  on  June  17,  1914,  and  was  indefinitely  post 
poned  by  a vote  of  74  to  23.  V 

“Whebeas,  The  Grand  Lodge  I .0.  O.  F.,  of  Nevada,  at  its  session 
held  at  Carson  City,  on  the  20th  and  21st  days  of  June,  1911,  adopted  the 
following  resolution,  to  wit : 

“ Resolved,  That  the  Hartung  Estate  willed  to  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows  of  Nevada  be  utilized  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
given,  and  that  the  trustees  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  instructed  to  co- 
operate with  the  trustees  of  the  Eebekah  Assembly  in  building  an 
Orphans’  Home,  with  the  money  in  Orphans’  Home  Building  Fund,  in 
such  way  as  to  use  the  income  from  said  estate  for  its  support.” 

CHAS.  H.  BUEKE,  P.  G..  of  No.  14.” 

and 

“Whereas,  The  trustees  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the  trustees  of  the 
Eebekah  Assembly  have  not  carried  said  resolution  into  effect;  and 

‘ Whereas,  On  the  21st  day  of  J anuary,  1915,  the  time  for  erecting 
said  Orphans’  Home,  in  order  to  obtain  said  estate,  now  of  the  value  of 
at  least  thirty-seven  thousand  dollars  ($37,000),  will  expire;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  and  a committee  of  three  be  in- 
structed to  carry  said  resolution  into  effect,  and  in  doing  so  is  hereby 
given  full  power  to  act  and  is  further  empowered  to  use  the  money  and 
property  in  the  Orphans’  Home  Fund  of  the  Eebekah  Assembly  of  Nevada, 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  said  Orphans’  Home.

After  reading  of  preamble  and  resolution  as  amended,  John  Lothrop, 
P.  G.  E.,  of  No.  5,  moved  indefinite  postponement  of  same. 

Past  Grand  Master  P.  H.  Mulcahy,  of  No.  14,  moved  as  an  amendment, 
that  said  preamble  and  resolution  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  State 
of  the  Order. 

The  Grand  Master  ruled  amendment  out  of  order;  whereupon  Past 
Grand  Master  Mulcahy  appealed  from  decision  of  the  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Master  asked,  “Shall  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master 
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stand  as  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge?”  On  vote  being  had  the  chair 

was  sustained.  ^ tt  td 

After  considerable  time  spent  in  discussion,  Eepresentative  H.  Erew- 
ster  Adams,  of  No.  14,  asked  for  information  in  regard  to  clause  in  will 
bequeathing  the  amount  of  money  stated  in  preamble  and  resolution. 

The  Grand  Master  instructed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  read  that  section 
of  said  will,  which  appears  on  page  63,  Journal  of  1911,  and  reads  as 

follows : . i,  X X X, 

“ Tenth.  I give,  devise  and  bequeath  all  the  residue  of  my  estate,  both 

real  and  personal,  as  follows : ^ x-i  c^x  x is 

“ (a)  To  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  State  of 
Nevada,  the  income  from  my  estate  to  be  paid  over  to  them  by  my 
executors  and  trustees  annually,  if  within  five  years  from  the  date  of 
my  death,  the  said  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  State  of 
Nevada  does  establish  a Home  worthy  of  its  name,  for  orphans 
foundlings  near  Eeno,  Nevada,  and  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  the 
Royal  D.  Hartung  Home  for  Orphans  and  Foundlings.” 

After  reading  the  same  the  question  was  called  for.  On  vote  being 
had,  the  Grand  Master  decided  that  the  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone 
was  carried. 

Question.— Did  the  postponement  of  the  foregoing  resolution  set  out 
in  C in  any  manner  amend,  change  or  repeal  the  law  of  1911,  as  expressed 
in  B?  Is  not  the  resolution  set  forth  in  B still  a law,  and  ought  it  not 
to  be  obeyed? 

Decision. — ^When  the  Grand  Lodge  takes  affirmative  action  on  a ques- 
tion to  do  a certain  thing,  that  action  stands  as  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  until  it  is  reconsidered.  It  not  appearing  from  the  statement 
of  facts  submitted  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  Carson  City 
session  of  1911  has  ever  been  repealed,  or  any  effort  made  to  reconsider 
the  same,  that  action  still  stands,  and  the  postponement  of  resolution  set 
out  in  C does  not  repeal  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  session  of  1911. 

Dec.  8.  Question.— Dsls  the  Secretary  or  other  officer  of  a lodge  the 
right  to  fiil  out  a certificate  which  is  to  be  forwarded  by  the  member  of 
the  lodge  to  an  insurance  company,  showing  the  period  during  which 
member  is  under  the  care  of  the  lodge,  provided  he  is  requested  to  do  so 
by  the  member  who  has  been  so  disabled? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  9.  Question.— ^i\\  you  k;ndly  give  us  your  opinion  in  ^gard  to 
Decision,  39,  page  515,  of  the  1912  Jouenal  of  Proceedings  of. The  Sov- 
ereign Grand  Lodge?  Does  this  decision  mean  that  no  lodge  can  provide 
for  the  admission  of  anyone  over  fifty  years  of  age  as  a non-beneficial 
member,  whether  same  be  by  initiation  or  by  card  or  by  transfer . 

Answer — In  my  opinion  the  decision  refers  only  to  admission  by 
initiation,  and  does  not  prohibit  a lodge,  in  proper  case,  from  receiving 
as  a non-beneficial  member  a brother  over  fifty  years  old  by  card 
or  transfer,  provided  your  local  law  grants  the  privilege.  , ^ , 

Dec.  10.  Statement. — At  the  November  session,  1913,  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Indiana,  a proposition  was  presented  which  provided  that  ‘In 
cities  and  towns  where  two  or  more  lodges  exist,  such  lodges  shaU 
organize  a General  Relief  Committee,”  and  provisions  governing  such 
committee  were  a part  of  the  resolution.  This  was  referred  to  the 
Legislative  Committee.  At  the  same  session,  and  on  the  next  and 
second  day  of  said  session,  the  Legislative  Committee  reported  favorably 
to  its  adoption,  the  matter  having  laid  over,  under  the  rules,  to  the 
second  day  for  action.  After  discussion,  and  on  motion,  the  wh^e 
matter  was  referred  to  a Special  Committee  of  Three  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Master,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  May,  1914,  session.  On 
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the  first  day  of  the  May,  1914,  session,  the  Special  Committee  reported 
and  submitted  a proposition  which  provided  that  all  cities  and  towns  in 
the  Jurisdiction  of  Indiana  where  two  or  more  lodges  exist,  such  lodges 
shall  organize  a General  Eelief  Committee,  etc.  This  proposition  was 
laid  over  under  the  rules,  until  next  day.  The  next  day  the  report  was 
taken  up  for  consideration  and  on  motion  was  laid  over  until  1 o’clock  of 
the  same  day.  At  the  stated  time  the  matter  was  taken  up  and  on 
motion  was  postponed  for  further  consideration  until  the  afternoon  of 
the  first  day  of  the  next  communication,  November,  1914.  At  the  time 
set  in  the  November  session,  the  matter  was  again  taken  up  and  the 
Special  Committee  made  the  following  report : 

“ Your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  at  the  November 
session,  1913,  the  subject  of  reporting  on  the  advisability  of  a law 
creating  and  governing  General  Eelief  Committees  in  the  State  of  Indiana, 
recommend  that  the  law  be  amended  to  provide  for  a General  Eelief 
Committee  in  every  city  and  town  in  the  State  of  Indiana  in  which 
there  are  three  or  more  lodges  located,  etc.” 

In  considering  this  report  the  question  was  raised  and  some  contended 
that  action  could  not  be  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge  until  the  matter  had 
again  been  referred  and  reported  on  by  the  Legislative  Conimittee  (the 
regular  committee).  The  chair  ruled  that  the  Special  Committee  to 
whom  the  matter  had  been  referred  was  a Special  Legislative  Com- 
mittee, and  any  action  taken  by  the  lodge  on  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  would  be  binding.  The  report  was  submitted  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  on  motion  adopted. 

Question  1.— Was  the  ruling  of  the  chair,  that  “the  Special  Com- 
mittee to  whom  the  matter  was  referred  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Legislative  Committee  was  a Special  Legislative  Committee  vested  with 
all  the  powers  of  the  regular  Legislative  Committee,”  correct? 

Answer. — No.  It  was  not  a Special  Legislative  Committee,  but  it  was 
vested  with  powers  to  submit  amendments  to  the  report  presented  by 
the  Legislative  Committee. 

Question  2. — It  will  be  noted  that  the  matter  reported  by  the  Legis- 
lative Committee,  and  on  its  recommendation  referred  to  the  Special 
Committee ; provided,  “ that  all  cities  and  towns  where  two  or  more 
lodges  exist,  such  lodges  shall  organize  a General  Eelief  Committee, 
etc.,”  and  when  the  Special  Committee  made  its  report,  which  was  finally 
adopted,  the  proposition  was  changed  by  it  and  said  final  report  reading, 
“that  in  all  cities  and  towns  where  three  or  more  lodges  exist,  etc.,” 
thus  changing  the  number  of  lodges  necessary  to  require  the  organization 
of  a General  Eelief  Committee  in  any  city  or  town  from  two  to  three 
Had  the  Special  Committee  the  right  to  make  said  change,  no  definite 
action  having  been  taken  on  the  proposition  prior  to  the  time  of  its 
final  adoption  and  fixing  the  number  of  lodges  at  three? 

Answer.  The  Special  Committee  had  the  right  to  offer  an  amendment 
providing  that  the  organization  of  General  Eelief  Committees  would 
to  cities  and  towns  having  three  or  more  lodges  therein. 

Question  3. — ^Was  the  law  legally  amended,  and  is  it  now  binding  on 
the  lodges  of  Indiana? 

Answer. — ^Yes. 


Dec.  11.  Section  120  of  our  subordinate  lodge  constitution  reads  as 
follows : 

“The  lodge  shall  not  hold  any  anniversary  or  other  celebration  ball 
or  party,  or  attend  any  public  procession,  lecture  or  other  public  dis- 
play of  the  Order,  where  the  regalia  of  the  Order  may  be  worn,  or  the 
name  of  the  Order  assumed,  without  a dispensation  from  the  Grand 
Master  in  writing.” 

Question. — Just  what  is  meant  by  public  procession?  Has  a Grand 
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Master  the  rie-ht  to  grant  a dispensation  to  a lodge  or 

regalia  in  a parade  of  a local  fair,  the  day  to  be  known  as  Odd  Fellows 

^^^\nswer.—A  Grand  Master  has  the  right  to  grant  a dispensation  to  a 
lod-e  to  wear  the  regalia  of  the  Order  in  a par^e  of  the  lodge  to  a 
local  fair,  on  a day  tS  be  known  as  Odd  Fellows’  Day,  unless  prohibited 
by  local  law, 

Dec.  12.  Your  letter  asking  for  a ruling  as  to  whether  tje  resolution 
introduced  at  the  1912  session  of  the  Sovereign  ^ \ 

found  on  page  774,  of  the  Journal,  providing  that  Grand  Lodges  of 
various  GrLd  Jurisdictions  have  the  power  to  permit  subordinates  to 
set  aside  any  per  cent,  not  to  exceed  10  per  cent,  of  their 
sources,  as  a coMingent  fund,  applies  to  subordinate  X I wdl 

iurisdiction  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  received.  In  reply  I 
say  that  the  resolution  applies  to  subordinate  lodges  under  the  immedi- 
ate jurisdiction  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Dec.  13.  Question.— Kave  I the  authority  as  District  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  to  grant  a dispensation  to  a subordinate  lodge,  a 

encampment,  to  hold  a public  installation  of  officers,  or  does  that 
authority  have  to  come  directly  from  you  as  Grand  Sire.  a 

Answer — ^You  must  get  authority  from  the  Grand  Sire  to  g 
dispensation  to  a subordinate  to  hold  a public  installation  of  officers. 
See  Busbee’s  Digest,  Section  1201. 

Deo.  14.  Statement. — A member  of  Eureka  Lodge,  No.  177,  of  New 
York  City,  is  now  and  has  been  for  a period  of  about  five  j ears  a resident 
of  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  of  this  Jurisdiction,  he  being  unable  to  suppo 
himself  and  family,  and  during  that  period  of  time  has  not  contributed 
any  dues  to  his  lodge.  For  some  time  prior  to  his  a^issmn  into  this 
Home  he  had  been  separated  from  his  wife  and  family.  He  i® 
resident  of  said  Home  and  his  clothing,  etc.,  are  and  have  been  ^nraished 
to  him  by  his  lodge.  Some  weeks  ago  his  wife  died, 

„hat  the  lodge  pay  the  death  benefit  due,  as  provided  by  the  by-laws  of 
said  lodge,  upon  the  death  of  a member  in  good  standing.  I refer  to 
Section  32  of  the  by-laws  of  said  lodge,  which  will  be  found  on  page 
thereof.  The  funds  of  this  lodge  are  obtained  from  weekly  dues  paffi 
oy  its  members,  and  the  members  pay  at  the  rate  18  cents  per  week, 
and  that  subject  will  be  found  on  page  27,  Section  23,  of  the  by-laws  of 
the  lodge.  The  by-laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  our  State  require  that  a 
member  shall  contribute  as  dues  the  sum  of  not  less  than  ^Ij® 
week.  See  Section  3,  Article  IV,  page  54,  laws  and  code  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  also  please  read  Section  10,  af 
Article  IV,  of  constitution  of  subordinate  lodges,  which  will  be  found  on 
pages  58  and  59  of  said  constitution.  The  question  is  as  , 

nomcontributing  member  of  a lodge,  who  is  a resident  of  an  Odd  Fellows 
Home  entitled  to  a death  benefit  on  the  death  of  his  wif  e ^ 

Answer.— Yes,  unless  the  local  law  provides  otherwise. 

Dec.  15.  Question. — A brother  living  in  a city  where  there  are  Jbree 
lodges,  all  meeting  in  the  same  hall,  he  being  a member  of  one  of  tne 
lodges,  said  lodge  meets  on  Friday  night,  said  brother  is  also  a member 
of  a church  choir,  which  meets  for  practice  on  Friday  night,  the  brother 
does  not  change  his  residence  but  wishes  to  transfer  to  another  lodge 
which  meets  on  Thursday  night,  so  as  to  attend  his  lodge,  is  there  any 

law  prohibiting  this  transfer?  . 

“ Answer. — The  Transfer  Law  does  not  apply  to  the  case  stated , 
change  of  membership  in  such  cases  should  be  made  hy  applying  on 
withdrawal  card,  official  certificate  or  visiting  card  as  the  applicant 
may  elect. 
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Dec.  16.  Question. — Would  it  be  legal  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  adopt 
and  enforce  a resolution  for  a funeral  benefit  fund,  independent  of  the 
funeral  benefit  authorized  and  required  by  its  subordinate  lodge  con- 
stitution ; such  funeral  benefit  fund  to  be  managed  and  operated  by  the 
elective  officers  of  a Grand  Lodge ; the  scheme  of  said  funeral  fund  pro- 
viding a death  benefit  to  members  belonging  to  it,  and  such  benefit  to 
be  raised  or  derived  from  assessment  to  be  levied  upon  its  members, 
upon  the  death  of  a member;  its  members  being  Odd  Fellows  in  good 
standing  in  subordinate  lodges  under  the  said  Grand  Lodge,  who  volun- 
tarily join  it? 

Answer. — No.  Such  legislation  would  be  in  violation  of  the  laws  of 
the  Order. 

Dec  17.  Question. — Is  a Past  Grand  of  a subordinate  lodge  eligible 
to  be  elected  Noble  Grand  of  a Rebekah  Lodge,  having  held  no  elective 
office  in  a Rebekah  Lodge? 

Answer. — No.  Unless  it  is  a new  lodge,  and  the  first  Noble  Grand, 
^ee  Rebekah  Code,  Section  12,  Busbee’s  Digest,  page  695. 

Dec.  18.  Statement. — The  Rebekah  Past  Noble  Grands  of  Connecticut 
have,  in  different  cities  and  sections  of  Connecticut,  associations  com- 
posed of  Rebekah  Past  Noble  Grands,  which  they  term  “ Past  Noble 
Grands’  Associations,”  as  “ The  Elm  City  Past  Noble  Grand’  Association,” 
“ The  Katherine  Past  Noble  Grands’  Association,”  etc.  These  associations 
are  inter-related  with  each  other  by  a common  password,  which  is  changed 
each  term  and  which  is  prescribed  respectively  in  turn  by  each  Associa- 
tion. Said  word  covers  all  such  associations  in  the  State.  Said  Associa- 
tions also  have  a secret  sign  and  a degree  or  initiation  of  new  niembers 
and  an  installation  ceremony  for  the  induction  of  their  officers  into  office. 
They  adopt  official  pins  or  emblems  to  wear  which  designate  their  mem- 
bership in  such  associations.  They  restrict  their  membership  to  Past 
Noble  Grands  of  the  Rebekah  Branch  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  they 
■only  take  in  such  Past  Noble  Grands  of  the  Rebekah  Branch  as 
they  desire  to  associate  with,  debarring  the  others  by  use  of  the  ballot 
box  and  the  blackball,  so  that  while  Past  Noble  Grands  only  are  eligible, 
still  even  those  who  are  eligible  have  to  successfully  encounter  a vote 
of  the  members  before  they  can  join.  And  such  associations  have  other 
secret  work. 

Question  1. — Have  such  associations  any  legal  right  to  use  the  name 
“ Past  Noble  Grands’  Association,”  or  the  letters,  “ I.  O.  O.  F.”  either? 

Answer. — ^As  above  constituted,  no.  Past  Noble  Grands  can  organize 
an  association  for  social  purposes,  membership  in  which  must  be  open  to 
all  Past  Noble  Grands. 

Question  2. — To  use  a secret  password? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  3. — To  have  an  initiation  ceremony  or  degree? 

Answer.  No.  These  can  only  be  provided  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge. 

Question  4. — To  have  an  official  installation  ceremony? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  5. — To  restrict  their  membership  to  Rebekah  Past  Noble 
•Grands? 

Answer. — As  constituted,  the  organization  is  illegal  and  cannot  be 
recognized  by  the  Order.  The  restricting  membership  to  members  of 
the^  Order  makes  it  illegal,  as  it  is  an  effort  to  organize  a side  degree, 
which  cannot  be  done  except  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Question  6. — To  employ  or  use  a ballot  box  or  a vote  upon  the  applica- 
tions of  Past  Noble  Grands  who  desire  to  join  and  to  blackball  or  refuse 
admission  to  such  as  they  do  not  desire,  although  qualified  by  rank? 

Answer. — As  the  organization  is  illegal,  this  law  or  rule  is  illegal. 
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Question  7. — To  use  an  official  pin  or  emblem  which  the  members  wear 
to  designate  their  membership  in  such  association  and  which  contains 
letters  or  intials  “ P.  N.  G.,”  etc? 

Answer —The  only  pin  or  emblem  recognized  by  the  Order  are  those 
prepared  and  sold,  or  authorized  to  be  sold  by  the  Sovereign  Grand* 
Lodge? 

Question  8. — To  employ  or  use  any  secret  practices  whatever  of  what- 
ever kind?  ^ r,  • 4. 

Answer — The  Associations  as  constituted  are  illegal,  and  their  acts 

and  practices  are  illegal. 

Dec.  19.  Question. — Is  it  permissible  to  organize  a new  Kebekah 
lodge  without  any  card  members? 

Answer. — ^Ye's,  unless  prohibited  by  local  law.  Busbee’s  Digest,  702,. 
Journal,  1914,  page  589. 

Dec.  20. — One  who  was  elected  and  installed  as  Vice  Grand  of  a Re- 
bekah  Lodge,  and  served  only  one  night  during  the  term,  is  not  eligible 
to  the  office  of  Noble  Grand.  If  she  has  been  elected  and  installed  m 
the  office  of  Noble  Grand,  such  election  was  illegal.  The  office  should  be 
declared  vacant  and  a new  election  held,  and  one  eligible  for  the  position* 
should  be  elected. 

Dec.  21.  Statement. — After  a member  of  the  Order  has  become  sixty 
years  of  age,  and  has  been  a contributing  member  for  twenty-five  con- 
secutive years,  he  or  she  shall  not  be  suspended  by  virtue  of  being  more 
than  one  year  in  arrears  for  non-payment  of  dues,  but  shall  be  retained^ 
as  a non-contributing  member.  Please  advise  me  if  twenty-five  consecu- 
tive years’  membership  might  be  in  two  or  more  lodges,  deducting  neces- 
sary time  for  a withdrawal  card  or  transfer  certificate? 

Answer. — Contributing  member  for  twenty-five  consecutive  years  in- 
cludes the  time  an  unexpired  withdrawal  card,  or  transfer  certificate  in 
life  may  be  held.  Such  membership  may  be  in  two  or  more  lodges,  under' 
the  above  limitations.  See  Sec.  7,  page  18,  J ournal  1903 ; also  Busbee’s- 
Digest.  Section  2685. 

Dec.  22.  Statement. — The  rituals  of  the  subordinate  and  Eebekah 
lodges  provide  that  when  balloting  upon  applications  for  membership- 
or  degrees  it  is  not  permissible  to  exhibit  the  ballot  to  any  member, 
except  to  the  Noble  Grand  and  Vice  Grand. 

Question. — Does  said  provision  make  it  obligatory  to  exhibit  the  ballot 
to  both  Noble  Grand  and  Vice  Grand,  regardless  of  any  legislation  to  the 
contrary  by  local  Grand  Bodies? 

Answer. — The  ballot  must  be  exhibited  to  both  the  Noble  Grand  and- 
the  Vice  Grand  and  no  local  law  that  contravenes  this  is  legal. 

Dec  23.  Question. — Has  a Grand  Master  the  authority  to  grant  a dis- 
pensation to  a subordinate  lodge  to  wear  the  regalia  of  the  Order,  that 
is,  the  collars  and  sashes,  in  a public  parade  at  a county  fair,  or  rather 
a day  called  “Odd  Fellows’  Day,”  as  designated  by  the  program  com- 
mittee of  a fair  association?  The  subordinate  lodge  constitution  pro- 
viding ; 

“No  lodge  shall  hold  any  anniversary  or  other  celebration,  ball  or 
party,  or  attend  any  public  procession,  lecture  or  other  public  display 
where  the  regalia  of  the  Order  is  worn  or  the  name  of  the  Order  assumed, 
without  a dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master,  in  writing ; such  permis- 
sion to  be  predicated  only  upon  the  direct  promise  through  the  officers 
of  the  lodge  seeking  the  permission,  that  no  intoxicating  liquors  of  any 
kind  shall  be  offered  by  them  to  the  members  or  guests  present  on  the- 
occasion.”

Dec.  24.  Statement. — The  subordinate  lodge  constitution  of  the  Juris- 
diction of  Oklahoma  was  approved  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on 
September  21,  1911.  Article  VII,  Section  6,  of  said  constitution  reads : 

. “ The  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  not  be  eligible  to  nor  hold

Ansioer. — The  law  embodied  in  the  Digest. 

DECISIONS  BY  THE  ACTING  GEAND  SIEE. 

lodges  under  the  immediate  jurisdietion  of 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  are  not  entitled  to  representation  in  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (Constitution,  Article  II,).  (Hawaii). 

Dec.  2.  It  is  within  the  powers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  “ to  provide  for 
a certain  minimum  joining  fee  in  cities  of  over  100,(XX),  another  and 
different  minimum  joining  fee  for  cities  of  over  50,000,  and  still  another 
and.  different  minimum  joining  fee  for  all  other  lodges  within  its  Juris- 
diction,” the  subject  being  clearly  within  the  powers  delegated  to  Grand 
Lodges  and  in  nowise  prohibited  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
^overeign  Grand  Lodge.  The  wisdom  of  such  a policy  being  a question 
for  the  Grand  Lodge  is  not  here  considered.  (Ontario). 

Dec.  3.— The  funeral  ceremony  adopted  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  at  the  1912  session,  Journal  1912,  pages  758,  773,  804,  807,  is  ex- 
clusive in  its  requirements.  No  provision  is  made  therein  for  depositing 
a regalia  (denoting  rank  of  deceased)  in  the  coffin  and  burying  same 
with  the  remains,  and  a resolution  by  a Grand  Lodge  requiring  this  to  be 
done  is  void  and  of  no  effect.  (South  Carolina). 

Dec.  4.  A section  of  a Eebekah  Assembly  constitution  reading : 

A Past  Noble  Grand  to  be  eligible  for  election  as  representative,  or 
recommended  as  Deputy  President,  shall  have  been  present  at  a majority 
of  the  regular  lodge  meetings  of  the  preceding  term,  unless  excused  for 
^ckness  or  some  unavoidable  occurrence;  and  provided,  that  a District 
Deputy  President  must  hold  a certiflcate  of  perfection  in  the  secret 
ill  so  far  as  it  attempts  to  add  to  the  qualifl cations  of  members 
of  the  Eebekah  Assembly,  same  being  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  33,  Eebekah  Code.  The  last  clause  of  said  section  is  a proper 
exercise  of  legislative  authority  by  a Eebekah  Assembly  that  has  been 
granted  full  legislative  powers  by  its  Grand  Lodge.  (Oklahoma). 

. , Section  of  the  Eebekah  Assembly  Constitution  quoted  in  de- 

Acting  Grand  Sire  does  not  contravene  any  general  law 

of  the  Order.” 

Dec.  5.^  Section  20,  Article  XVI,  Grand  Lodge  constitution  of  Okla- 
homa provides  that  “Eebekah  Assembly  and  officers  thereof  shall  have 
and  possess  all  of  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  that  it  is  possible  to 
confer  upon  them  by  the  Grand  Lodge  under  the  laws  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.”  Held,  That  the  Eebekah  Assembly,  and  its  officers  have 
the  power  to  issue  defunct  certificate  to  members  of  defunct  Eebekah 
lodges.  (Oklahoma). 
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Dec.  6.— a lady,  who  had  joined  a Rebekah  lodge,  and  ^ 

years  took  a withdrawal  card,  and  thereafter  marries  a non-Odd  JeUp^, 
is,  nevertheless  eligible  to  membership,  by  petition  on  her  expired  with 
drawal  card.  (Vermont). 

Dec.  7.— It  is  not  legal  lor  a subordinate  lodge  to  ^ 

attend  sick  members  and  their  families  and  pay  % J^e  year  ^ of 

the  lands  ol  the  lodge.  However,  a lodge  may  employ  a physician  to 
Ltend  sick  members  in  good  standing,  and  pay 

sum  per  member  per  year,  provided,  same  is  authorized  by  local  law 
(See  1889  Journal  pages  11483,  11728,  11786 : 1896  Journal,  pages  lo003, 
15071,  15087;  1903  Journal,  Report  14,  pages  284,  314). 

Dec.  8.  Statement:— A new  lodge  is  started  at  the  city  ol 
securing  applications  lor  initiates  of  the  new  lodge,  some  ®PP“‘ 

cants  were  nearer  to  another  lodge  than  the  new  lodge  '^hen  it  was 
instituted;  that  is,  they  did  not  reside  in  the  lyris- 

lodge  as  established  alter  institution.  Can  the  lodge  ol  whose  uris 
diction  they  were  after  so  established  claim  the  fees  from  tte  new  lodge 
lor  such  applicants  who  petitioned  lor  membership  in  the  new  lodge 
when  instituted?

p)Ec.  9.— There  is  no  law  authorizing  a joint  public  installation  of  the 
officers  of  a Grand  Lodge  and  the  officers  of  a Rebekah  Assembly , there- 
fore, the  same  is  not  permissible.  (Kansas). 

Dec.  10. — A person  who  is  an  owner  or  a person  who  is  employed  ^ 
clerk  or  cashier  in  a pool  room  which  is  open  to  the  piffilic  and  whic 
operates  pool  tables,  tenpins  and  boxball  alleys  for  a profit  is  ' 

sLily  a professional  gambler  nor  is  he  thereby  ^^^^ered  ineligible  to 
membership  in  the  Order.  It  is  useless  to  here  attempt  to  define  the 
terfii  “ professional  gambler.”  Suffice  it  to  say  that 

and  boxball  alleys  may  be  owned  and  operated  tor  Profit  without  the 
element  of  chance  or  gambling,  and  to  hold  otherwise  would  be  to  place 
an  unnatural,  narrow,  illogical  and  unwarranted 

occupation  and  games.  It  depends  altogether  on  the  manner  m whmh 
the  mofit  accruing  from  the  games  or  occupation  is  derived,  and  how  the 
e-ames  are  conducted.  It  is  a matter  of  common  knowledge  that  such 
lames  more  frequently  ttian  otherwise,  are  clean,  wholesome  sp(^,  and 
the  profit  derived  from  the  use  of  such  instrumentalities  as  may  be  used 
Z may  be  perfectly  legitimate  and  not  subject  to  any 

of  the  elements  of  “ gambling.”  (Tennessee). 

Dec.  11.— Unless  especially  authorized  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  Grand  Encampment  a Grand  Patriarch  has  no  ^thority 
a dispensation  authorizing  semi-annual  terms  for  sulwrdinate  enc^p 
mentf  in  lieu  of  annual  terms  provided  by  the  Grand  Encampment  Con- 
stitution. (Oklahoma). 

Dec.  12.-Where  the  Grand  Lodge  constitution  provides  for  f ection 

of  representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  second  meeting  n g 
June,^ apportionment  based  as  follows:  One  hundred 

resentati^v^e,  above  that  amount,  two  representatives,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  meets  in  October  of  each  year,  the  January  semi-annual  repo  t 
is  the  one  upon  which  the  apportionment  of  Representatives  to  th^ 
Grand  Lodge  shall  be  based,  and  not  the  July  semi-annual  leport.  (Ne 
Mexico) . 
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Dec.  13. — Sec.  56,  of  the  General  Code  of  Laws  for  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Texas,  reads  as  follows : 

“ Every  bona-fide  member  who  shall  be  qualified  as  required  by 
the  By-Laws  shall  in  case  of  sickness  or  disability,  be  entitled 
to  receive  as  weekly  benefits  not  more  than  half  the  amount 
of  yearly  dues  ; provided  further  that  a lodge  having  a produc- 
tive interest  bearing  fund,  consisting  of  moneys  at  interest, 
notes,  bonds  or  real  estate,  or  any  combination  of  same,  which 
shall  produce  an  annual  revenue  actually  earned  and  turned 
annually  into  the  treasury  of  the  lodge,  in  the  sum  of  not  less 
than  $5.00  per  capita,  shall  not  be  confined  to  the  rates  of  dues 
and  benefits  fixed  in  the  foregoing  provision  while  such 
moneys,  notes,  bonds  and  investments  shall  continue  to  pro- 
duce an  annual  revenue  of  $5.00  per  member,  but  no  lodge 
shall  fix  its  dues  at  less  than  $5.00  per  year.” 

A lodge  which  had  been  charging  $10.00  per  year  dues  received  and 
rejected  a resolution  which  sought  to  reduce  its  dues  from  $10.00  to 
$6.00  per  year;  said  rejection  being  based  upon  a report  of  the  By- 
Laws  committee  to  the  effect  that  the  proposed  amendment  was  in 
conflict  with  Section  56,  supra;  the  lodge  had  420  members  and  an 
income  from  investments  of  $9,756.00  per  annum  or  $23.22  per  mem- 
ber; the  lodge  has  a fixed  indebtedness  of  $3,912.00  leaving  a balance 
of  $3,844.00,  and  for  the  past  six  years  has  received  from  dues,  ini- 
tiations, degree  fees,  reinstatements,  etc.,  an  average  income  of  $3,- 
847.00,  while  the  annual  disbursements  out  of  the  fund  during  that 
time  has  been  $3,323.00,  leaving  a net  annual  surplus  of  $504.00,  HELD 
that  said  proposed  amendment  to  reduce  the  By-Laws  was  not  in  con- 
flict with  said  Section  56  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Grand  Lo5g-e  of 
Texas.  (Texas). 

Dec.  14.  A brother  was  afflicted  with  rheumatism  and  was  treated 
with  the  “ new  serum  ” treatment  and  the  physician  in  using  the  same 
gave  the  treatment  too  strong  and  the  brother  had  a nervous  break- 
down and  was  unable  to  work  through  the  month  of  April  and  three 
weeks  in  the  month  of  May,  but  the  last  week  of  May  and  the  first  day 
of  June  he  worked  at  his  usual  vocation,  but  the  nervous  trouble  re- 
turned and  he  was  compelled  to  stop  work  again;  he  was  paid  benefits 
until  the  13th  day  of  July,  when  he  was  declared  not  entitled  to  benefits, 
and  was  stricken  from  the  sick  list  by  virtue  of  Section  4.  of  article 
13,  of  the  subordinate  lodge  constitution  which  reads  as  follows : “ Any 

member  having  been  on  the  sick  list  and  ordered  off  by  the  Noble  Grand 
because  of  having  become  well,,  shall  not  again  be  placed  on  the  sick 
list  within  three  months  after  such  convalescence,  unless  it  be  for  sick- 
ness or  disability  of  a different  nature  than  that  for  which  he  drew 
sick  benefits. 

Answer.— Vndev  the  facts  stated  the  second  illness  was  not  a sick- 
ness or  disability  of  a different  nature  than  that  for  which  the  brother 
had  previously  been  paid  benefits,  and  if  he  had  been  ‘Ordered  off,’ 
the  sick  list  by  the  authority  and  In  the  manner  provided  by  the  Con- 
stitution, Section  4,  Article  13,  quoted  would  prevent  his  being  again 
placed  on  the  sick  list  for  said  second  disability  within  three  months 
thereafter,  but  If  his  name  had  not  been  ‘ordered  off’  the  sick  list  in 
the_  manner  provided  by  law,  until  after  his  illness  in  June,  he  would  be 
entitled  to  sick  benefits  continuously  as  for  one  sickness.” 

® ^ members  of  a Michigan  lodge  and  move  to 

Calitornia.  A conducts  himself  in  a manner  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fel- 
low, and  B and  C desire  to  prefer  charges  against  him.  The  law  of  Mich- 
igan  provides  that  a brother  must  be  tried  in  his  own  Lodge ; that  the 
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trial  committee  shall  be  appointed  at  the  next  regular  meeting  after 
the  charges  have  been  received  and  held  to  be  in  proper  form ; that  the 
accused  shall  be  notified  by  registered  mail  of  said  charps  and  to  be 
present  at  the  next  regular  meeting  to  exercise  his  right  to  challenge 
the  committee  or  any  member  thereof ; that  the  laws  gives  the  accused 
brother  the  right  to  be  present  when  such  committee  is  appointed,  in 
view  of  the  self-evident  fact  that  it  is  a physical  impossibility  for  a 
registered  letter  to  be  delivered  from  a Michigan  lodge  to  a brothp  in 
California,  in  time  for  said  member  to  exercise  his  rights  and  also  ot  the 
almost  prohibitive  provisions  by  which  a brother  could  pfend  himseit 
in  his  home  lodge,  how  can  a brother  under  such  conditions  be  legally 
tried? 


Answer.  The  law_does  not  require  impossibilities.  If  the  letter  can- 
not be  delivered  in  one  week,  a reasonable  time  should  be  allowed  and 
that  not  only  for  the  delivery  of  the  letter,  but  also  for  the  accused 
to  be  present  in  person  or  to  arrange  for  an  attorney  or  rpresptative 
to  challenge  the  committee  or  to  do  any  other  act  thp  he  might  p 
if  present  in  person.  The  evidence  can  be  taken  by  deposition,  ihe 
record  should  affirmatively  show  that  the  letter  of  the  law  has  been 
complied  with  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  comply  with  the  same  and 
where  it  is  impossible  to  comply  strictly  therewith,  reason  and  com- 
mon sense  should  be  employed  to  carry  out  its  manifest  intption  and 
desio-n  If  the  brother  fails  to  appear  after  having  had  due  notice 
that’ is  his  business.  The  lodge  should  not  be  a party  to  any  plan  or 
effort  that  has  for  its  ultimate  result  the  shielding  of  an  ui^orthy 
member  no  more  than  it  should  be  a party  to  any  improper  effort  to 
unlawfully  or  unfairly  convict  without  a fair  hearing.  (Michigan). 


Dec  16  — A member  of  the  Order  as  editor  of  a monthly  journal  alleged 
to  be  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Order,  and  which  carries  upon 
its  title  page  the  name  and  a portion  of  the  Emblems  of  the  Order,  de- 
voted a large  portion  of  each  issue  of  his  paper  throughout  a period  of 
years  to  repeated  attacks  upon  a religious  organization,  in  which  its 
motives  and  practices  were  condemned.  The  paper  had  a large  circulation 
among  the  members  of  the  Order,  and  the  editor  openly  espoused 
the  articles  against  the  religious  body.  Question^  Ha^  -^e  Grand  Sire, 
the  facts  stated  above  being  conceded,  power  to  direct  the  body  paving 
jurisdiction  to  expel  the  editor  of  the  paper,  and  to  discipline  such  body 
for  its  failure  to  obey  his  direction? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec  n.— Statement.  The  constitution  of  subordinate  lodges  provides 
that  at  the  time  of  electing  Kepresentatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
each  lodge  shall  also  elect  a District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  whose  name 
shall  be  presented  to  the  new  Grand  Master  for  confirmation,  ihe 
Grand  Lodge'  Constitution  provides  that  the  Grand  Master  shall  appoint 
a District  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  each  District  (in  this  State  each 
lodge  is  a district),  that  all  District  Deputies  shall  represent  him  and 
act  under  his  instructions,  and  he  may,  for  cause,  remove  any  Deputy 
and  appoint  a successor.  The  Grand  Lodge  constitution  further  provides 
that  each  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  be  representative  of  the 
Grand  Master  within  his  district;  that  among  other  duties  he  is  to  require 
lodo-es  to  have  their  reports  for  the  past  term  made  out  in  duplicate,  by 
the"’ first  meeting  in  the  new  term;  and  “the  moneys  due  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  be  placed  in  his  hands,  or  be  actually  in  transit  to  the  Grand 
Secretary.”  The  following  questions  are  submitted,  based  upon  a case 
where  the  subordinate  lodge  has  elected  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  and  presented  his  name  to  the  new  Grand  Master  for  confirmation,

A code  con- 
taining no  reference  to  onr  previous  laws,  would,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  uncertainty  as  to  meaning  and  differences  in  interpretations  are 
sure  to^  arise,  probably  stimulate  inquiry  into  the  former  state  of  the  law, 
and,  without  a guide  to  the  contents  of  the  Journals,  a digest  would  be 
almost  as  necessary  as  if  no  code  had  been  written. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  are,  on  the  adoption 
of  the  code,  entirely  superseded  as  every  provision  contained  in  them  is 
now  in  the  revised  Constitution  or  in  the  Code. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  to  be  congratulated  that  at  last  our 
Order  may  be  able  to  work  under  a Code  wherein  all  of  our  laws  may 
be  conveniently  found,  and  a Code  that  is  so  complete  and  reliable. 

The  following  sections  in  the  Code  are  new  legislation  or  the  in- 
terpretation of  such  resolutions  or  decisions  as  make  practically  new 
law,  to  wit: 


AMOUNT  OF  WEEKLY  BENEFITS — MAXIMUM. 

Grand  Bodies  or  subordinate  bodies  when  so  authorized  or  in  the 
absence  of  regulations  by  their  Grand  Bodies  shall  have  power  to  pres- 
cribe the  maximum  weekly  benefit  that  shall  be  paid  by  their  subordinates 


AGED  ODD  FELLOW^S  FUND HOW  CHEATED. 

A shall  have  power  to  create,  maintain  and  dispense  an 

Aged  Odd  Fellows’  Fund.  Such  fund  may  be  derived  from  the  assets 
ot  subordinate  lodges,  whose  charters  have  been  surrendered,  fjrom  vol- 
untary  contributions  and  from  such  other  sources  as  are  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  the  Order. 


BENEFICIARIES  OF  AGED  ODD  FELLOWS’  FUND. 

Any  Odd  Fellow  over  fifty  years  of  age  and  in  good  health  who  has 
been  in  continuous  membership  for  twenty-five  years  or  more  and  whose 
subordinate  lodge  has  forfeited  or  surrendered  its  charter  and  effects 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  who  was  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  such 
forfeiture  or  surrender,  may  be  admitted  as  a beneficiary  of  said  fund. 


GRAND  LODGES  MAY  PRESCRIBE  REGULATIONS.

All  fees  dues  and  other  contributions  required  of  such  members  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  payable  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  m which 
membership  may  be  held  and  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Aged  Odd  Fellows’  Fund. 

DUES  TO  SUBORDINATES. 

Subordinate  lodges  may  be  authorized  to  fix  by 
dues  to  be  paid  by  such  members,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  lodge  in 
which  membership  shall  be  held. 

, LODGE  NOT  LIABLE  FOR  PECUNIARY  BENEFITS. 

No  subordinate  lodge  shall  be  liable  to  any  such  member  for  pecuniary 
benefits  of  any  character,  but  such  members  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
attentive  benefits. 

GRAND  LODGES  MAY  FIX  BENEFITS  TO  BE  PAID. 

Grand  Lodges  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the  ainount  of  we^ly 
sick  benefits  that  shall  be  paid  to  such  menabers  out 

Fellows’  Fund,  and  may  allow  funeral  and  widows  and  orphans  benefit? 
from  the  same;  provided,  no  obligations  shall  ^®st  upon  a Grand  Lodg^^^^^ 
pay  the  benefits  prescribed  out  of  any  other  fund,  and  no  Grand  Lodge 
shall  obligate  itself  to  pay  or  provide  for  the  payment  of  such  benefits 
after  said  fund  shall  have  been  exhausted. 

BENEFICIARIES  OF  FUND  TO  BE  UNDER  CARE  OF  LODGE  REPORTS. 

The  benefloiaries  of  the  Aged  Odd  Fellows’  Fund  shall  be  under  the 
care  of  the  lodge  of  which  they  are  members,  and  m case  of  sickness  or 
disability  shall  receive  attention  as  other  menabers  of  the  lodge.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  lodge  to  notify  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
commencement,  duration  and  termination  of 

beneficiary,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  may  be  authorized  to  pay  benefits 
from  the  Aged  Odd  Fellows’  Fund  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Noble  Grand 
and  Secretary  under  the  seal  of  the  lodge. 

PRIVILEGES  OF  SUCH  MEMBERS. 

Aa-ed  members  who  shall  be  received  into  subordinate  lodges  as  here- 
in provided,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  other  members, 
except  that  they  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  or  speak  on  any  question 
which  shall  involve  the  disposition  of  the  funds  or  property  of  the  lod^^e. 

ATTENTIVE  BENEFITS  DEFINED. 

The  term  “ attentive  benefits  ” shall  be  construed  to  include  all  those 
attentions  to  the  needs  and  wants  of  a brother  who  is  sick  or  disabled 
in  body  or  distressed  in  mind  required  by  the  laws  of  the  Order,  and  the 
precepts  of  the  Ritual.  It  shall  include  the  obligation  of  subordinate 
bodies  to  visit  and  wait  on  the  sick,  to  inter  their  deceased  members  with 
the  honors  of  the  Order  and  to  minister  and  give  comfort  to  the  widow 
and  the  orphan.  It  shall  not  include  the  payment  of  any  stipulated  pe- 
cuniary benefit,  either  to  the  brother  himself  or  the  members  of  his 
family,  or  the  payment  of  nurses  or  watchers. 

ATTENTIVE  BENEFITS — TO  WHOM  RENDERED. 

Every  member  of  the  Order  without  regard  to  the  date  of  his  admis- 
sion, arrearages  or  other  circumstances,  so  long  as  he  shall  not  have 
Len  actually  dropped  from  the  roll,  shall  be  ent.tled  to  receive  from  the 
officers  and  members  of  his  lodge  “attentive  benefits  as  defined  in  the 
next  preceding  section. 
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DUTIES  OF  LODGES  TO  SOJOURNING  MEMBERS  WHO  ARE  ENTITLED  TO  BENEFITS 

T,  sojourning’  member  shall  become  entitled  to  benefits,  it 

shall  be  the  duty  of  any  lodge  or  encampment  within  whose  territorial 
jurisdiction  he  may  be,  after  ascertaining  that  he  is  entitled  to  benefits, 
(and  to  the  services  of  a nurse,  should  he  need  one),  to  provide  a nurse 
any  pay  therefor  the  amount  allowed  by  his  own  lodge  or  encampment 
and  to  advance  benefits  to  him  at  the  rate  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  his 
own  lodge  or  encampment,  and  the  lodge  or  encampment  of  which  the 
brother  is  a member  shall  immediately,  upon  proper  statements  of  the 
amount  expended,  reimburse  said  lodge  or  encampment;  provided  that 
no  lodge  or  encampment  shall  be  required  to  advance  more  than  four 
weeks  benefits  or  nurse  hire  unless  reimbursed  by  the  lodge  or  encamn- 
ment  to  which  the  brother  shall  belong.  ^ 


VISITING  CARD EFFECT  OF  SUSPENSION  OR  EXPULSION. 

When  a member  shall  be  in  possession  of  a visiting  card,  and  shall, 
during  the  period  for  which  such  card  was  granted,  be  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled, such  suspension  or  expulsion  shall  work  a forfeiture  of  said  card, 
and  of  all  the  rights  and  privileges  thereunder,  and  the  holder  of  a visiting 
card  who  shall  attempt  to  visit  or  claim  benefits  thereon  after  his  ex- 
pulsion  or  suspension,  even  though  the  suspension  be  for  a shorter  period 

XU  card,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offense  against  the  laws  of 

the  Order. 


EFFECT  OF  SUSPENSION  OF  SUBORDINATE  BODY. 

When  a subordinate  lodge,  encampment  or  Eebekah  Lodge  shall  be 
suspended  or  shall  voluntarily  surrender  its  charter,  all  visiting  cards 
issued  by  it  shall  become  and  be  null  and  void  from  and  after  the  date

SUSPENDED  OR  EXPELLED  MEMBER  OF  LODGE  CANNOT  RECEIVE  VISITING  CARD

not  be  entitled  to  receive  a visiting  card  from  his  encampment  or  Eebekah 
lodge  and  a member  who  shall  be  suspended  for  a definite  period  from 
nis  subordinate  lodge  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  a visiting  card  from 
his  encampment  or  Eebekah  lodge  during  the  period  of  such  suspension, 
although  he  may  be  free  from  all  charges  and  in  good  standing  in  his 
encampment  or  Eebekah  lodge.

The  issuing  of  a transfer  certificate  by  a lodge,  encampment  or  Kebe- 
kah lodge  shall  immediately  sever  the  membership  of  the  person  to  whom 
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the  same  shall  be  issued  from  such  lodge,  encampment  or  Eebekah  lodge ; 
provided,  that  if  the  member  shall  become  sick  or  disabled  so  as  to  be- 
come entitled  to  benefits,  or  shall  die.  or  shall  return  to  reside  within  the 
territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge  granting  the  transfer  certificate  within 
the  period  for  which  dues  have  been  paid  in  advance  and  before  completing 
membership  in  his  new  lodge  or  encampment  by  signing  the  constitution 
thereof,  the  transfer  certificate  so  issued  shall  be  ipso  facto  canceled 
and  the  member  shall  retain  his  beneficial  standing  in  his  old  lodge  or 
encampment  the  same  as  though  no  transfer  certificate  had  been  issued. 

DEFUNCT  CARDS. GRAND  OFFICERS  MAY  REFUSE  CARD. WHEN 

The  officers  of  a Grand  Body  shall  not  be  required  to  issue  the  card 
provided  by  the  next  preeeding  section  if  they  shall  have  knowledge,  or  it 
shall  be  made  to  appear  to  their  satisfaction,  that  the  applicant  for  such 
card  has  been  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  either  prior 
or  subsequent  to  the  date  on  which  the  charter  of  his  lodge,  encamp- 
ment or  Eebekah  lodge  was  surrendered  or  recalled. 

CHARGES  AGAINST  SUCH  MEMBERS HOW  PREFERRED  AND  TRIED. 

The  holder  of  a withdrawal  eard  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  165  of  this  chapter  shall  be  amenable  to  all  the  laws  and 
usages  of  that  Branch  of  the  Order  from  which  the  same  shall  be  issued 
and  any  subordinate  body  of  the  Branch  of  the  Order  issuing  such  card 
shall  have  authority  to  entertain  charges  against  such  member  and  try 
him  upon  such  charges  as  fully  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  he  were 
a member  of  such  subordinate  body. 

SHALL  REPORT  RESULT  OF  TRIAL. 

Any  lodge,  eneampment  or  Eebekah  lodge  in  whieh  charges  shall  be- 
preferred  against  the  holder  of  a withdrawal  eard  issued  as  provided  by 
this  chapter,  shall  report  the  result  of  such  trial  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Seribe  of  the  Grand  Eneampment  having 
jurisdiction  of  such  lodge  or  encampment,  and  the  said  Grand  Secretary 
or  Grand  Scribe  shall  immediately  report  the  same  to  the  Grand  Seere- 
tary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Scribe  of  the  Grand  Encampment  issu- 
1^  such  card  and,  if  the  holder  of  said  card  shall  be  found  guilty  of  any 
offense  against  the  laws,  usages  and  principles  of  the  Order,  the  said  Grand 
Secretary  or  Grand  Scribe  shall  at  once  cancel  said  card. 

WHEN  BOOKS  LOST  OR  DESTROYED. 

When  the  books  and  records  of  a defunct  subordinate  lodge,  encamp- 
ment or  Eebekah  lodge  shall  have  been  lost  or  destroyed,  and  a member 
thereof  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a withdrawal  eard,  dismissal  certi- 
ficate or  defunct  certificate  as  prescribed  by  this  chapter,  the  Grand 
M^ter  and  Grand  Secretary  of  a Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Patriarch 
and  Grand  Scribe  of  a Grand  Encampment  shall  have  authority  to  issue 
manner  as  such  cards  are  required  to  be  issued  when 
t^  books  and  records  are  in  possession  of  such  officers,  but  the  said 
officers  shall  first  require  the  applicant  to  make  satisfactory  proof 
that  he  is  entitled  to  receive  such  card  and  that  such  applicant  is  at  the 
time  worthy  of  the  friendship  and  protection  of  the  brotherhood.  . 

CERTIFICATE  OF  RESIGNATION WHO  ENTITLED  TO  RECEIVE. 

When  one  who  shall  have  severed  his  connection  with  the  Order  by 
resignation  as  authorized  by  law,  shall  apply  to  the  lodge  in 
w ic  Im  formerly  held  membership,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  upon 
payment  of  the  fee  prescribed  by  such  lodge,  a certificate  signed  by  the 
Kecordmg  Secretary  and  under  the  seal  of  the  lodge  showing  his  former 
connection  with  such  lodge  and  his  rank  therein. 
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PAST  grand’s  degree — DEFINITION — WHO  MAY  RECEIVE. 

The  degree  heretofore  known  as  the  Past  Noble  Grand’s  degree  or 
Past  Official  Degree  shall  hereafter  be  designated  as  the  Past  Grands 
Degree,  and  shall  only  be  conferred  as  a reward  for  service  upon  those 
who  have  served  a majority  of  the  naeeting  nights  of  a term  and,  t 
end  of  the  term  as  Noble  Grand  of  a subordinate  lodge.  The  degree 
may  be  conferred  by  such  officer  or  officers  and  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  Grand  Lodge  having  jurisdiction  may  designate. 


NEW  LODGES VACANCIES,  ETC.

Unless  the  Grand  Body  having  Jurisdiction  over  a Distri^ct  deputy 
shall  enact  otherwise,  a District  Deputy  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold 
auy  office  in  bis  own  subordinate  body. 
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.ELIGIBILITY  IN  ENCAMPMENT — MAY  RETAIN  MEMBERSHIP  ONE  YEAR  AFTER 
SURRENDER  OF  CHARTER  OF  SUBORDINATE  LODGE. 

When  the  subordinate  lodge  to  which  any  member  of  an  encampment 
shall  belong  shall  surrender  its  charter,  the  standing  of  such  member  in 
his  encampment  shall  not  be  affected  or  impaired  thereby,  for  a period 
of  one  year  after  such  surrender.  If  at  the  end  of  one  year  he  shall  not 
have  procured  a withdrawal  card  from  the  Grand  Lodge  having  custody 
of  the  charter  and  records  of  such  suspended  lodge  as  provided  by  Sec- 
tion 1,  Chapter  6,  Article  III,  of  these  laws,  and  united  with  another 
subordinate  lodge,  his  membership  in  the  encampment  shall  cease. 


NON -BENEFICIAL  AND  VETERAN  MEMBERS — INITIATION. 

Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  shall  have  power  to  provide 
by  law  that  applicants  over  fifty  years  of  age  may  be  received  into  mem- 
bership as  non-beneficial  members  by  initiation. 


SUSPENSION  FOR  NON-PAYMENT  OF  DUES. 

When  a member  of  a subordinate  lodge,  encampment  or  Bebekah  lodge 
shall  become  in  arrears  to  such  subordinate  lodge,  encampment  or  Eebe- 
kah  lodge  for  an  amount  equal  to  one  year’s  dues,  whether  such  ar- 
rearages  shall  accumulate  as  unpaid  dues,  fines  or  assessments  or  all 
ot  them  combined,  he  may  be  suspended  or  dropped  from  membership 
subordinate  lodge,  encampment  or  Bebekah  lodge;  provided,  he 
shall  have  received  notice  of  such  arrearages  as  provided  by  this  chapter. 

NOTICE. 

No  subordinate  lodge,  encampment  or  Bebekah  lodge  shall  suspend  or 
drop  a member  for  arrearages  as  prescribed  by  the  next  preceding  section, 
until  such  subordinate  lodge,  encampment  or  Bebekah  lodge  shall,  after 
the  arrearages  prescribed  by  said  section  shall  have  accrued,  give  notice 
notice  under  the  seal  of  the  lodge,  encampment  or  Bebekah  lodge  to  such 
Se?efor  arrearages  and  of  his  liability  to  suspension 


JEWELS  WHAT  JEWELS  MAY  BE  WORN  IN  LIEU  OF  REGALIA-

Members  who  are  not  occupying  official  positions  and  who  are  in 
possession  of  and  entitled  to  wear  veteran  jewels,  honorable  veteran 
jewels  Past  Grand  Sire’s,  Past  Grand  Master’s  jewels.  Past  Grand  Pa- 
triarchs jewels.  Past  President’s  jewels  and  Bebekah  veteran  jewels,  may 
wear  the  same  in  lieu  of  the  regalia  except  in  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
+ • prescribed  by  this  code,  purchased  subsequent  to  its  adop- 

in  lieu  of  regalia  unless  procured  through  channels 
of  the  Order  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

PROPERTY SHALL  NOT  LEASE  FOR  SALOON  PURPOSES. 


No  subordinate  body  of  the  Order  shall,  have  power  or  authority  to 
lease  any  of  its  lodge  property  or  property  in  its  control,  directly  or  in- 
directly, to  any  person  or  persons,  or  to  any  corporation,  to  be  used 
as  a saloon  or  other  place  to  dispense  intoxicating  liquors  to  be  drunk  on 
the  premises. 


GRAND  BODIES  MAY  PRESCRIBE  REGULATIONS  FOR  BUILDING  HALLS  AND  OTHER 

BUILDINGS. 

Order  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
require  the  subordinate  bodies  existing  within  their  respective  juris- 
dmtions  to  obtain  the  consent  of  such  Grand  Bodies,  or  such  officer  or 
officers  thereof  as  may  be  designated,  before  acquiring  title  to  or  erecting 
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aiiv  building  to  be  used  as  a hall  for  lodge  purposes;  may  require  such 
subordinate!  to  submit  the  plans  of  such  proposed  bui  dmg,  Probable 
cost  thereof,  and  a statement  of  the  financial  conditions  of  such  sub 
ord^ate  body,  and  may  forbid  such  subordinate  body  trom  entering  into 
any  contract  with  any  other  subordinate  body  or  a lodge  of  any  other 
order  or  any  individual  corporation  or  association  for  acquiring  title  or 
the  construction  of  any  building  to  be  owned  jointly  in  whole  or  in  par^ 
by  such  subordinate  body  and  such  other  lodge,  individual,  corporation  or 
association. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF  SUBORDINATES. 

When  two  or  more  subordinate  bodies  shall  consolidate  during  a 
term  the  officers  of  4he  subordinate  body  or  bodies  surrendermg  their 
charters  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  honors  of  their  respective  offices. 

PENAL  OFFENSES— INDEPENDENT  ORGANIZATIONS  FORBIDDEN—  WHEN. 

No  company  or  association  of  the  members  of  the  Order  shall  be 
formed,  to  be  composed  exclusively  of  Odd  Fellows,  whose  ob3ects  and 
purposes  shall  be  at  variance  with  the  objects,  principles  and  ® 

the  Order,  and  whose  name,  uniform,  regalia,  emblems,  mottoes,  titles  or 
initials  shall  be  the  same,  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  those 

or  any  branch  or  department  thereof,  or  whose  members  shall  required 
to  obligate  themselves  to  prefer  one  another  in  any  maimer 
bers  of  the  Order  who  shall  not  belong  to  such 

ship  in  any  such  organization-  shall  be  a violation  of  the  laws  of  the 
Order. 

GRAND  BODY  TO  GIVE  CONSENT  TO  ISSUANCE  OF  CIRCULARS,  LETTERS  AND  COM- 
MUNICATIONS  EXCEPTION 

No  member  or  members  of  the  Order,  nor  shall  any  subordinate  lodge, 
encampment  or  Rebekah  lodge  issue  or  distribute  or  join  in  or  consent  to 
the  issuance  or  distribution  of  any  resolution,  circular,  memorial,  letter 
or  other  communication,  relative  to  any  matter  concerning  the  Order,  or 
any  member  thereof  or  any  subordinate  or  Grand  Body  thereof, 

Home  or  institution  or  organization  connected  with  the  Order,  without 
first  receiving  the  written  permission  of  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Pa- 
triarch, as  the  case  may  be ; provided,  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  newspapers  published  solely  in  the  interest  ot  the 
Order.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  constitute  an 
offense  against  the  laws  of  the  Order. 

ILLICIT  DEALER  IN  LIQUOR. 

Any  member  of  the  Order  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  penal  la\vs 
of  any  State  or  country  relative  to  the  sale  or  dispositmn  of  mtoxica^ 
ing  liquors,  shall  be  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  expelled  from  the  Order. 

CHARGES  AND  PROCEDURE — SISTER  MAY  PREFER  CHARGES  MANNER. 

When  a sister  of  a Eebekah  lodge  shall  have  information  which  leads 
her  to  believe  that  a member  of  a subordinate  lodge  has  violated  any  of 
the  laws  of  the  Order,  and  she  shall  desire  to  prefer  charges  against 
him,  she  may  do  so  by  preparing  charges  in  the  usual  forin  and  - 

ing  them  to  her  own  Rebekah  lodge.  Such  Rebekah  lodge  shall  forthwith 
forward  to  the  subordinate  lodge  to  which  the  accused  shall  belong,  a cei- 
tified  copy  of  such  charges,  over  the  signature  of  the  Noble  Grand  and 
Secretary,  under  seal,  and  the  subordinate  lodge  to  which  such  charges 
shall  be  sent,  shall,  upon  receipt  thereof,  proceed  to  hear  and  . deter- 
mine the  same  in  like  manner  as  if  such  charges  had  been  preferred  by 
a member  of  its  own  body. 
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TRIAL  PROCEDURE RECORDS  OF  SUBORDINATE  BODIES. 

No  subordinate  body  shall  be  required  to  produce  its  books,  records 
or  private  documents  before  the  trial  committee  of  any  other  subordinate 
body  of  the  Order.  When  any  part  of  such  books,  records^  or  documents 
shall  constitute  pertinent  or  relevant  testimony  before  any  such  trial 
committee,  copies  of  such  portions  as  may  be  relevant,  duly  certified  by 
the  officer  having-  the  custody  thereof,  under  the  seal  of  such  subordinate 
body,  shall  be  received  in  evidence  and  shall  have  like  force  and  effect  as 
the  originals. 

DEATHS. 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE  CLEON  GICQUELAIS. 

The  Grand  Eepresentatives  from  Pennsylvania  presented  an  appro- 
priate memorial  on  the  death  of  Cleon  Gicquelais,  Past  Grand  Patriarch 
and  Grand  Representative  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Pennsylvania, 
which  will  appear  printed  in  full,  in  the  revised  Journal  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  for  1915. 

GRAND  TREASURER  MARK  RICHARDS  MUCKLE. 

The  Grand  Eepresentatives  of  Pennsylvania  presented  an  appropriate 
memorial  on  the  death  of  our  beloved  brother  Mark  Eichards  Muckle,  Past 
Grand  Patriarch  and  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  which 
the  Committee  on  Obituary  requested  might  be  included  in  their  report 
and  will  appear  in  the  revised  Journal  for  1915. 

On  behalf  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania.  Grand  Representative 
Mohr  addressed  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  pending  the  consideration  of 
the  report. 


PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS. 

Resolved,  That  Section  2,  Article  XVI,  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
Constitution  reading  as  follows : 

“ Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  ex- 
cept free,  white  males,  of  good  moral  character,  who  have  arrived  at 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  believe  in  a Supreme  Being,  the 
Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe,  provided  however,  that  in 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  continent  of 
North  America,  in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  es- 
tablished, and  a Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualification 
as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  local  legislation,”  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  “ twenty-one  ” where  it  appears  in 
the  third  line  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
eighteen  ” so  that  said  section  when  so  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

“ Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free,  white  males  of  good  moral  character,  who  have  arrived  at  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  and  who  believe  in  a Supreme  Being,  the  Creator 
and  Preserver  of  the  Universe ; provided,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand, 
and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North  America,  in  which  the 
Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established  and  a Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Lodges,  formed,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  local 
legislation.” 

Amend  Article  I,  Section  3,  Clause  4.  by  adding  the  words,  “ and  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  Jurisdictions  of  Canada,”  after  the  word  “ chartered  ” in 
the  seventh  line  of  said  Clause  4,  the  Clause  when  amendea  to  read : 

“ To  determine  the  qualifications  for  membership  in  the  Order,  pro- 
vided that  no  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Order,  except  freb  white 
males  of  good  moral  character,  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
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one  years,  and  who  believe  in  a Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and  Preserver 
of  the  Universe ; provided  further,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand  and 
other  countries  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America,  in  which  one  or 
more  Grand  Lodges  have  been  chartered,  and  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Juris- 
dictions of  Canada,  the  qualifications  as  to  age,  shall  be  left  to  such  Grand 
Lodges.  No  hotel  keeper  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  saloon 
keeper,  bartender,  or  professional  gambler,  shall  be  eligible  for  member- 
ship in  this  Order.” 


Resolved,  That  Subsection  4,  of  Section  3,  Article  I,  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  be  amended  by  inserting  the  fol- 
lowing after  the;  words  “ Preserver  of  the  Universe,”  to  wit : 

“ And  except  free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who 
arrived  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  who  believe  in  a Suprenm  Being,  the 
Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe,  and  who  are  sons  of  Odd  bellows, 
members  of  this  Order  in  good  standing,  or  who  are  the  sons  o±  de- 
ceased Odd  Fellows,  who.  at  the  time  of  their  death,  were  members  of  thia 
Order  in  good  standing 

so  that  said  subsection  4,  when  so  amended,  will  read : 


“4.  To  determine  the  qualifications  for  membership  in  the  Order; 
provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Order  except  free  white 
males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one- 
years,  and  who  believe  in  a Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and  Preserver  oi 
the  Universe,  and  except  free  white  males  of  good  moral  characte^  who 
have  arrived  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  who  believe  in  a Supreme  Bemg, 
the  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe,  and  who  are  the  sons  o±  Odd 
Fellows,  members  of  this  Order  in  good  standing,  or,  who  are  the  sons  ot 
deceased  Odd  Fellows,  who,  at  the  time  of  their  death,  were  members  of 
this  Order  in  good  standing ; provided  further,  that  in  Australia,  New  Ze^ 
land  and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North  America,  in  whicn 
one  or  more  Grand  Lodges  have  been  chartered,  the  qualifications  as  to 
age  shall  be  left  to  such  Grand  Lodges.  No  hotel  keeper  licensed  to  sell 
intoxicating  liquors,  saloon  keeper,  bar  tender,  or  professional  gambler 
shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this  Order. 

Resolved,  That  Section  I,  of  Article  II,  of  the  Constitution  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  be  amended  by  changing  the  period  at  the  end  ot 
the  Section  to  a comma,  and  after  the  comma  adding  the  following: 
“ And  must  have  received  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Degree,”  so  that  the 
Section  when  amended  shall  read : 


Section  1.  WHO  ARE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND 
LODGE— QUALIFICATIONS.— This  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  com- 
posed of  the  following  members,  to  wit : A Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand 

Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Marshal, 
Grand  Guardian,  Grand  Messenger,  Assist^t  Grand  Secreta^,  and  Grand 
Representatives  from  the  several  Grand  liodges  and  Grand  Encampments, 
working  under  legal  unreclaimed  charters  granted  by  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  together  with  all  Past  Grand  Sires.  Each  member  shall  be  a Past 
Grand  in  good  standing,  and  a member  of  a subordinate  lodge  and  a 
Rebekah  lodge  in  good  standing,  and  must  have  received  the  Royal  Purple 
Degree,  and  be  a member  in  good  standing  of  an  Encampment  in  good 
standing,  and  must  have  received  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Degree. 


Resolved,  That  Section  1,  of  Article  II,  of  the  Constitution  of  this- 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  amended,  by  adding  the  following:  ihe  quali- 

fications of  Grand  Representatives  to  be  certified  by  the  Grand  Secretary, 
Grand  Scribe  and  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  the  State,  Dis- 
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trict  or  Territory  in  which  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  elect- 
ing said  Grand  Kepresentatives,  is  located.”  So  that  the  section  as  amended 
will  read  as  follows  : “ Section  1.  WHO  ARE  MEMBERS  OF  SOVEREIGN 

GRAND  LODGE — Qualifications : This  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
composed  of  the  following  members,  to  wit : A Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Marshal, 
Grand  Guardian.  Grand  Messenger,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand 
Representatives  from  the  several  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments 
working  under  legal  unreclaimed  charters  granted  by  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  together  with  all  Past  Grand  Sires.  Each  member  shall  be 
a Past  Grand  in  good  standing  and  a member  of  a subordinate  lodge  and 
Rebekah  lodge  in  good  standing  and  must  have  received  the  Royal  Purple 
Degree,  and  be  a member  in  good  standing  of  an  Encampment  in  good 
standing.  The  qualifications  of  Grand  Representatives  to  be  certified  by 
the  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Scribe  and  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly 
of  the  State,  District  or  Territory  in  which  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment  electing  said  Grand  Representatives,  is  located.” 

Resolved,  That  Section  1,  of  Article  XII,  which  reads  as  follows : 

“ Section  1 This  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  annually  on  the 
third  Monday  of  September,  at  9 A.  M.,  at  such  place  as  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  shall  from  time  to  time  determine.  It  may  also  meet  on  its 
own  adjournment.  It  may  also  meet  specially  on  the  call  of  the  Grand 
Sire  of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall  cause  three  months’  notice  to  be  given 
to  the  Representatives  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encamp- 
ments, communicating  to  them  the  purpose  for  which  the  special  meeting 
is  called,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  business  be  transacted  at  a special 
meeting  unless  such  notice  has  been  given ; provided,  that  if  it  shall  be 
impracticable,  from  the  prevalence  of  contagious  disease  or  any  other 
cause,  for  the  annual  session  to  be  held  at  the  place  designated,  therefor, 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  at  what  date 
or  place  said  session  shall  be  held,  or  if  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  not 
in  session  when  such  emergency  occurs,  such  power  may  be  exercised  by 
the  Grand  Sire,”  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  “ annually  ” and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “ biennially so  that  when  amended  the 
section  will  read  as  follows : 

“ Section  1.  This  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  biennially,  on  the 
third  Monday  of  September  at  9 A.  M.,  at  such  place  as  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  shall  from  time  to  time  determine.  It  may  also  meet  on  its  own 
adjournment.  It  may  also  meet  specially  on  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire, 
of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall  cause  three  months’  notice  to  be  given  to 
the  Representatives  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encamp- 
ments, communicating  to  them  the  purpose  for  which  the  special  meeting 
is  called,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  business  be  transacted  at  a special 
meeting  unless  such  notice  has  been  given,  provided,  that  if  it  shall  be 
impracticable,  from  the  prevalence  of  contagious  disease  or  any  other 
cause,  for  the  annual  session  to  be  held  at  the  place  designated  therefor, 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  at  what 
date  or  place  said  session  shall  be  held,  or  if  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
be  not  in  session  when  such  emergency  occurs,  such  power  may  be  exer- 
cised by  the  Grand  Sire.” 

BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE,  that  section 
511,  of  chapter  4,  Article  XIII,  of  the  Code  of  Laws,  be  amended  by 
striking  out  in  the  sixth  line  thereof,  the  word  NON-BENEFICIAL  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  BENEFICIAL  so  that  the  section  when 
amended  shall  read  as  follows : 
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“ Section  511.  After  a brother  has  become  sixty  years  of  age,  and 
has  been  a contributing  member  of  a subordinate  lodge  or  encampment 
for  twenty-five  (25)  consecutive  years,  his  name  shall  not  be  dropped  from 
the  roll  by  virtue  of  his  being  more  than  one  year  in  arrears  for  dues  or 
other  charg'cs.  but  he  shall  be  retained  as  a member,  and  as  such  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  of  the  privileges  of  active  members,  and  subordinate  bodies 
shall  not  be  compelled  to  pay  a per  capita  tax  on  such  members.^  Such 
members  may  be  reinstated  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Constitution  and 
laws  for  the  reinstatement  of  dropped  members.” 

Resolved,  That  Section  617,  of  Code  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  I. 

O.  O.  F.,  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  words  “ and  Subordinate,” 
so  that  the  Section  shall  then  read : 

“ At  sessions  of  Grand  and  Subordinate  Bodies,  in  lieu  of  any  re- 
galia hereinbefore  described,  a ribbon  may  be  worn  of  the  color  of  the 
highest  degree  the  member  has  attained,  having  attached  thereto  any  jewel 
which  he  is  entitled  or  required  to  wear. 

LEGISLATION. 

All  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  submitted  at  the  last  session  for  action  this  year  were  not  considered 
as  the  Grand  Sire  ruled  that  they  were  not  germane  to  the  Constitution 
now  in  effect. 

Questions  of  law  arising  out  of  appeal  cases  were  decided  as  follows : 

1.  Charge  must  state  the  facts.  A charge  against  a brother  must 
state  the  facts  alleged  to  constitute  the  offense  with  reasonable  particular- 
ity. Legal  cbncliisions  will  not  suffice. — Thomas  E.  Atkins  vs.  Grand 
Lodge  of  West  Virginia. 

1.  No  evidence  to  support  findings.  In  an  appeal  from  the  action 
of  a subordinate  lodge,  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  when  it  appear  that  there  was  no  specific  evidence  to  sup- 
port the  findings  of  the  subordinate  lodge  that  the  accused  was  guiUy, 
such  action  will  be  reversed. — C.  E.  Helvie  vs.  Manila  Lodge,  No.  1. 

The  officers  and  all  of  the  Past  Grand  Sires  were  constituted  a Com- 
mittee to  prepare  a uniform  and  appropriate  program  of  commemoration 
of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Odd  Fellowship  on 
the  Continent  of  North  America,  to  be  observed  universally  so  far  as  pos- 
sible. 

A Special  Committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  inquire  into  and  report  .

The  cases  were  disposed  of  as 
follows : 

Appeal  No.  1482.  W.  L.  Baumgartner  vs.  Montana  Lodge,  No.  653, 
claim  for  16  weeks  benefits.  Lodge  refuses  to  pay  for  the  reason  that 
the  Brother  was  in  arrears  at  the  time  he  was  reported  sick,  and  that 
the  Brother  failed  to  appeal  within  thirty  days  of  the  notice  given  him  by 
the  Lodge.  See  Art.  7,  Sec.  5,  Subordinate  Lodge  constitution.  A mem- 
ber who  is  over  13  weeks  in  arrears  for  dues  is  not  entitled  to  benefits 
until  he  shall  have  paid  up  in  full  all  dues,  and  assessments  and  fines  that 
have  accrued  up  to  date  of  payment,^  if  the  By-Laws  so  provide,  etc.,  etc. 
Appeal  dismissed  and  the  Lodge  Sustained  for  the  reason  that  the  evi- 
dance  shows  that  the  Brother  was  in  arrears  and  that  he  failed  to 
appeal  within  30  days. 

Appeal  No.  1484.  Alexander  Gans  vs.  General  Steuben  Lodge,  No. 
578,  claim  for  5 weeks  benefits.  Lodge  refuses  to  pay  for  the  reason 
that  the  Brother  was  attending  to  his  business.  Sec.  14.  Page  11,  Penn- 
sylvania Digest : A Brother  who  is  suffering  with  a chronic  compiainr,  but 
is  yet  able  to  go  to  his  place  of  business  and  apparently  able  to  super- 
intend it,  and  to  participate  in  it  to  a degree,  is  prima  facie  not  entitled 
to  benefits  as  a sick  Brother ; but  this  presumption  may  be  rebutted  by 
positive  evidence  that  he  is  incapacitated  to  such  an  extent  as  to  entitle 
him  to  sick  benefits.  Appeal  dismissed  and  the  Lodge  sustained  for  the 
reason  that  the  evidence  shows  that  the  Brother  is  not  entitled. 

Appeal  No.  1478.  Charges : Cornelius  T.  Allen  vs.  Penn  Township 
Lodge.  No.  319.  Said  case  was  first  heard  October  20,  1913,  and  was  referr- 
ed back  to  the  Lodge  for  the  reason  that  the  penalty  of  expulsion  was 
excessive.  Said  case  was  again  heard  January  '8,  1915,  and  again  referred 
back  to  the  Lodge  for  the  reason  that  the  penalty  was  illegal,  viz : sus- 
pension for  three  years.  Said  case  was  again  before  the  Committee 
February  21,  1916,  and  the  verdict  of  the  Lodge  of  suspension  for  two 
years  was  sustained  and  case  dismissed.

Digest  the  appeal  was 
sustained,  and  the  Lodge  ordered  to  pay  the  funeral  benefit. 
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No.  14S5,  Charges:  John  O’Brien  and  Hugh  A.  Gorley  vs.  Fort  Neces- 
sity Lodge,  No.  254.  John  O’Brien  and  Hngh  A.  Gorley  were  charged 
with  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow : (1)  attempting  to  prevent  the 
Lodge  from  getting  new  members,  (2)  conspiring  to  break  up  the  Lodge, 
(3)  violation  of  the  initiatory  degree. 

John  O’Brien  was  expelled  and  Hngh  A.  Gorley  was  suspended  for 
two  years. 

The  Committee  finding  gross  irregularities  in  the  procedure  of  the 
Lodge,  and  in  the  preparation  of  the  charges,  the  appeal  was  sustained, 
and  the  action  of  the  Lodge  reversed  and  directed  the  Lodge  to  reinstate 
the  appellants.

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  for  District,  No.  4,  respectfully  submits 
the  following  report: 

Since  the  submission  of  the  last  reporf  of  the  Committee,  one  meet- 
ing was  held  at  Erie.  Penna.,  at  which  the  case  of  1481,  Philip  Levy  vs. 
Latonia  Lodge,  No.  1018,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  was  considered.  Philip  Levy  was 
the  appellant  from  the  decision  of  the  Lodge,  suspending  him  on  charges. 
The  dispute  involved  in  the  case  was  the  right  of  a Lodge  to  suspend  a 
member  who  by  reason  of  financial  embarrassment  had  failed  to  pay  debts 
to  the  members  of  the  Order.  The  Committee  found  that  the  Law  of 
the  Order  is  that  the  refusal  of  a member  to  pay  a debt  due  another 
member  of  his  Lodge,  does  not  constitute  sufficient  grounds  for  preferring 
charges  against  him,  and  accordingly  the  Committee  sustained  the  appeal 
and  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  Lodge. 

Another  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  at  Warren,  Penna.,  at 
which  the  case  No.  1480,  New  Bethlehem  Lo^ge,  No.  725,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  vs. 
Samuel  Cowan,  was  considered.  Samuel  Cowan  was  the  appellant  from  the 
decision  of  the  Lodge,  on  the  claim  for  benefits  and  charges  which  re- 
sulted in  a denial  of  the  claim  for  benefits  by  the  expulsion  of  the  ap- 
pellant. The  case  involved  the  making  of  fraudulent  representations  as 
to  the  condition  of  health  at  the  time  of  admission  to  the  Lodge  and  the 
trial  of  the  Brother  in  his  absence.  The  Committee  found  the  conduct 
of  the  case  so  confused  as  to  be  unable  to  arrive  at  the  true  facts.  There 
was  gross  irregularity  and  disregard  of  the  Law  of  the  Order,  and  the 
confusion  ensuing  led  the  Committee  to  sustain  the  appeal  and  reverse 
the  judgment  of  the  Lodge  and  refer  the  case  back  for  retrial. 
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A detailed  statement  of  the  cases  together  with  full  transcripts  of 
the  action  of  the  Committee,  will  be  found  in  the  records  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Grand  Secretary.

The  Committee  on  Homes"^nd  Kindred  Charities  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report  which  was  referred  as  per  Resolution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge :

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  I.  0.  0.  F. 

Your  Committee  on  Homes  and  Kindred  Charities  have  visited  all  the 
Homes  in  the  State,  and  have  carefully  inquired  into  the  management  and 
audited  the  books  of  the  four  Orphans’  Homes,  as  required  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  on  our  visitation  from  September  8 to  17.  We  had  the  Grand 
Master  J.  P.  Hale  Jenkins  to  accompany  the  Committee.  We  believe 
it  would  be  a benefit  to  the  Homes  and  the  Order  throughout  the  State,  if 
the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Warden  would  an- 
nually accompany  the  Committee.  . , ^ ^ 

Your  Committee  of  five  have  existed  for  five  years  with  Past  Grand 
Master  Robert  Graham  as  chairman,  and  W.  F.  Dixon  as  secretary.  Dur- 
ing the  five  years  we  lost  by  death  Brothers  Frank  McLean  of  Union  City, 
and  Brother  Past  Grand  Master  Elmer  E.  Craumer,  of  Pittsburgh.  These 
places  were  filled  by  Brothers  John  Mclean,  of  Union  City  and  August 
Loch,  of  Pittsburgh. 
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We  have,  in  addition  to  reporting”  the  Annual  Financial  condition  ot 
condition  of  each  Home,  prepared  a report  for  five  years,  and  ask  your 
careful  study  of  the  same,  that  you  may  know  what  our  great  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows  are  doing  in  this  jurisdiction. 

The  Homes  are  a moral  asset  which  cannot  be  estimated  in  dollars. 
The  profits  from  the  Homes,  in  educating  the  children  so  that  they  may 
become  iiseful  men  and  women,  is  not  only  an  honor  to  the  great  frater- 
,nity  of  Odd  Fellows,  but  to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  Their  usefulness 
is  growing  daily. 

The  Committee  would  also  recommend  that  no  additional  buildings 
be  added  to  any  of  the  Homes,  without  first  complying  with  the  law, 
by  having  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Homes  and  Kindred  Charities 
and  the  Board  of  Grand  Lodge  Officers. 

The  Ben  Avon  Home  is  beautifully  located,  and  the  property  is  kept 
in  good  condition,  with  a board  of  officers  that  are  careful  for  all  com- 
forts of  the  Home. 

The  Meadville  Home  has  secured  a new  Matron,  Miss  Maud  Newman 
who  had  given  good  service  for  several  years  secured  a more  lucrative 
position  in  Pittsburgh.  Her  successor.  Miss  Eager,  appears  in  all*  res- 
pects well  qualified  to  fill  the  position.  They  have  a surplus  of  children, 
which  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  reduce,  and  the  Board,  together  with 
the  new  matron  are  endeavoring-  to  do  this.  The  President,  Brother 
.McCollum,  with  the  other  officers,  are  alive  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
Home,  and  if  they  are  retained  in  their  positions,  will  place  Meadville 
Home  in  a better  condition  in  a few  years. 

The  Sunbury  Home.  Brother  Chubbuck  and  his  wife  always  have 
the  Home;  with  the  169  children  in  good  command  and  are  worthy  to 
be  congratulated  in  the  work  they  are  doing.  The  band  of  boys  and 
orchestra  of  girls,  give  much  entertainment  to  the  Home,  and  develop 
a musical  talent  in  many  of  the  children.  Everything  about  the  Home 
and  farm  is  kept  in  an  attractive  appearance. 

The  Philadelphia  Home  is  one  of  the  most  modern  buildings  in  the 
State,  and  will  require  but  little  expense  for  many  years.  They  have 
accommodations  for  one  hundred  children  in  single  beds,  and  the  Manage- 
ment is  active  for  the  best  interest  of  the  children. 

We  herewith  submit  a tabulated  statement  of  the  financial  reports 
for  the  year  1915,  together  with  a tabulated  statement  covering  the  last 
■five  years. 
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The  Committee  has  refrained  from  making  any  reference  to  the  Homes 
for  Aged  Brothers  and  their  Wives,  as  that  matter  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  a Special  Committee. 

The  appropriation  to  the  four  Homes  from  the  Grand  Lodge  for  19  5, 
amounted  to  $66,195.36,  and  the  Committee  would  recommend  a continuing 
of  the  same  assessment  of  forty  cents  on  each  member.  ^ 

The  Committee  has  many  serious  matters  come  under  their  observa- 
tion, which  must  be  met  in  the  near  future,  but  none  more  serious  than 
the  defective  child,  who  cannot,  through  mental  or  physical  reasons,  be 
admitted  to  the  Orphans’  Homes.  They  cannot  and  should  not  be  housed 
with  normal  orphans,  but  means  should  be  adopted  whereby  such  child 
or  children  copld  be  cared  for.  They  should  not  be  placed  in  pauper 


institutions.  , 

We  would  also  recommend  that  at  least  25,000  copies  of  the  report 
of  the  Committee  be  printed  and  mailed  by  the  Grand  Secretary  with 
other  papers,  to  every  Lodge  in  the  State,  to  be  distributed  to  the  members 
of  the  Order.

Olyphant  Lodge,  No.  581,  of  Olyphant,  in  behalf  of  Brother . 

Relief  granted  in  the  sum  of  $200.  This  was  granted  after  No.  581  and 
h,nother  fraternal  organization  to  which  the  Brother  belonged,  had  raised 
a like  amount. 

The  Committee  in  reaching  its  decision  in  one  of  the  Appeals  before 
it  said  in  part : “ It  is  a duty  imposed  on  a Lodge  to  care  for  its  Brothers, 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  cannot  undertake  to  relieve  a Lodge  of  this  duty. 
It  is  not  the  function  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  furnish  capital  to  Brothers 
to  aid  them  in  setting  up  business.  This  is  a matter  that  should  be 
taken  care  of  by  the  local  Lodge,  as  by  so  doing  the  members  will  have 
a direct  personal  interest  in  the  matter,  and  will  see  that  every  dollar 
so  appropriated  will  be  properly  applied.” 

This  is  earnestly  commended  to  the  Brethren  of  the  Order  as  afford- 
ing food  for  careful  thought.

Your  Committee  on  Correspondence  submits  the  following : 

The  bright  bow  of  promise  shines  with  added  lustre  over  Odd  Fel- 
lowship in  this  country.  There  has  been  a refreshening  of  interest  and 
a budding  forth  of  dormant  energy  everywhere. 

During  the  last  six  months  wide  spread  industrial  prosperity  has 
brought  lodge  acquisitions  where  a large  number  of  prospects  had  been 
nipped  by  the  frost  of  business  depression  a year  ago. 

All  ardent  advocates  of  altruism  will  rejoice  at  this  manifested  flower- 
ing of  fraternity  and  fruitage  of  benevolence. 

Statistics  are  not  yet  available  to  show  the  gains  of  1916,  in  figures, 
but  they  will  certainly  be  gratifying. 

During  the  past  year,  notwithstanding  the  unfavorable  conditions, 
a substantial  gain  was  made  being  a tribute  to  the  loyalty,  interest  and 
activity  of  the  membership.  The  net  increase  in  the  subordinate  member- 
ship was  12,307 ; in  the  Encampment  branch  628 ; in  the  Rebekah  branch, 
11,165;  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch,  175. 

Eleven  Jurisdictions  had  severe  losses;  ranging  from  three  hundred 
to  over  two  thousand.  Of  these,  with  the  single  exception  of  Washington, 
all  are  southern  States.  Georgia  suffered  most  with  a loss  of  2,600  mem- 
bers.

. Eleven  hundred  and  sixty-one  aged  men  and  374  enfeebled  women  en- 
joy a sweet  retreat  from  the  harsh  cares  of  the  world..  1115  boys  and 
1028  girls  find  a sheltering  care  and  safety  from  worldly  snares. 

It  has  cost  over  three-fourths  of  a million  dollars  to  maintain  these 
institutions,  but  is  it  not  money  well  -spent? 

As  a conclusion,  we  congratulate  the  Odd  Fellows’  of  Pennsylvania 
upon  their  active  and  effective  work  in  carrying  out  loyally  the  bene- 
volent principles  of  Odd  Fellowship.

G.  The  final  contests  shall  be  held  at  the  meeting  place  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Five  Judges,  who  shall  be  P.  G.  M.’s  or  Representatives  in  attendance 
at  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  appointed  to  view  the  final  contest.  The 
Lodge  receiving  the  highest  rating  in  the  final  contest  shall  receive  the 
silver  cup  and  a cash  sum  of  $175.  The  Lodge  receiving  the  next  highest 
rating  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $125. 

RULES. 

1.  Entries  must  be  made  by  the  Lodges  desiring  to  compete,  under 
seal,  to  the  Committee  on  Competitive  Degree  Work  on  or  before  November 
15th. 

2.  Staffs  must  be  composed  of  members  of  one  Lodge. 

3.  Staffs  will  not  be  permitted  to  contest  with  less  than  twenty  mem- 
bers. 

4.  Staffs  will  be  given  thirty  days  notice  of  the  time  for  their 
appearance.  Failure  to  appear  at  the  appointed  time  may  debar  the 
tardy  Staff  from  further  participation  in  the  contest. 

5.  The  time  limit  for  the  Degree  shall  be  one  hour. 

6.  Eating  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  100  points  in  the  following 
order : Unwritten  work,  25 ; Delivery  and  impressiveness  of  Charges,  20 ; 
Ritualistic  Work,  25 ; Dramatic  Interpretation,  15 ; Floor  Work.  15. 

7.  Introduction  of  tableaux  and  features  wherein  words  are  not  used 
is  permissible,  but  there  must  be  no  deviation  from  the  language  of 
the  Ritual.

The  Representative  to  the  Orphans’  Home  at  Philadelphia  pre- 
sented the  following  report  which  was  referred  as  per  Resolution  of 
the  Grand  Lodge :

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  I.  0.  0.  F. 

Officers  and  Brothers  : As  your  Representative  to  the  Home  for  Or* 
phans’  of  Odd  Fellows  of  Pennsylvania  located  at  Philadelphia  it  gives  me 
pleasure  to  present  the  following  report : 

At  the  present  time  there  are  65  children  under  our  care.  During  the 
year  14  children  were  admitted  and  12  were  released  to  their  mothers. 

During  the  year  two  of  our  girls  graduated  from  the  Girls’  High 
School  with  high  honors,  one  of  whom,  Viola  Farwell,  being  chosen 
as  the  Valedictorian  of  the  Class.  She  also  won  a scholarship  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  where  she  is  now  pursuing  her  studies.  This 
is  certainly  to  be  commended  and  speaks  well  for  tha  management  of  your 
Home  at  Philadelphia. 

The  children  are  all  making  rapid  progress  in  all  lines  of  educational 
work  as  their  reports  show. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  good,  although  a number  of 
cases  of  measles  occurred  last  month,  but  with  the  attention  shown  by 
our  rnedical  staff  and  also  our  Matron,  Mrs.  L.  A.  Enoch,  it  was  of  short 
duration.  They  are  all  enjoying  good  health  at  present. 
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The  religious  exercises  every  Sunday  afternoon  conducted  by  the 
various  Lodges  in  our  District  still  continue  their  interest,  and  by  this 
means  our  Order  is  brought  in  close  contact  with  what  is  being  done  for 
the  children  of  our  deceased’  Brdthers. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  events  of  the  year  was  the  exercises  con- 
ducted by  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  which  time  an  address  was  delivered  by 
Rev.  W.  Barnes  Lower,  D.  D.,  of  Calvary  Presbyterian  Church  of  AVyucote, 
and  also  one  by  our  Grand  Master  J.  P.  Hale  Jenkins.  One  of  the  pleas- 
ing features  of  these  services  on  Sunday  afternoons  are  the  selections 
rendered  by  the  Orchestra,  who  a*re  making  a name  for  themselves  and  the 
Home. 

The  Junior  Christian  Endeavor  Society  hold  their  meetings  Sunday 
mornings  and  since  its  organization  nine  years  ago,  has  not  missed  hold- 
ing a weekly  meeting.  These  meetings  are  attended  by  a number  of 
outsiders,  who  enjoy  them  very  much.  On  Sunday  evening.  June  27,  1915, 
the  Eighth  Anniversary  of  the  Society  was  celebrated  by  an  elaborate 
exercise,  entitled  “ The  Junior  Jubilee.”  This  exercise  was  written  and 
arranged  by  Brother  George  Hill,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Enoch.  It  was  pre- 
sented by  the  children  in  a manner  satisfactory  to  give  credit  to  the 
Home. 

One  of  the  most  important  events  of  the  year  has  been  the  starting 
of  a Manual  Training  Department.  For  some  time  the  question  has  been 
agitated  and  we  are  glad  to  say  that  the  matter  was  taken  up  by  Henry 
Disston  Lodge,  No.  8,  of  Tacony,  who  have  fitted  up  one  of  the  rooms  in 
the  basement  for  a shop  and  installed  therein  a complete  set  of  work 
benches  and  tools  of  every  description.  An  instructor  has  been  ^engaged 
and  already  the  boys  seem  to  be  very  much  interested  in  the  work.  This 
feature  of  Manual  Training  should  be  encouraged  as  it  will  help  to 
develop  the  boys  for  a future  career  of  usefulness. 

Reunion  Day  was  observed  September  13,  1915,  when  the  members  and 
friends  of  the  Home  came  in  large  numbers  to  renew  old  acquaintances 
and  enjoy  the  festivities  of  the  occasion. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day  friends  of  the  Home  sent  large  donations^of 
fruits,  jellies,  etc.,  and  were  entertained  by  the  children  in  the  even- 
ing in  the  Auditorium  by  singing,  recitations  and  music.  A very  pleasant 
time  was  spent  by  all  who  attended.  n /t 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  two  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  during  the  year;  Mrs.  S.  L.  Martindale  and  Brother  Wm.  J. 
Barstow.  They  were  both  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  duties 
and  were  always  ready  to  do  the  best  they  could  for  the  welfare  of  our

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Tlie  Representative  to  the  Orphans’  Home  at  Meadville,  pre- 
sented the  following  report  which  was  referred  as  per  Resolution  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  : 

Exposition  Park,  Pa.,  May  16,  1916. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  I.  0 0.  F. 

Your  representative  to  the  Odd  Fello-ws’  Orphans’  Home  of  North’west- 
ern  Pennsylvania,  located  at  Meadville..  in  his  several  visits  to  the  Home 
during-  another  year  becomes  more  and  more  impressed  with  the  grand 
work  the  Order  is  accomplishing  in  caring  for  the  orphaned  children  of 
our  deceased  Brothers.  During  each  year  children  having  received  good 
moral  ti'aining  and  an  education,  go  out  from  this  Home  fitted  to  take  up 
life’s  work,  and  others  find  shelter  and  comfort  until  in  more  mature  years 
they  too  may  do  likewise. 

On  my  last  visit  to  the  Home  early  in  April  no  sickness  existed,  and 
with  the  exception  of  a few  cases  of  children’s  diseases,  which  is  common 
in  all  households,  the  health  of  all  during  the  year  has  been  excellent. 

On  February  1,  1916,  Miss  Neuman,  who  for  some  years  has  been 
matron  tendered  her  resignation,  which  was  reluctantly  accepted,  and 
Miss  Aegers  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  new  matron,  being  a 
trained  nurse  as  was  the  former,  the  health  of  the  children  should  be 
safeguarded.  She  comes  to  us  well  recommended  and  we  feel  confident 
will  be  successful. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  have  been  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties,  and  too  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded  them  for  the  time  given 
and  personal  money  expended  to  see  that  the  wards  placed  in  thfeir  care 
may  have  proper  attention.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  many  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Order  have  not  spent  of  their  substance  as  have  the  ’trustees, 
for  if  such  were  the  case,  the  new  buildings  mentioned  in  my  last  report 
would  be  in  course  of  erection,  and  money  enough  in  the  treasury  to  meet 
all  necessary  requirements.  Howevdr,  the  fund  for  a building  to  be  used 
as  boiler  house,  laundry  and  isolation  ward  has  now  reached  sixteen 
thousand  ($16,000.00)  dollars,  and  four  thousand  ($4  000.00)  dollars  more 
is  necessary  before  building  operations  can  proceed.  We  trust  that  be- 
fore another  year  the  fund  may  be  raised,  and  the  building  completed. 

There  were  on  April  1,  1916,  ninety-two  (92)  ehildren  in  the  Home. 
The  lack  of  accommodations  is  now  forcing  us  to  send  our  children  else- 
where. 

The  publication.  The  Pioneer,  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  has  a 
steadily  increasing  circulation,  and  is  fulfilling  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  intended,  namely,  that  the  members  of  the  Order  in  this  District 
might  be  kept  in  closer  touch  with  the  activities  of  the  Home.

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  I.  0 0.  F.  ~ 

Your  representative  to  the  Home  for  Widows  and  Orphans  at  Ben 
Avon  offers  the  following  as  his  report : 

While  there  can  be  much  said  along  lines  of  interest,  it  would 
be  unwise  to  write  what  is  a reiteration  of  former  references.  Only  those 
who  have  been,  or  are  now  interested  and  actively  connected  with  this 
Home  have  a fair  conception  of  the  work  of  the  past  and  what  is  being 
done  to-day. 
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But  we  cannot  rest  with  what  has  been  done.  We  must  look  ahead 
and  try  to  see  future  possibilities  along-  the  lines  we  have  been  pursuing, 
and  as  contingencies  or  emergencies  arise,  be  willing  and  able  to  meet 
them  ably,  promptly  and  efficiently. 

I believe  I can  safely  say  that  only  a small  percentage  of  the  members 
know  what  is  being  done  for  the  children  of  our  deceased  Brothers  under 

the  supervision  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  ^ 

The  girls  and  boys  who  have  had  the  shelter,  care  and  privileges  o 
the  Home  and  have  gone  out  into  the  world  and  those  who  will  go  out 
in  the  future  will  stand  before  the  world  as  monuments  erected  in  the 
name  of  the  Order,  showing  some  of  the  good  the  Order  has  done  in  en- 
deavoring to  carry  out  the  teachings  and  the  lessons  imparted  to  every 
member.  Feeding,  clothing  and  educating  the  orphans  is  the  command  of 
our  laws.  To  do  this  it  is  necessary  to  make  the  proper  provipon  for  it. 

Building.  The  building  is  part  frame  and  very  old,  requiring  repairs 
annually  beyond  its  worth  which  seems  like  a waste  of  money.  We  need 
a new  building,  modern,  substantial  up-to-date,  fire-proof  and  sanitary  in 
all  respects,  to  properly  protect  those  who  are  sheltered  under  its  roo  . 
And  we  are  optomistic  enough  to  have  the  confidence  that  the  members 
the  sixteen  counties  comprising  our  Home  District  will  furnish  the  means 
to  provide  it.  Every  Lodge  has  some  assets.  Some  large,  some  small. 
Brothers  the  greatest  asset  the  Order  has  to-day  is  the  dependent  orph^s. 
They  must  be  as  carefully  looked  after  as  the  assets  of  your  Lodge.  Yes 
more  so,  as  they  will  become  the  future  men  and  women  of  the  country. 
Methinks  I hear  many  favorable  responses  to  this  assertion. 

In  caring  for  the  orphans  we  are  engaged  not  only  in  a fraternal  and 
charitable  work,  but  a human,  Christian,  God-given  work  for  our  unfor- 
tunate fellow  beings.  In  helping  others  we  bring  pleasure  and  happiness 
into  our  lives,  and  then  think  for  a moment  of  the  brightness  and  sunshine 
we  bring  into  the  lives  of  those  we  help.  ^ 

Industrial  Trade  School.  This  ^ has  been  very  useful  and  under 
their  instructor  the  classes  of  boys  make  many  useful  and  ornamental 
articles  that  are  disposed  of,  realizing  sufficient  to  meet  expenses  of  ^is 
branch.  A boy  not  only  learns  to  use  tools  and  something  useful.  , 
it  gives  him  opportunities  to  work  off  some  of  his  surplus  energy.  Keeps 
him  out  of  mischief,  but  above  all  he  is  acquiring  something  useful  to 
himself  in  after  life,  regardless  of  what  business,  profession  or  calling  e 

™'^^Domest?c  Science.  This  embraces  everything  that  a girl  should  le^^^^ 
in  good  housekeeping.  Sewing,  making  and  repairing  all  kinds  of  clothing. 
AHo  everything  along  the  lines  of  preparing  food.  The  serving  of  it, 
waiting  on  the  dining  rooms  and  all  duties  appertaining  to  a thorough 
knowle%e  of  such  work.  To  see  these  girls  at  these  duties  gives  you  a 

knowledg^e^o  School.  Nine  of  the  youngest 

are  in  the  kindergarden,  the  others  in  the  different  grades.  In  scholar- 
ship and  deportment  their  reports  show  high  averages.  Some  of  them 
much  above  %e  average  child  of  the  same  age.  They  are  assisted  and 
helped  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Hayne,  Matron,  and  her  assistant  in  1*e  evenings 
in  their  studies,  which  may  account  for  their  progress  m school. 

Sunday  School,  Church  and  Christian  Endeavor  Society.  Each  is 
a part  of  the  religious  training.  More  attention  given  to  these  than  m 
many  families.  It  is  remarkable.  The  influence  Miss  Mary  E.  Hayne, 
the  Matron  has  over  the  children.  Firm  kindness  wins  their  respect  and 

love.  No  punishment  required.  .. 

Health.  No  sickness  during  the  year.  No  need  of  calling  the  Doctor 
at  any  time.  This  speaks  of  itself  for  the  care  of  the  children  and  loca- 

^'^"*Boys  who  have  gone  out  and  entered  shops  of  manufacturing  plants 
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wlicre  they  are  learning-  trades,  or  in  offices  doing-  clerical  work  are  all 
doing  well  and  making  good.  In  almost  every  instance  they  are  earning 
more  than  needed  to  support  themselves,  and  when  they  are  motherless, 
ha,ve  started  saving  accounts.  In  almost  every  case  there  is  some  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  keeping  a supervision  over  each  one  until  they 
become  of  age. 

Besidents.  During  the  year  nine  girls  and  thirteen  boys  were  admitted. 
Eight  girls  and  seven  boys  were  taken  out  by  mothers,  or  other  relatives, 
or  placed  in  a position  to  earn  a living. 

1 here  are  in  the  Home  now  35  girls  and  50  boys,  and  two  widows ; 
Total  population  of  87. 

We  were  favored  by  the  presence  of  J.  P.  Hale  Jenkins,  Grand  Mas- 
ter; Perry  A.  Shanor,  D.  G.  M. ; Usher  A.  Hall,  Grand  Secretary;  Edward 
W.  Snyder,  Grand  Patriarch;  Elizabeth  McDonald,  President  Eebekah 
Assembly  and  many  other  prominent  members  of  this  and  other  juris- 
dictions during  the  year,  including  Nebraska  and  Oklahoma. 

EVENTS  DUPING  THE  YEAP. 

May  22.  Musical  and  social  entertainment  at  the  Ben  Avon  Schools, 
all  our  children  taking  part  therein. 

July  26.  J.  P.  Hale  Jenkins,  Grand  Master,  accompanied  by  Geo.  F. 
Bainbridge,  P.  G.,  visited  the  Home. 

August  14.  Eighth  District  Picnic  at  Homestead  Park.  This  Associa- 
tion has  reason  to  be  congratulated  in  its  continued  success  in  sociability 
and  attendance,  increasing  every  year.  Months  ahead  the  children  look 
forward  to  the  Homestead  Picnic,  where  they  get  a solid  day  of  ehjoyment, 
including  a splendid  dinner  and  supper  and  free  transportation. 

August  20.  Thomas  Hawkes.  Treasurer  of  the  Philadelphia  Orphanage 
paid  us  a visit  to-day. 

September  9.  Annual  visit  by  the  Committee  on  Homes  and  Kindred 
Charities  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Brothers  Graham,  Dixon,  Hollinger,  Mc- 
Lean and  Loch,  accompanied  by  J.  P.  Hale  Jenkins,  Grana  Master. 

September  30.  A delegation  of  about  fifty  members  from  Bedford 
County  coming  ninety  miles  by  automobile,  visited  the  Home  this  after- 
noon and  spent  a pleasant  hour,  becoming  better  acquainted  with  the 
Home  and  its  work  for  the  children,  and  leaving  many  favorable  expres- 
sions. 

October  17.  Pobert  Gorman,  Secretary  Philadelphia  Orphange,  Mrs. 
Gorman  and  William  Douglass,  Secretary  of  the  Veteran  Odd  Fellows 
Association,  favored  us  with  a delightful  visit  this  afternoon. 

October  19.  Grand  Encampment  meeting  at  Greensburg.  Upon  in- 
vitation all  of  the  children  of  the  Home  arrived  at  Greensburg  by  special 
car,  where  they  were  received  by  the  local  delegation,  marched  to  the  I. 
O.  O.  F.  Hall  and  became  the  guests  of  the  Pebekahs  of  Greensburg,  who 
served  them  with  a bounteous  dinner  of  chicken  and  trimmings.  The  chil- 
dren participated  in  the  parade,  and  Capt.  Holman  with  the  Cadets  gave 
an  exhibition  drill  before  2,000  people  at  the  armory. 

March  31.  A very  enjoyable  entertainment  was  brought  this  evening 
by  Indian  Mound  Lodge,  No.  1117,  and  Carnation  Pebekah  Lodge,  No.  24(1, 
Piano  solos,  recitations,  music  and  songs,  together  with  a most  laughable 
play  entitled  “ Murder  will  out.”  The  children  will  not  very  soon  forget 
Brigdet  and  Dinah  as  laugh  promoters. 

I could  give  a long  list  of  such  visits  and  events,  but  they  would  take 
up  too  much  space,  and  might  not  interest  some  people. 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  April  18th,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Home. 
Nothing  out  of  the  ordinary.  But  the  Pepresentatives  will  keep  on  in 
their  efforts  to  secure  sufficient  funds  for  a new  building. 

In  conclusion,  I must  say  that  the  officers  and  most  members  of  the 
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Board  of  Directors  give  a great  deal  of  their  time  to  the  business  of  the 
Home,  and  they  deserve  much  credit  from  the  members  of  the  Order  for 
the  time  and  interest  given  to  the  care  of  these  little  ones.

Sirs  and  Brothers  : I desire  to  submit  this  Supplemental  Eeport  in 
justice  to  all  parties  interested,  as  the  subject  was  not  referred  to,  in  my 
original  Eeport. 

Complaint  of  Peters  Creek  Lodge,  No.  248,  I.  O.  0.  F. 

A short  time  prior  to  the  last  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  (1915)  the 
Secretary  of  the  Ben  Avon  Home  received  a request  from  Peters  Creek 
Lodge,  No.  248,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  for  blanks  to  secure  admission  to  the  Home  of 
the  children  of  an  insane  father. 

The  Secretary  referred  this  request  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Homes  and  Kindred  Charities,  who  answered  that  “ under  no  circum- 
stances could  these  children  be  admitted  to  the  Home,”  and  on  this  au- 
thority the  Secretary  so  advised  Peters  Creek  Lodge,  The  case  was  never 
presented  to  the  Directors.  (See  pp.  628,  629,  689,  692,  Journal,  1915.) 

Following  the  complaint  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  necessary  blanks 
were  forwarded  to  Peters  Creek  Lodge.  Applications  for  admission  to  the 
Home  of  three  children  were  received.  One  child,  being  afflicted  with 
epilepsy,  was  refused;  the  other  two  were  favorably  passed  upon  tor 

acceptoc^^^^^^  children  unless  the  afflicted 

child  was  also  accepted.  ^ ^ ^ i 

Then  the  case  rested.  The  management  did  its  whole  duty,  and  we 
can  realize  that  the  mentally  afflicted  cannot  be  properly  cared  for  in 
the  Home,  nor  should  this  be  anticipated  by  either  parent  or  Lodge. 

You  will  see  that  when  the  subject  was  properly  brought  before  the 
Directors  of  the  Home,  in  accordance  with  the  Eecommendation  ot  the 
Committee  on  Homes  and  Kindred  Charities,  and  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  the  Home  did  its  part. 

The  mother’s  action  has  deprived  the  two  who  could  be  cared  tor  by 
the  Home  of  its  sheltering  care,  if  they  really  need  it.

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  I.  0 0.  F. 

Officers  and  Brothers:  As  your  Eepresentative  to  the  Odd  Fellow^ 
Orphans’  Home  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  located  at  rl  ed 

to  report  to  you  that  the  splendid  report  which  year  after  year  has  marked 
the  record  of  this  institution  and  made  it  a model  among  homes  ^orihe 
care  and  education  of  orphan  children,  continues  with  the  ^me  unfla  - 
ging  interest,  a magnificent  evidence  that  the  care  of  orphan  as  ^ 
ifested  here  is  our  Order’s  boldest  challenge  to  the  world  that  Odd  Fellow- 
ship in  Pennsylvania  heeds  the  words  of  the  Master,  ‘ Suffer  little  ohddren 
to  come  unto  me  and  forbid  them  not,  for  of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven.” 
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At  this  Home  a few  minutes  ride  by  railroad  from  Simbury,  nature 
could  not  be  more  generous  than  she  was  in  planning  a beautiful  land- 
scape— combining  a hillside  slope  with  gently  rolling  fields  down  to  the 
railroad  tracks  which  pass  through  the  farm  property,  and  over  the  broad 
and  fertile  meadows  to  the  Shamokin  Creek,  on  the  south,  with  a range 
of  the  Blue  Mountains  farther  on  to  add  grandeur  to  the  vista  which 
everywhere  spreads  itself  in  glorious  beauty.  In  the  midst  of  this  sets 
the  fine  buildings  of  the  Sunbury  Home,  gems  in  the  crown  of  a brother- 
hood whose  central  link  is  Love.. 

Bounding  out  the  twentieth  year  of  its  existence,  our  Sunbury  Home 
can  look  back  with  pleasure  to  the  spirit  of  pluck  evidenced  in  its  humble 
beginning  which  involved  a debt  of  five  thousand  dollars  to  start  with ; 
bring  the  years  of  the  past  to  the  present  and  realize  it  has  made  progress 
of  the  most  substantial  character,  so  that  to-day  its  buildings  and  farm 
property  reach  a value  of  more  than  $106,000,  all  fully  paid.  • While  all 
this  has  been  in  the  work  of  accomplishment,  there  has  been  each  year  fol- 
lowing an  increase  in  the  expense  of  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Home, 
and  our  family  of  little  ones  which  twenty  years  ago  numbered  a dozen 
as  this  work  was  begun,  is  now  170,  making  a community  of  children  of 
which  none  happier  and  healthier  will  be  found  in  any  similar  community. 
Conservative  as  has  been  the  development  of  this  Institution,  from  the  old 
farmhouse  which  became  the  first  Home  of  the  children,  ana  tnose  in 
charge,  now  our  Nursery  Department,  so  developed  as  to  provide  for  thirty- 
six  of  the  smaller  children  and  attendants,  we  have  built  many  other 
buildings.  First  of  these  is  the  substantial  three-story  administration 
building  with  two-story  dormitory  extensions.  High  basemepts  afi’ord 
dining  room  and  kitchen,  laundry  and  wash  rooms,  locker  and  indoor 
recreation  rooms,  and  other  conveniences  for  caring  for  130  of  the  large^ 
boys  and  girls,  the  superintendent’s  apartments  and  the  rooms  of  teachei^ 
and  other  necessary  attendants.  Despite  this  there  has  come  the  can  for 
additional  room  if  the  greatest  of  all  our  charities  is  to  reach  a broader 
realization,  for  in  whatever  we  are  able  to  do  in  caring  for  and  educating 
the  orphan  we  lend  a proportionate  aid  to  the  mother  who  in  the  bereave- 
ment she  has  sustained  in  the  loss  of  husband  and  father  is  too  often 
alas  illy  able  to  do  for  her  little  ones.  To  meet  this  increased  need  the 
Property  Committee  after  due  consideration  of  the  question,  and  attention 
to  plans  already  prepared  by  Superintendent  E.  E.  Chubbuck,  recommended 
to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  January  last  the  erpc- 
tion  of  additional  three-story  wings  to  the  main  building,  one  on  the  north- 
west corner,  the  other  on  the  southeast  corner,  the  total  cost  to  be  approx- 
imately $15,000.  This  recommendation  was  unanimously  approved  by  the 
directors,  subject,  however,  to  the  final  action  of  the  Eepresentatives  to 
the  Home  at  their  coming  meeting  in  July  next.  It  is  not  to  be  anticipat- 
ed what  their  action  will  be,  but  there  is  an  expectant  hope  that  they  will 
realize  the  importance  of  the  need,  give  it  their  authority  and  that  before 
another  winter  comes,  the  additional  wings  of  the  Home  will  be  ready  for 
use. 

There  is  as  yet  no  organized  system  at  the  Home  for  the  manual 
training  of  the  children,  excepting  that  which  comes  in  domestic  science 
for  the  girls  through  the  kitchen  and  the  sewing  room,  and  for  the  boys 
in  agriculture  and  horticulture  as  the  farm  work  develops,  and  in  the 
bakeshop.  True  all  cannot  be  farmers,  nor  can  all  be  developed  as 
bakers,  but  there  are  some  to  whom  this  work  fits  nicely.  The  black- 
smith shop  and  the  carpentry  work  of  the  Home  make  of  some  of  the  older 
boys  “ handy  men  ” around  the  place,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  the  keen 
interest  of  these  in  work  of  this  nature.  With  proper  instruction  they 
are  sure  of  becoming  an  important  part  in  the  economics  of  the  Home, 
saving  many  runs  to  Sunbury  for  repairs  to  the  wagons  and  small  imple- 
ments used  in  the  farm  work. 
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]a  the  basement  o(  the  splendicl  ?“hool  >uildmg  are  unused  roo  ^ 
which  can  be  adapted  for  manual  training  purposes,

knowledge  of  tke  power  of  the  press  and  undoubtedly  develop  their  abil  ty 
to  write  upon  topics  coming  under  their  observation.  ^ 

The  school  building  amply  meets  present  requirements. 
of  teachers,  thoroughly  earnest  in  their  work  in  ^^st  pleasant  environ 
ment,  are  getting  the  very  best  there  is  in  the  children  out  of  them.

Homei  gets  keen  satisfaction  out  of  the  progress  of  our  school  which  he 
places  at  the  very  forefront  of  the  township  schools  under  his  supervision 
The  new  and  capacious  barn,  viewed  from  railway  or  highway,  is  the 
admiration  of  all,  and  many  interested  in  barn  construction  ^^rvel  at  ^s 
completeness,  and  wonder  how  it  was  ever  erected  for  less  than 
But  this  was  lust  possible  under  the  economical  supervision  of  buper in- 
dent Chubbuck,  as  was  the  fine  school  building  erected  at  a cost  far  ^Mow 
the  estimates  of  nearby  contractors,  and  which  system  will  also  be  ette  - 
tively  carried  out  in  the  proposed  additions  to  the  mam  building.  ^ 

The  new  garage  building  of  brick  and  concrete,  which  alsp  furnishes 
a gymnasium  and  a band  practice  room,  will  be 

mSnth.  It  will  prove  an  asset  to  the  Home’s  equipment  not  be  measur 
ed  in  mere  dollars  and  cents.  Its  cost  is  approximately  $H000,  the  work 
of  construction  having  been  aided  largely  by  boys  of  the  Home,  some  of 
whom  will  develop  as  stone  masons  and  bricklayers  if  much  building, 

contmued  current  year,  fifteen  fine  grade  cows  have  been 

added  to  the  farm  stock,  making  a total  herd  of  twenty-seven  cows,  the 
productive  value  of  which  can  be  best  appreciated  m the  mcreased  milk 
Lpply  for  the  use  of  the  children.  Under  conditions  similar  to  those  of 
1915,  the  value  of  the  milk  should  reach  an  excess  of  $2,000,  basing  it  at 
three  cents  a quart,  usually  close  to  the  cost  value  of  the  milk  in  that 
part  of  the  State,  while  the  retail  value  is  seldom  less  than  six  cents.  Our 
farms  total  nearly  three  hundred  acres,  tnvo-thirds  of  this  being  fast 
developed  as  superb  farmland.  The  total  value  of  the  products  last  year 
was  $.5,455.59,  the  prices  placed  at  figures  less  than  the  real  market  value. 
The  live  stock  and  poultry  on  the  farm  at  present  has  estimated  value  of 
$5000,  under  the  care  of  an  attendant  who  thoroughly  understands  his 
work.  During  this  year  it  is  planned  to  add  very  largely  to  the  number 
of  poultry,  several  of  the  older  boys  and  girls  being  interested  in  their 
care  as  an  educational  advantage  which  may  aid  them  in  future  lite 

The  general  health  of  the  Home  the  past  year  has  been  remarkable, 
despite  many  cases  of  severe  colds  and  grip  in  the 

One  death  occurred  in  the  Home  during  the  year-thaf  of  Marlin  M oodling 
whose  home  was  in  Shamokin.  He  was  nearly  seventeen  years  ol^  a bi  ight 
promising  youth,  foremost  in  his  studies,  an  honor  student.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Flome  Band,  and  his  already  developed  musical  attainments 
gave  promise  o£  a most  useful  career.  Pneumonia,  developed  from  a cold 
with  which  he  was  afflicted  the  day  of  the  director’s  meeting.  January  12, 
but  which  he  refrained  complaining  of,  because  it  might  have  prevented 
his  appearing  with  the  Band  that  day,  caused  his  death  within  a week  s 
time.  His  death  was  keenly  felt  in  the  Home  circle ; the  example  of  his 
beautiful  life  is  a pleasant  memory  to  those  from  whom  our  Heavenly 
Father,  who  doeth  all  things  well,  called  him. 
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There  are  three  other  features  in  the  Smibury  Home  to  which  I must 
direct  your  attention  before  closing-  this  report,  because  of  tlieir  develop- 
ment and  their  value.  These  are  our  boy’s  Band  of  twenty-seven  pieces, 
\inder  the  efficient  direction  of  Brother  William  H.  Calhoun,  of  North- 
umberland Lodge,  No,  106,  a bandmaster  of  renown  in  Pennsylvania  ; an 
orchestra  of  twenty  pieces,  comprised  of  boys  and  girls,  also  under  the 
supervision  of  Brother  Calhoun,  who,  however,  makes  no  pretensions  to 
being  an  orchestra  leader,  but  who  has  done  amazingly  well  in  training 
the  crude  material  at  his  command  in  the  delightful  harmony  of  music, 
as  was  amply  evidenced  at  the  directors’  meeting,  when  they  made  their 
first  appearance.  The  band  has  been  in  existence  a year  and  a half,  and 
IS  in  demand  for  all  public  occasions  throughout  the  central  Pennsylvania 
District,  winning  the  heartiest  applause  everywhere.  The  same  measure  ot 
success  is  assured  the  orchestra.  The  third  feature  is  the  Moving  Pic- 
tures of  the  Home.  These  are  up  to  the  minute  evidences  of  the  Home 
life  and  its  pleasures.  They  have  been  seen  in  many  cities  and  towns  in 
the  central  counties  of  the  State  to  the  edification  of  many  hundreds  of 
people  who  from  them  have  had  a 'Splendid  illustration  of  what  this  par- 
ticular Orphans’  Home  is  accomplishing  in  humanity’s  cause. 

The  original  cost  of  these  pictures  has  been  more  than  realized,  but 
now  they  will  be  able  to  add  to  the  Home’s  revenues,  for  many  towns  are 
clamoring  for  them. 

A feature  planned  for  the  Home  this  year  is  the  observance  of  the 
twentieth  anniversary  jDf  its  founding,  the  celebration  to  be  held  on  Labor 
Day.  Monday,  September  4th.  The  Committee  arranging  this  comprises 
Dr.  W.  H.  J.  Holman,  Chairrrfan;  Fred  C.  Hanyen,  Grand  Treasurer;  Kobt. 
Davis,  Roy  D.  Beman,  and  J.  W.  Mans,  with  several  sub-committees  aiding 
In  fnrthering  the  plans.  It  is  expected  to  have  an  anniversary  celebra- 
tion which  will  add  further  testimony  to  the  work  Pennsylvania  Odd 
Fellowship  is  doing  in  caring  for  the  orphan  children  of  Brothers  who 
have  been  called  from  them. 

I cannot  close  without  special  reference  to  the  splendid  management 
of  the  Snnbury  Home,  as  shown  in  the  untiring  work  of  Brother  J.  W. 
Stroh,  President  of  the  Central  Pennsylvania  Association,  who  makes  it 
frequent  visits  from  his  home  in  Sunbury ; to  the  very  zealous  Board  of 
Directors  who  guard  its  every  interest  in  an  able  and  business-like  manner 
and  last  but  not  least  to  Brother  E.  E.  Chubbuck.  the  Superintendent,  and 
his  very  estimable  and  helpful  wife  who  as  matron  directs  her  part  of  the 
Homme’s  work  with  abundant  evidence  that  she  is  a woman  with  a real 
mother’s  heart,  and  a love  for  children  in  her  keeping  that  is  doing  much 
in  moulding  their  lives  into  paths  which  lead  to  joy  and  happiness.  What 
a blessing  that  God  has  directed  Brother  and  Sister  Chubbuck  to  the 
work  at  Sunbury  Home ; may  they  be  long  spared  for  the  work  for  which 
the  sunshine  of  their  hearts  and  the  warmth  of  their  love  is  so  beautifully 


I have  made  frequent  visits  to  the  Home  at  Sunbury,  and  have  a 
thorough  appreciation  of  the  great  work  it  is  doing,  always  experienc- 
ing  an  added  thrill  of  pleasure  when  something  new  in  its  progressive 
work  shows  Itself.  As  your  official  visitor  to  the  Home,  I desire  to  ex- 
press my  heartfelt  appreciation  of  the  honor.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  report  is  one  of 
vital  importance— not  only  to  every  Lodge  in  our  Jurisdiction— but  to 
every  individual  miember  as  well;,  we  invite  the  earnest,  thoughtful  consider^ 
ation  of  every  Eepresentative  to  what  your  Committee  herewith  offers  In 
conference  with  the  officers  and  representatives  of  the  two  Homes  in 
our  Jurisdiction  located  at  Philadelphia  and  Grove  City,  we  have  studied 
the  question  in  all  its  bearings.  We  are  persuaded  that  the  plan  embodied 
in  the  recommendations  herewith  submitted  offers  the  most  desirable  and 
feasible  method  for  this  Grand  Lodge, — the  strongest  in  the  world  of 
Odd  Fellowship— to  assume  the  full  measure  of  its  duty,  so  long  deferred 
to  our  aged  and  dependent  Brothers.  ’ 

As  to  the  question  of  this  Grand  Lodge  establishing  a Home  for  the 
apd  brother  and  his  wife,  separate  and  independent  of  the  two  Homes 
already  established,  your  Committee  has  every  reason  to  doubt  the  de- 
sirability or  feasibility  of  such  a proposition  under  existing  circumstances 
and  conditions  that  obtain  in  our  Jurisdiction  at  the  present  time.  The 
duty  of  establishing  Homes  for  the  care  of  our  aged  and  dependent 
Brothers  is  one  that  primarily  belongs  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  may 
be  said,  without  harsh  criticism,  that  this  Grand  Lodge  has  not,  in  past 
years,  measured  up  to  its  responsibility  in  the  line  of  this  necessary  and 
important  duty.  It  is  only  during  the  past  two  or  three  years  that  the 
awakening  has  come.  In  granting  permission  for  the  establishment  of 
the  two  homes  now  in  our  Jurisdiction  for  the  care  of  our  aged  Brothers 
this  Grand  Lodge  graciously  assigned  to  the  Lodges  entering  these  two 
Home  corporations  a duty  and  a responsibility  that  belonged  to  itself. 
Hence  we  stand  to-day  in  our  boasted  strength,  as  the  .greatest  Juris-

diction  in  the  world,  and  face  the  spectable  of  havin«r  approximately  tliirty 
per  cent,  of  our  membership  protected  by  Homes  for  the  care  of  our 
aued  and  indigent  Jirother,  while  the  other  seventy  per  cent,  are  without 
such  protection.  This  is  not  Fraternity— it  does  not'  reflect  the  spirit 
of  Brotherly  Love— it  is  not  Odd  Fellowship. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  among  the  Brethren  throughout  the  Juris- 
diction is  that  it  is  high  time  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  take  up  this  neces- 
sary and  all-important  work  in  providing  Homes  for  our  aged  brother  auid 
his  wife.  The  question  is  how  shall  we  best  proceed  to  carry  out  this 
beneficent  purpose.  The  good  Brothers  and  the  Lodges  that  have  pioneer- 
ed this  work  by  establishing  the  two  Homes  in  our  Jurisdiction,  have 
blazed  the  way  'for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  take  hold  of  the  work  and  en- 
large and  perpetuate  it:  They  have  done  a noble  work  in  providing  these 

blessed  asylums  from  the  storms  of  life  for  their  aged  and  dependent 
Brothers,  and  they  are  worthy  of  the  highest  commendation.  Being  the 
offspring  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  they  are  a credit  to  the  parent  body.  ere 
this  Grand  Lodge  to  establish  another  Home  independent  of  the  two 
already  established,  such  a course  would  be  unfair,  to  say  the  least,  to 
the  Lodges  that  established  the  two  Homes  now  in  our  Jurisdiction,  for 
they  would  be  compelled  by  the  enactment  of  such  legislation,  to  con- 
tribute towards  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  such  additional 

^°™If  the  attitude  of  the  two  Home  corporations  to-day  were  unfriendly 
or  antagonistic  toward  their  Brethren,  if  their  terms  of  admission  to 
Lodge  membership  were  exhorbitant,  then  your  Committee  would  recom- 
mend the  establishment  of  another  Home.

lo  sum  np  the  whole  cpiestion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  providing  Homes 
for  onr  aged  brothers,  the  conditions  and  circumstances  as  they  exist 
to-day,  as  atfecting  the  proposition,  and  how  these  conditions  can  best  be 
met,  and  the  desired  object  accomplished,  the  matter  resolves  itself  into 
these  two  simple  questions  : 

bhould  this  Grand  Lodge  perform  this  work?  To  this  question  there 
can  be  but  one  answer — Yes. 

How  can  it  best  be  done?  There  are  only  two  methods  by  which 
the  work  can  be  accomplished,  namely  : 

First  Levy  a per  capita  tax  on  the  entire  membership  in  such  sum 
that  in  the  aggregate  will  be  sufficient  to  purchase  ground  and  erect 
suitable  Home  buildings.  This  course  embodies  two  propositions;  either 
a heavy  financial  burden  must  be  suddenly  placed  upon  the  Lodges;  or 
else  the  burden  made  light  and  await  through  a period  of  years  before 
the  desired  object  can  be  accomplished.  The  main  objection  to  this  plan 
is  that  it  would  place  an  extra  and  unjust  burden  upon  the  Lodges  that 
have  already  established  two  Homes  in  our  Jurisdiction. 

Second  The  two  Homes  already  in  our  Jurisdiction  can  oe  made 
available  at  once  by  levying  a.  moderate  entrance  fee  on  easy  terms,  on 
those  Lodges  that  have  not  purchased  a membership  in  the  Homes. 

Of  course,  either  plan  necessarily  carries  with  it  a small  per  capita 
tax  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Homes. 

Therefore,  Grand  Master  and  Brother  Eepresentatives,  after  due 
consideration  of  all  the  facts,  circumstances  and  conditions  as  they  exist 
m our  Jurisdiction  to-day,  as  pertaining  to  the  question  of  Hdmes  for 
our  indigent  aged  brothers,  your  Committee  is  persuaded  that  it  is  high 
time,  and  the  golden  opportunity  now  presents  itself  for  this  greatest 
Jurisdiction  in  the  world  of  Odd  Fellowship  to  perform  its  whole  duty 
to  our  aged  brother  and  his  wife.  That  this  duty  can  be  performed  with- 
out any  financial  hardship  being  imposed  on  the  Lodges  or  individual  mem- 
bers, we  fully  believe. 

The  way  is  clear  to  enact  the  necessary  legislation  at  the  present 
session  to  open  the  Homes  to  the  entire  Jurisdiction,  notwithstanding  the 
provision  of  Article  XIV,  of  this  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  in  reference 
to  amendments  thereto,  the  proviso  in  Article  XIV,  Section  3,  clearing  the 
way  for  immediate  legislation.  To  make  our  position  clear  to  all  on  this 
point,  we  beg  to  quote  a Eesolution  offered  by  Grand  Eepresentative 
Henry  Steuernagel  of  Pennsylvania,  at  the  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  1894,  as  may  be  found  in  Journal  of  Proceedings,  page  14,180, 
and  adopted  at  that  session,  as  f ollows : 

Resolved,  T\i^t  it  shall  be  lawful  for  State  Grand  Bodies 
whose  Constitutions  are  unalterable  for  a period  of  time,  to 
so  amend  their  Constitutions  as  will  provide  for  the  levy  of  a' per 
capita  tax  upon  the  members  of  the  Jurisdiction  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  and  maintaining  Homes  for  Aged  and  Indigent 
Odd  Fellows  and  widows  of  the  deceased  members  of  the  Order, 
and  Homes  for  the  care,  protection,  and  education  of  orphans  of 
deceased  Odd  Fellows.” 


A per  capita  tax  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  cents,  and  not 
exceeding  forty  cents,  shall  be  levied  on  each  member  of  the 
Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  each  year,  the  amount  to  be  collected 
by  the  Lodge  and  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary  in  two  equal 
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payments,  on  March  31st,  and  September  30th,  of  each  year,  for 
the  support  and  care  of  indigent  aged  Odd  Fellows,  their  wives, 
and  the  indigent  aged  widows  of  deceased  members  of  the  Order. 


As  conforming  thereto,  we  also  offer  an  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution for  Subordinate  Lodges : 

Article  VI,  Section  3,  after  the  word  ‘'Homes,”  in  the  third 
line,  insert  “ and  Aged  Homes,”  so  that,  as  amended,  the  section 
will  read — 

Sec.  3.  pach  member  shall  also  pay,  on  or  before  the  last 
meeting  night  in  September  and  March  in  each  year,  such  sum 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge  under  its  laws  for  the 
support  of  the  Orphans  Homes  and  Aged  Homes.  Said  tax  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Lodge  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  forwarded  with 
the  per  capita  tax  in  September  and  March  of  each  year. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  proposed  amendments,  your  Committee 

offers' the  following  recommendations  : 

First. — ^We  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  assumes  the  care  and 
support  of  the  two  Homes  now  established  at  Philadelphia  and  Grove 
City,  and  that  these  Homes  shall  be  subject  to  supervision  by  the

ZwefoTe  To  consistent  members  of  our  Universal  Brotherhood,  we 
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are  eompelled  to  aeknowledge  the  actual  condition  of  a meagre  existence 
ot  many  deplorably  weak  Lodges  within  the  bounds  of  our  Grand  Juris- 
diction. 

Just  as  the  prudent  husbandman  will  remove  the  blanched  branch 
from  an  otherwise  healthy  tree,  or  uproot  the  withered  vine,  so  we  as 
true  and  loyal  Odd  Fellows,  ever  mindful  of  the  sacred  trusts  of  our 
hYaternity,  should  remove  all  impediments,  either  numerical  or  financial 
to  the  onward  march  and  advancement  of  our  Brotherhood.  Believ- 
ing as  we  do,  in  the  first  great  principle  that  our  forefathers  selected 
as  the  cornerstone  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  upon  which  we  further  believe 
the  present  structure  will  rest  until  the  end  of  time;  it  behooves  us 
to  carefully  examine  and  divest  our  Order  of  every  timber,  stone,  or 
subordinate  part  that  is  crumbling  beneath  the  gnawing  tooth  of  time 
Thus  will  be  built  a more  stately  mansion  with  each  passing  year;  thus 
may  we  rear  each  new  temple  of  achievement,  greater  than  the  last, 
until  its  spires  reach  the  realization  of  our  highest  thoughts  and  ideas. 

^ Our  Order  is  a Beneficial  Order ; the  financial  standing  is  therefore  a 
vital  factor  to  our  success  or  failure. 

Every  Lodge  that  dries  up  and  becomes  non-beneficial  is  a body  blow 
to  Pennsylvania  Odd  Fellowship;  it  is  like  a stone  dropped  in  a pool  of 
vvater;  its  effect  is  greater  where  it  falls,  but  waves  extend  out  on  all 
sides  to  the  farthest  shore.  And  no  one  can  tell  what  effect  the  failure 
of  a Lodge  in  one  section  of  the  State  may  have  upon  that  in  another 
Bad  advertising  makes  for  poor  business. 

In  viewing  the  scope  of  onr  duties  we  have  to  inquire 

First.  WHEN  is  a Lodge  financially  weak? 

Second.  WHEN  Lodges  are  financially  weak?  W 

Third.  What  CAUSES  have  contributed  to  this  condition? 

Fourth.  What  is  the  remedy  and  solution  of  the  problem?* 

^ We  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  a danger  line  should  be  enun- 
ciated and  established  in  Lodge  finances  beyond  which  no  Lodge  should 
be  suffered  to  go  and  authority  should  be  vested  in  someone  or  somebody 
whose  duty  it  would  be  to  enforce  the  remedy,  whatever  it  may  be. 

It  undoubtedly  will  be  found  by  this  Committee  that  we  vvill  need 
the  co-operation  and  service  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Office,  the  statistical 
arm  of  the  Order;  and  we  will  probably  want  to  ask  the  experience  of 
ether  Jurisdictions  in  our  problem,  which  will  entail  printing  and  dis- 
tribution ; and  it  may  be  that  we  will  deem  it  necessary  to  employ  pro- 
fessional actuarial  advice  to  find  out  just  at  what  point  a Lodge  is  in 
dangerous  waters ; authority  for  all  of  which  we  believe  should  be  granted 
now,  so  that  we  may  not  be  handicapped  in  our  efforts. 

We  therefore  recommend 

1st.  That  this  Committee  be  continued. 

2nd.  That  it  be  authorized  to  make  use  of  the  services  of  the  Grand 
Secretary’s  Office  in  the  compilation  of  the  necessary  statistics. 

3rd.  That  Subordinate  Lodge  Officers  be  advised  to  give  your  Com- 
mittee full  and  complete  information. 

4th.  That  it  be  authorized  if  deemed  necessary,,  to  employ  the  ser- 
vices of  a competent  actuary. 

5th.  And  that  an  appropriation  of  $200.00  or  as  much  thereof  as  may 
be  required  be  made  to  cover  the  necessary  expenses  of  this  Committee.

T.  Daniel,  (Jrand  Sire  of  the  Sovereig’ii  Grand 
J.odge.  It  was  seareeli;  a month  after  delivering  that  wonderful  ad- 
dress to  this  (Jrand  Body,  he  was  called  to  his  Eternal  Home,  almost 
without  a moment  of  warning. 

A year  ago  this  Grand  Body  had  for  its  presiding  officer  Hon.  Paul 
A.  Benson,  we  all  loved  him  and  little  did  we  think  when  we  said  farewell 
at  the  close  of  the  Session,  that  we  would  never  meet  again  on  this  side 
of  the  River  of  Life.  Kind-hearted,  generous,  faithful  to  every  trust 
and  when  in  the  very  prime  of  manhood  the  Master  called  him  Home, 
He  left  behind  him  a life  wellspent  in  service  to  his  God  and  his  brother 
man. 

We  beg  to  report  that  the  matter  of  repairs  to  the  monument  and 
cemetery  lot  of  Past  Grand  Aaron  Nichols,  the  first  Grand  Master  of 
this  Jurisdiction,  has  been  attended  to. 

The  lot  is  located  in  Cedar  Grove  Cemetery  in  the  City  of  Chambers- 
burg-.  It  is  near  the  entrance  and  faces  the  principal  avenue.  The 
monumeut  is  of  brown  stone.  Both  the  monument  and  lot  are  now  in 
excellent  condition,  and  your  Committee  personally  inspected  the  work 
after  its  completion.  Past  Grand  Master  Nichols  is  buried  in  the  lot 
beside  the  body  of  his  wife  Sarah. 

The  inscription  on  the  monument  follows  : 

Aaron  Nichols,  First  Grand  Master  of  The  Grand  Lodge  I.  0.  O.  F. 
Pennsylvania.  Born  ITTS^Died  1856.  Past  Grand  1806.  Grand  Master 
182.3-1824.  Grand  Treasurer  1824-1826.  Erected  by  the  Grand  and  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges  of  Pennsylvania.  “Visit  the  sick,  relieve  the  distressed, 
bury  the  dead  and  educate  the  orphan,”  is  the  command  of  our  laws. 

Your  Commitfee  received  several  estimates  for  doing  the  work  and 
finally  awarded  the  same  to  Berger  & High,  of  Chambersbufg.  We  desire 
to  return  our  thanks  to  D.  D.  G.  M.  Daniel  Suter,  for  his  assistance  in 
securing  for  the  Committee  estimates  and  furnishing  information. 

Your  Committee  has  been  advised  that  during  the  past  year.  Memorial 
Day.  in  June,  has  been  more  generally  observed  than  ever  before,  and 
we  recommend  a continuance  of  this  observance  and  of  the  use  of  the 
form  adopted  by  this  Grand  Body  in  1914  and  1915. 

We  further  recommend  that  this  Grand  Body  continue  to  care  for 
the  grave  and  lot’  of  our  first  Grand  Master,  Brother  Aaron  Nichols,  and 
an  appropriation  be  made  each  year  for  that  purpose.

Sirs  and  Brothers  : Your  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a Memorial 
on  the  death  of  Past-  Grand  Master  Paul  A.  Benson,  offer  the  followin»- 
report : 
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IN  MEMOliY  OF 

Paul  AUpu  Benson, 

PAST  GEAND  MASTEE,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  OF  PENNSYLVANIA 

“ Thou  shalt  be  missed,  because  thy  seat  will  be  empty.” 

Whoever  sat  at  King  Saul’s  table  in  David’s  seat,  it  was  empty  to 
Jonathan ; or  rather,  it  was  still  David’s  place.  In  this  hour  we  may  say 
of  Paul  A.  Benson,  in  words  like  those  of  Jonathan  : “ Thou  art  missed 
among  us,  brother ; we  have  marked  the  empty  seat  and  our  hearts  are 
bowed  in  grief.” 

Past  Grand  Master  Paul  A.  Benson  was  born  August  26,  1865,  in 
Waterford  Township,  Pennsylvania.  He  received  his  early  education  in  the 
Waterford  Academy,  and  subsequently  at  Allegheny  College.  In  1890, 
having  been  admitted  to  the  bar.  he  removed  from  Waterford  to  make  his 
home  in  Erie.  In  1896,  he  was  elected  District  Attorney.  By  appointment 
of  the  Governor,  Paul  A.  Benson  was  commissioned  as  law  judge  of  Erie 
County  on  April  5,  1911,  and  in  November,  1911  he  was  elected  by  a large 
majority  for  a further  term  of  ten  years  on  the  bench.  It  was  in  the 
midst  of  this  service  of  judgeship  that  he  was  called  from  earth. 

In  the  very  prime  of  life,  it  seemed  that  his  passing  was  like  the  blot- 
ting out  of  the  noon-day  sun.  As  the  news  of  his  decease  reached  the 
great  circle  of  his  friends,  the  shock  of  its  impact  was  stunning  and 
bewildering.  “ How  are  the  mighty  fallen  in  the  midst  of  battle ! O 
Jonathan,  thou  wast  slain  in  thine  high  places.  I am  distressed  for  thee, 
my  brother  Jonathan.” 

Judge  Benson’s  death  occurred  on  July  21,  1915,  and  he  was  laid  to 
rest  on  July  24,  carried  by  the 'atf ection  of  an  entire  community  and  with 
the  tribute  of  bench  and  'bar  and  his  fraternal  orders,  to  his  last  resting 
place. 

At  this  time  and  in  this  place  we  may  well  speak  of  Paul  A.  Benson 
in  that  relationship  by  which  we  came  closest  in  touch  with  him — as  a 
member  of  our  great  Odd  Fellow  Fraternity. 

In  the  case  of  him  whose  memory  hallows  this  place  and  hour,  the 
spirit  of  our  fraternity  was  a heart-reality.  With  him  Odd  Fellowship 
was  not  an  outward  garment  to  be  assumed  or  discarded  as  circumstances 
might  suggest,  but  with  him  Odd  Fellowship  was  an  inward  state  which 
simply  found  its  natural  expression  through  the  organization  of  our 
Fraternity.  And  in  electing  him  to  the  highest  offices  within  our  power, 
we  did  but  honor  ourselves. 

Great  of  heart  and  soul  was  Paul  Benson ; nobility  of  purpose  marked 
his  conduct ; he  knew  not  how  to  be  mean  or  small. 

Intellectually,  Paul  A.  Benson  was  a rigorous  thinker  and  had  the 
power  to  express  himself  clearly  and  convincingly  as  well  as  with  chaim 
and  grace.  Odd  Fellowship  owes  to  Past  Grand  Master  Benson  much  of 
its  present  high  standing  for  with  his  fine  enthusiasm  and  lofty  idealism 
in  interpreting  the  aims  of  Odd  Fellowship,  he  exalted  and  emphasized 
the  best  things  in  our  Order. 

While  we,  who  are  left  on  this  side  of  the  flood,  retrace  with  sorrowing 
hearts  the  places  where  once  we  used  to  walk  with  him  who  now  is  gone, 
yet  we  will  also  lift  our  eyes  beyond  our  clouds  and  hail  him,  our  brother, 
'now  glorified  : “he  fought  the  good  fight,  he  finished  his  course,  he  kept 
the  faith.” 

O blest  communion,  fellowship  Divine! 

We  feebly  struggle,  they  in  glory  shine; 

Yet  all  fire  one  in  Thee,  for  all  are  Thine.

Under  the  ^rroundings  and  in  this  hour,  the  vision  of  him  rises  before 
our  ejjs.  The  thought  of  the  strength  of  his  loyalty,  his  devotion  to 
us  as  friends  and  his^  devotion  to  the  institution  which  we  represent  and 
the  ^nse  of  the  loss  in  his  being  taken  from  us  overwhelms  us. 

Odd  Fellowship  meant  much  to  Paul  Benson.  We  who  have  been 
privileged  to  speak  with  him  concerning  his  hopes  and  ideas  concerning 
Odd  Fellowship  realize  that  it  was  for  him  a natural  mode  of  expressing 
that  which  was  in  his  own  heart  and  which  meant  much  to  Odd  Fellow- 
ship  I think  that  his  going  up  and  down  through  this  Jurisdiction  meet- 
ing the  members,  making  new  friends  for  Odd  Fellowship,  was  a powerful 
inspiration  for  the  very  best  things  that  are  in  our  Order.  And  the  one 
memorial  that  we  can  erect  to  him,  the  one  principle 'that  we  can  give  him 
that  really  has  force  behind  it,  is  to  emulate,  as  far  as  lies  in  us  his 
loyalty  to  Odd  Fellowship  and  to  the  highest  things 
that  Odd  Fellowship  expresses.

He  sm'ved  as  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Second  Army  Corps  and  was  Brigadier 
and  Chief  of  Staff  under  Grand  Sires  John  W.  Stebbins,  Fred  Carlton, 
Pinkerton.  He  was  also  a member  of  Theresa  Rebekah  Lodge,’ 
JNo.  14 1,  and  active  in  its  affairs  for  years. 

' was  a Trustee  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Hall  Association,  beginning- 

m 187-,  and  its  Vice  President,  a Representative  to  the  Odd  Fellows’ 
Home,  and  one  of  its  Board  of  Managers;  also  closely  identified  with  the 
Home  for  Orphans  of  Odd  Fellows’  of  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a member  of 
Hie  \ eteran  Odd  Fellows’  Association  of  Pennsylvania,  and  its  Senior 
Past  President. 

Brother  Withernp  was  by  profession  an  expert  accountant  and  served 
many  years  as  Treasurer  of  the  Naefie  & Levy  Ship  Building  Company. 
He  was  tall  in  statvre  and  of  a fine  commanding  appearance,  and  with 
his  genial  nature  he  drew  to  himself  friends  wherever  he  went  and  was 
never  known  to  prove  recreant  to  the  friendship  or  trust  reposed  in  him 
He  was,  for  many  years  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  a loyal  and  consis- 
tent member  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Germantown,  Phila- 
delphia, Pa. 

The  recording  hand  of  brotherly  love  may  but  leebly  bring  out  the 
true  worth  of  such  a life  as  that  of  Brother  William  A.  Withernp,  but  its 
true  merit  and  worth  will  be  recorded  indelibly  in  the  Divine  Source 
from  whence  emanated  that  second  commandment,  “ Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbor  as  thyself,”  and  that  record  we  may  safely  say  will  in  effect 
record  that. 

“ His  life  was  gentle  and  the  elements 
So  mixed  in  him,  that  Nature  might  stand  up 
And  say  to  all  the  world— “ THIS  WAS  A MAN.” 

He  died  September  12,  Ibl.!,  leaving  a widow,  one  son  and  five  dauo-li- 

ters.

Wilson  K.  Mohr,  P.  G.  M.,  G.  R.,  Rep.  of  No.  847,  presented 
the  following  Memorial  Address  : 
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At  no  time  are  we  more  deeply  reminded  of  the  uncertainty  of  life 
and  the  quick  summons  of  Death’s  messenger  than  when  we  engage  in 
these  memorial  services  to  our  departed  brethren.  These  are  moments 
when  our  hearts  soften  to  the  remembrance  of  dear  friends  and  brothers 
whom  we  shall  never  greet  again  in  this  world.  No  longer  will  we  hear 
their  footsteps  fall  upon  the  pathways  of  life.  No  longer  will  their 
voice  sound  throughout  our  halls  or  their  warm  hands  meet  ours  in  frater- 
nal greetings.  Their  names  are  mentioned  with  reverence,  the  rich 
legacy  of  a life  well  spent  are  hallowed  in  memory.  The  good  they 
accomplished  are  memorials  which  need  no  words  of  ours  to  perpetuate 
The  faithfulness  with  which  they  served  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  honored 
IDOsitions  they  held  are  evidenced  in  our  records  for  the  future. 

Everyone  whose  memory  we  recall  today  held  a distinctive  place  in  our 
Order,  and  contributed  in  his  own  peculiar  way  towards  the  upbuilding 
and  spread  of  our  noble  Fraternity.  Some  of  these  brethren  attained  to 
the  highest  rank  in  our  Grand  Lodge— men  who  possessed  the  esteem,  the 
friendship,  the  love,  and  the  loyalty  of  their  brethren.  How  well  they 
served  us,  how  well  they  labored,  and  how  true  they  were  to  the  trusts 
reposed  in  them,  the  printed  pages  of  our  history  will  reveal.  Each  one 
of  them  has  heard  the  plaudits  of  his  brethren  and,  as  the  conquering 
hero,  wore  the  laureil  crown  of  praise.  Now,  when  the  Grim  Destroyer 
has  laid  them  low,  we  recall  them  only  as  we  knew  them,  paying  tribute 
to  their  virtues  inscribed  on  the  tablets  of  love  and  memory. 

However,  in  this  hour  of  sadness  it  is  natural  that  we  should  linger 
at  the  memory  of  one,  who,  just  one  year  ago.  in  the  fulness  of  apparent 
health  and  vigor  presided  at  a similar  service  of  honoring  our  dead.  At 
that  time  we  recall  that  Grand  Sire  Kobt.  T.  Daniel  was  also  present,  but 
within  a week  thereafter  he  had  been  stricken  and  the  genial  smile  had 
faded  forever  and  the  eloquent  and  silvery  tongue  had  been  silenced  under 
the  cold  touch  of  Death.  Our  Grand  Master,  who  rivalled  our  lamented 
Grand  Sire  in  the  warmth  of  his  friendly  greetings  and  who  was  much 
loved  by  the  brethren  also  within  a short  period  of  time  followed  at  the 
same  touch. 

“ Thus  pass  away  the  men  of  might. 

Whose  noiseless  footprints  stamped  the  age. 

Their  thoughts  that  filled  the  earth  with  light 
Still  glow  and  blaze  on  memory’s  page.” 

Past  Grand  Master  Benson  was  a prince  among  men,  fraternally  ,so- 
cially,  politically  and  morally  his  life  spelled  success.  All  the  praises  we 
could  sing,  all  the  enconiums  we  could  shower,  all  the  glory  with  which 
we  would  hallow  his  memory,  are  comprehended  in  that  splendid  charac- 
teristic of  his  life — “ he  was  a true  brother  and  friend.” 

I have  lost  a true  friend,  the  brotherhood  a good  and  faithful  brother, 
the  community  an  honored  and  upright  citizen,  the  church  a faithful 
member,  and  the  home  a kind  and  loving  husband  and  father. 

“ His  memory  is  the  shrine  of  pleasant 
Thoughts,  soft  as  the  scent  of  flowers;^ 

Calm  as  on  windless  eve  the  sun’s  decline ; 

Sweet  as  the  song  of  birds  among  the  flowers ; 

Kich  as  the  rainbow  with  its  hues  of  light ; 

Pure  as  a moonbeam  of  an  autumn  night.” 

Grant  R.  McGlathery,  Rep.  of  No.  239,  addressed  the  Grand 
Lodge  as  follows : 

Men  die  but  their  works  live  after  them! 

As  a great  steamer  was  leaving  its  dock  men  and  women,  standing 
on  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic,  saw  friends  bidding  farewell  to  loved  ones 
leaving  the  |)ort  and  watching  the  steamer  in  its  course  over  the  waves 
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until  it’  had  ^one  from  view  belli iid  the  horizon.  And  as  that  steamer 
vyent  beyond  the  view  it  finally  reached  the  port  on  the  other  side,  where 
there  were  loved  ones  to  meet  those  who  had  left  from  this  side.  So  dur- 
ing- the  past  year.  Grand  Master,  two  thousand  of  onr  Brothers  have  left 
this  world  and  crossed  the  Great  Beyond,  the  Eiver  of  Life,  there  to  be 
met  by  loved  ones  who  were  waiting'  to  receive  them. 

I recall,  as  though  it  were  yesterday,  when  we  met  in  Grand  Lodce 
Session  in  the  town  of  Stroudsburg',  and  listened  to  that  mag'nificent  ora- 
tor, the  Grand  Sire  of  t’he  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  as  he  told  us  the  story 
of  Odd  Fellowship  in  those  polished  w'ords,  with  that  eloquence  and  digni- 
fied manliness ; and,  in  less  than  a month  we  heard  that  God  had  placed 
His  hand  upon  that  noble  brow  and  he  breathed  no  more. 

A g'reat  playwright  recently  said  to  loved  ones  who  surrounded  his 
bedside,  “ Let  me  lie  down  and  sleep — blessed  sleep — sweet  sleep.” 

Grand  Sire  Daniel  slept  and  slept  into  eternity. 

There  is  a time  in  the  history  of  men  when  silence  is  golden.  That 
time  is  at  this  moment  with  me.  For  twenty  years  Paul  A.  Benson  was  my 
personal  friend.  A year  ago  in  the  town  of  Stroudsburg  I said  farewell 
to  him  expecting  to  meet  him  again,  but  I never  will  on  this  side  of  the 
Elver  of  Life.  God  gave  him  his  reward.  Past  Grand  Master  Benson 
in  his  life  work  stood  before  us  and  pleaded  for  David — pleaded  for  the 
Davids  of  Pennsylvania,  with  a heart  that  responded  to  the  call  of  suffer- 
ing and  the  call  of  his  brother  men. 

Silently,  one  by  one,  in  the  infinite  meadows  of  Heaven,  blossom  the 
lovely  stars,  the  for-get-me-nots  of  the  angels.  And  as  those  stars  are 
the  for-g'et-me-nots  of  the  angels,  so  one  man  whose  name  was  Paul  .A. 
Benson,  will  be  the  for-get-me-not  to  you  and  to  me.  As  a noble,  true 
Odd  Fellow  and  man.  as  a loyal  judge,  he  stood  before  the  people  in  his 
community  honored  and  beloved  as  an  Odd  Fellow  throughout  this  entire 
jurisdiction  none  knew  him  but  to  love  him,  none  spoke  but  to  praise. 

But,  my  Brothers,  to-day  there  is  one  place  over  yonder  in  the  City 
•of  Erie,  where  there  is  a widow  and  two  sons  bowed  in  sorrow.  Oh, 
as  this  day  has  come  and  as  they  think  of  that  devoted  father  and  that 
faithful  and  beloved  husband,  with  their  hearts  breaking,  may  the  Spirit 
of  the  living  Christ  enter  into  that  home  and  cheer  those  loved  ones,  and 
may  He  be  a father  unto  those  boys  and  a husband  unto  that  widow. 

My  Brothers,  little  did  we  expect  that  Paul  A.  Benson  should  be  taken 
from  us.  He  did  not  suffer  long.  It  was  God’s  way.  It  was  God’s  will. 
It  was  God’s  wish.  He  called  him  home,  and  he  is  no  more. 

Grand  Master,  a friend  of  Judge  Benson  said  to  me  this  morning. 
As  you  speak  of  him,  won’t  you  say  (and  I say  it  for  that  friend  and 
for  the  memory  of  the  Judge) 

“ When  the  Golden  Bowd  is  broken  and  the  silver  thread  is  loosed. 

When  the  last  farewell  is  spoken,  and  silent  death  draws  nigh. 

Will  you  walk  around  my  tomb,  a soft  and  silent  tread. 

You  who  know  me  while  I’m  living,  will  you  mourn  me  when  I’m 
dead?” 

When  Alfred  Tennyson  was  lying  upon  his  death  bed,  and  his  friends 
were  there  to  say  their  last  farewell,  one  of  them  said  to  him  “ Will  you 
write  us  something  as  a message  to  your  loved  ones  and  to  the  world 
Whereupon  Alfred  Tennsyon  inscribed  these  words— these  golden  words 
of  hope  and  promise — words  that  lead  me  to-day  nearer  to  the  Throne  of 
"God  and  make  the  memory  of  Paul  A.  Benson  sweeter  than  ever  before : 

“ Twilight  and  evening  bell. 

And  after  that  the  dark ! 

And  may  there  be  no  sadness  of  farewell 
When  I embark. 

“ For  tho’  from  out  our  bourne  of  Time  and  Peace 
The  'flood  may  bear  me  far, 

I hope  to  see  my  Pilot  face  to  face 
When  I have  crossed  the  bar.” 
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Farewell,  Paul  A.  Benson,  we  shall  never  see  yon  aj^ain  in  this  world; 
bnt  some  day  by  the  providence  of  God,  we  will  meet  yon  on  the  shores 
of  another  world. 

God’s  way  is  best.  Let  ns  say  this  morning  “ Thy  will,  O God,  be 
done.” 

Dear  friends  this  morning  as  we  bear  this  tribute  to  his  memory  and 
drop  flowers  of  love  and  affection  npon  memory’s  altar.  Oh,  that  the  spirit 
of  Pan!  A.  Benson  as  it  looks  down  npon  this  Grand  Lodge  might  inspire 
yon — might  inspire  me — to  nobler  and  better  work  in  the  canse  of  man- 
hood, in  the  canse  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  might  draw  ns  nearer,  yes, 
nearer  to  the  Throne  of  the  living  God. 

Grand  Master,  let  me  express  this  thought  in  closing.  I stood  one  day 
at  Sandy  Hook  on  the~ shores  of  the  Atlantic.  There  was  a great  Incom- 
ing steamer  approaching  with  hundreds  of  human  sonls  on  board.  As  it 
approached  the  light  honse  the  machinery  was  stopped  and  the  pilot 
boat  approached.  The  commander  of  that  great  steamer  and  all  his  crew 
and  all  the  passengers  placed  themselves  in  charge  of  the  crew  of  the 
pilot  boat,  and  in  a few  minutes  they  started  np  through  the  bay  and 
through  the  narrows,  and  Anally  were  landed  at  the  dock  in  the  great 
City  of  New  York. 

As  the  Pilot  approaches  in  the  great  pilgrimage  of  life,  as  we  travel 
along  life’s  pathway,  may  the  inspiration  of  this  sad  honr  give  ns  new  hope 
and  new  life  and  new  zeal.  Let  ns  place  onrselves  in  the  hands  of  the  Great 
Pilot,  the  Hero  of  the  Cross,  the  Conqueror  of  the  Tomb,  who  for  twenty 
centnries  has  made  this  world  better,  who  has  promised  never  to  leave  ns 
or  forsake  ns  in  the  honr  of  darkness,  in  the  honr  of  sorrow,  in  the  honr 
of  affliction. 

May  God  guide  ns  and  direct  ns.  Let  ns  place  ourselves  in  the  hands 
of  the  straight  Pilot.  He  was  the  Pilot  of  Paul  A.  Benson.  Let  Him 
be  onr  Pilot,  and  He  will  guide  ns  safely  across  the  Great  River,  until 
Anally.  God  grant.  Grand  Master,  you  and  the  officers  and  every  member 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  may  be  docked  in  the  harbor  of  eternal  rest,  there  to 
meet  onr  loved  ones  who  are  waiting  to  greet  ns  in  the  presence  of  the 
Master  himself.  ^ ' 

May  God  be  with  ns  till  we  meet  again. 

- At  the  conclusion  of  Brother  McGlathery’s  address,  and  in  pur- 
suance with  his  motion,  the  Grand  Master  called  up  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  directed  that  it  remain  in  silence  with  bowed  head  for  one  minute, 
after  which  the  several  resolutions  were  declared  adopted. 

The  services  of  the  Memorial  Hour  were  concluded  with  the  fol- 
lowing prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  : 

Oh  Thou  God  of  onr  Fathers  and  onr  God.  In  the  presence  of  this 
great  silent  yet  impressive  lecturer  that  has  spoken  to  such  an  army 
of  our  members,  ana  removed  their  helpful  service  from  ns.  we  call  npon 
Thee  onr  common  Father,  for  help  and  comfort,  as  in  Thee,  alone  can  we 
find  what  we  need  to  save  ns  from  calamity  that  would  be  ours  without 
Thee.  While  we  walk  the  Valley  of  Shadow  of  Death  let  Thy  rod  and  staff 
comfort  ns.  Let  Thy  hand  lead  ns.  Let  Thy  spirit  All  ns  with  all  help- 
ful inspiration  and  holy  desire.  We  represent  Thee  properly  to  a hope- 
less and  lost  world.  May  onr  lives  tell  the  truth  about  Odd  Fellowship 
and  then  it  can  be  truthfully  said  this  thing  was  not  done  in  a corner. 
With  enlarged  hearts  may  we  march  on  to  sure  and  eternal  victory. 
May  the  homes  made  desolate  be  Thy  dwelling  place.  Enter  Thou  the 
home  of  onr  departed  Grand  Sire  and  de])arted  Grand  Masters,  yea  every 
home  made  to  mourn  onr  common  loss.  May  Thy  will  be  ours  and  ours 
be  lost  in  Thine.  May  we  be  inspired  to  lofty  motives  and  high  ideals, 
and  at  the  last  at  the  final  roll  call  may  there  be  not  one  missing.  In  I liy 
name  e ask  it.  Amen.

I am  deeply  touched  by 
this  manifestation  of  love  and  esteem  from  the  boys  of  1135.  It  was  not 
necessary,  however,  for  any  kind  of  manifestation  to  be  made  that  I 
might  know  that  their  hearts  were  with  me.  During  all  the  years  of 
iny  membership  in  that  Lodg-e  I have  had  so  many  repeated  manifestations 
of  their  affection  and  confidence  that  no  presentation  of  this  character 
^^as  necessary  to  advise  me  that  on  this  day  they  were  full  of  joy  at 
the  preferment  that  had  come  to  one  of  their  members.  During  the  year 
that  IS  to  come  my  energy  and  enthusiasm  and  zeal  will  be  the  greater 
oecause  of  my  desire  to  refiect  honor,  not  so  much  upon  myself,  a^  upon  the 
good  Lodge,  which  is  responsible  for  my  being  here.  It  "is  a good  Lodge, 
composed  of  just  such  men  as  you  have  heard  this  morning,  who  are  ear- 
nest in  their  lojmlty  and  affection  to  this  Order.  Take  back  to  the  boys 
of  1135,  Brother  Howard,  my  message  of  gratitude  and  of  esteem  and  say 
that  I am  strengthened  in  this  the  most  important  hour  of  my  life,  with 
assurance  that  through  this  year,  through  all  its  burdens  and  all  its 
cares  and  all  its  labors,  I will  have  their  prayers  and  their  thoim-hts 
to  strengthen  me  and  help  me.  ^ 

Albert  N.  Dick,  Rep.  of  No.  796,  addressed  the  Grand  Master 
as  follows  . 

It  is  a very  difficult  matter  for  the  average  citizen  of  Allegheny 
County  to  mount  to  a platform  anywhere  and  not  boast  about  the  greatness 
and  the  bigness  of  his  native  county.  Our  Junior  Past  Grand  Master 
says  that  we  are  all  afflicted  with  a sort  of  community  egoism  and  dearly 
love  to  brag,  particularly  are  the  Odd  Fellows  fond  of  boasting  about  their 
vast  membership  in  that  County.  However,  on  this  occasion  I do  not 
intend  to  indulge  in  our  favorite  indoor  sport,  nor  to  refer  to  the  great- 
ness or  bigness  of  the  people  of  onr  community,  further  than  to  say  that 
they  are  all  greatly  delighted  at  your  elevation 'to  the  highest  office  within 
the  gift  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 

Once  again,  I have  been  commissioned  by  my  Brethren  of  the  West  to 
convey  to  you  their  congratulations  and  their  good  wishes,  to  assure  you 
of  their  continued  confidence,  and  to  present  you  with  something  of  a 
tangible  nature  as  an  expression  of  their  appreciation.

another  bag*  in  which  to  carry  your  suit  and  your  clothes.  This  one  is 
scarcely  large  enough  to  carry  the  fraternal  love,  the  friendship  and  t'iie 
esteem  that  your  Jlrethren  of  t’he  West  have  for  you. 

I also  have  here  a fountain  pen.  If  you  will  go  back  over  a score  of 
years  and  delve  in  memory’s  storehouse,  you  will  be  able  to  dig  up  recol- 
lections of  a little  old  smoky  town.  There  is  a little  old  dingy  lodge  room 
there,  lighted  with  smoky  coal  oil  lamps,  and  heated  by  an  old-fashioned 
egg-shaped  stove.  The  walls  are  dark  and  grimy,  but  the  fires  of  love 
burn  brightly  on  the  altar  there,  and  light  up  the  faces  of  the  llrethren 
who  sit  around  the  wall.  You  know  thern  all.  You  can  call  their  names 
one  after  the  other  from  the  pages  of  memory  s roil  book  for  you  were  once 
a member  of  that  old  Lodge.  It  was  there  that  you  served  for  the  fir.st 
time  in  the  chairs.  It  was  there  you  wore  for  the  first  time  the  regalia 
of  a Past  Grand,  and  went  out  for  the  first  time  to  this  Grand  Lodge  to 
begin  your  distinguished  career.  Y^ou  were  a Representative  of  that 
Lodge  on  that  proud  day  of  your  life  when  Past  Grand  Master  David  Craft, 
now  deceased,  referred  to  you  as  “ The  distinguished  and  dignified  young 
gentleman  from  No.  440.”  You  have  wandered  far  away  from  that 
town,  jmu  are  no  longer  a resident  of  West  Newton,  you  don’t  belong  to 
West  Newton  Lodge,  No.  440  any  more,  but  you  have  not  forgotten  the 
boys  up  there  and  they  have  not  forgotten  you.  West  Newton  is  no 
longer  a smoky,  grimy,  little  town.  The  Lodge  does  not  meet  in  the 
same  old  lodge  room,  they  have  one  of  the  best  lodge  rooms  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State.  Everything  is  changed  about  that  town  since  then 
except  the  love  that  the  boys  of  West  Newton  bore  for  you.  Accept  this 
pen  from  them,  and  they  hope  that  with  it  you  will  be  able  to  direct  the 
destinies  of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the  interim. 

Grand  Master,  no  doubt  with  your  former  experience  you  were  pre- 
pared for  a present  this  morning,  but  like  the  prospective  father,  I don  t 
believe  you  were  prepared  for  triplets.  We  have  another  one.  Grand  Master, 
I have  here  a gavel,  just  a common  ordinary-looking  gavel,  trimmed  with 
silver,  suitably  inscribed;  but  when  I have  told  you  the  history  of  that 
little  article,  I am  satisfied,  knowing  your  sentimental  and  fraternal 
nature  as  I know  it  that  you  will  part  with  all  your  other  earthly  tieas- 
nres  before  you  allow  the  ownership  of  this  gavel  to  pass  to  another. 
This  gavel  was  made  from  a piece  of  wood  that  was  long 
in  the  possession  of  Fred.  W.  Jackson,  of  No.  9.31.  It  was  taken  from  an 
old  walnut  tree  that  stood  on  the  battlefield  of  Gettysburg  right  near  the 
Codori  House  where  Pickett  made  his  famous  charge.  The  shot  and  the 
shell  from  the  guns  of'  the  North  and  the  guns  of  the  South  tore 
through  the  branches  of  that  old  walnut.  Many  a musket  bullet 
bedded  in  its  trunk.  Its  roots  drew  up  from  the  saturated  soil  the  blood 
of  the  heroes  of  the  North  and  the  heroes  of  the  South  and  forced  that 
heroic  blood  up  through  the  sap  canals  of  that  tree,  and  it  became  a part  of 
the  tissue  of  the  wood,  and  out  of  that  sacred  material  the  boys  of  the 
Ben  Avon  Home  fashioned  you  a gavel.  As  you  look  upon  it,  let 
it  remind  you  all  of  the  heroic  deeds  of  your  countrymen  let 
it  remind  you  of  the  battlefield  of  Gettysburg,  of  the  Wheat  Field,  the 
Peach  Orchard,  the  Devil’s  Den,  the  gallant  charge  of  the  fiery  Pickett  and 
the  equally  gallant  defense  of  the  Union  Commander,  calmly  riding  in  that 
part  of  the  battle  where  the  bullets  flew  the  thickest,  the  superb  Hancock, 
than  whom  no  braver  man  ere  wore  the  Union  blue.  Let  it  reniiud  you 
of  those  who  fell  on  the  battle  field  that  day,  and  let  it  remind  yon 
that  if  yon  search  throughout  the  world,  nowhere  will  you  find  soldieis 
who  were  truer  and  braver  than  the  men  who  fell  on  either  side  at 
Gettysburg.  And  don’t  forget.  Grand  Master,  in  this  day  when  the 
minors  of  war  are  in  the  world  that  if  it  ever  should  come  to  ]iass  that 
a foreign  foe  attacks  onr  flag,  there  are  thousands  upon  thousands  ot 
vonr  Brother  Odd  Fellows  in  Pennsylvania  wlio  are  ready  to  sa-crilice  Gu' 
last  drop  of  their  heart’s  blood  in  the  defense  of  Old  filor.y.  in  addition

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APPEALS  FOR  AID  FOR  MEMBERS  OF  DEFUNCT  LODGES. 

1.  Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Grand  ]\las 

ter  a Committee  of  Five,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on  The  Aged  Odd 
Fellows’  Fund.  To  this  Committee  shall  be  referred  all  appeals  for  aid 
for  inembers  of  defunct  Lodges,  who  by  reason  of  their  advanced  age  at 
the  time  the  Lodge  became  defunct  were  unable  to  become  beneficial  mem- 
bers of  any  working  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction.  • 

2. ^  Resolved,  That  all  petitions  for  aid  or  relief  as  above  specified  shall 
contain  a complete  statement  of  the  character  of  the  brother’s  disability, 
and  the  cause  thereof ; the  number  and  name  of  the  Lodge  of  which  he  had 
been  a member,  and  when  the  said  Lodge  became  defunct;  that  the  said 
petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  brother  asking  for  the  relief,  and  the  same 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Belief  Committee  of  the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a 
non-beneficial  member,  or  the  Lodge  nearest  and  most  convenient  to  the 
brother’s  residence,  under  the  seal  of  the  said  Lodge ; and  that  unless  the 
application  conforms  to  the  said  requirements,  it  shall  not  be  considered 
by  the  Committee  on  The  Aged  Odd  Fellows’  Fund. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  The  Aged  Odd  Fellows’  Fund  may 
upon  the  written  authority  of  the  Grand  Master,  issue  an  appeal  to  the 
Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction,  requesting  them  to  make  a voluntary  contribu- 
tion to  a fund  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  such  members  of  defunct  Lodges 
as  are  above  referred  to ; the  claimants  upon  such  fund  to  be  such  mem- 
bers of  defunct  Lodges  who,  in  order  to  continue  their  identification  with 
the  Order,  shall  have  within  one  year  after  the  surrender  of  the  charter 
of  their  own  Lodge,  become  non-beneficial  members  of  some  other  Lodge 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

4.  Resolved,  That  in  such  appeal  the  Committee  shall  state  briefly  the 
number  of  cases  they  have  in  their  charge,  and  generally  the  necessities 
that  call  for  their  assistance.  The  moneys  received  from  the  said  appeal 
or  appeals  shall  be  deposited  in  a general  fund,  the  principal  and  interest 
whereof  shall  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  acting  conjointly 
with  the  Grand  Master  for  the  relief  of  deserving  brethren  of  defunct 
Lodges,  as  before  described. 

5.  Resolved,  That  whenever  the  fund  is  exhausted,  the  Committee  may 
make  another  appeal  to  the  Lodges  for  voluntary  contributions.  Provided, 
That  not  more  than  one  such  appeal  may  be  made  in  any  one  year.  The 
accounts  of  the  Committee  shall  be  audited  annually  by  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  on  the  order  of  the  Committee  (ap- 
proved by  the  Grand  Master)  by  the  Grand  Secretary  drawing  a draft  for 
the  amount  upon  the  Grand  Treasurer,  which  he  shall  forward  to  the  Lodge 
of  which  the  petitioner  is  a non-beneficial  member,  or  the  Lodge  nearest 
and  most  convenient  to  the  applicant  brother’s  residence,  the  Belief  Com- 
mittee of  which  Lodge  shall  give  the  brother  attentive  benefits'  and  dis- 
burse the  moneys  to  or  for  the  brother  as  directed  by  the  Committee  on 
The  Aged  Odd  Fellows’  Fund.  This  Committee  shall  report  annually  to 
this  Grand  Lodge,  giving  a detailed  statement  of  all  their  transactions, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  any  orders,  or  to  a review  of  their  proceedings  as 
from  time  to  time  shall  or  may  be  made,  directed  and  required  by  this 
Grand  Lodge.— Vowma?,  1900,  pp.  116,  118;  revised,  G.  L.  J.,  1908,  pp.  38. 
65,  125 ; Pennsylvania  Digest,  p 22. 
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The  sum  of  $52.00  per  annum  is  the  maximum  amount  to  be  paid  to 
any  one  beneficiary.  The  year  to  begin  May  1st  and  end  April  30th  of  the 
following  year.  Pennsylvania  Digest,  1907,  Sec.  121. 

A funeral  benefit,  the  maximum  of  which  shall  be  $60.00,  is  to  be  paid 
upon  the  death  of  a beneficiary.  G.  L.  J.,  1904,  p.  130. 

That  no  Brothers  he  placed  upon  The  Aged  Odd  Fellows^  Fund  after 
May,  1912,  except  such  members  of  defunct  Lodges  who  joined  other 
Lodges  as  non-beneficial  members  prior  to  1910.  G.  L.  J.,  1912,  p.  118. 


PAST  OFFICIAL  DEGREE. 

Resolved,  That  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  are  hereby  empowered 
to  confer  the  Past  Official  Degree  upon  retiring  Noble  Grands,  on  the 
night  of  the  installation  of  officers,  and  upon  such  Past  Grands,  not  in 
possession  of  said  Degree,  upon  presentation  of  certificates  from  their 
respective  Lodges,  under  seal,  certified  to  the  fact,  that  they  have  served 
a majority  of  the  nights  of  the  term  as  Noble  Grands,  and  are  otherwise 
qualified  to  receive  said  Degree. 

If  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  be  not  in  possession  of  the 
Degree,  any  Past  Grand,  duly  qualified,  may  confer  the  same,  under  the 
same  qualifications,  the  same  at  all  times  to  be  conferred  in  the  hall  of  a 
regularly  constituted  Odd  Fellows  Lodge,  with  noi\e  present,  except  those 
in  possession  of  the  Degree  and  those  entitled  to  receive  the  same.  G.  L, 
J.,  1912,  pp.  155,  166. 


PUBLIC  INSTALLATIONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  be  authorized  to  grant  dispensations 
to  Lodges  who  desire  public  installation,  where  he  is  satisfied  as  to  the 
qualifications  of  the  Deputy,  and,  provided,  that  the  work  shall  be  done 
without  the  use  of  books. 

Resolved,  That  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  be  per- 
mitted to  have  public  installation  of  their  officers,  in  accordance  with  the 
legislation  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1895.  And  that  when  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Grand  Master  such  public  installation  would  be  proper, 
he  shall  grant  permission  to  the  Lodge  making  application  for  the  same. 
Provided,  That  the  ceremonies  be  conducted  by  the  Grand  Master,  or 
other  elective  Grand  Officers,  or  by  a Past  Grand,  who  shall  appear  before 
the  Grand  Master  or  Board  of  Grand  Lodge  Officers  and  give  satisfactory 
evidence,  by  a thorough  examination,  that  he  is  fully  qualified  and  com- 
petent to  conduct  such  ceremonies. 

Resolved,  further.  That  all  former  legislation  by  this  Grand  Lodge  in 
conflict  with  this  resolution  is  hereby  repealed —Journal,  1901,  pp.  554, 
598. 

RULES  FOR  PUBLIC  INSTALLATION. 

1.  Lodges  must  make  application  by  resolution,  a copy  of  which  must 

be  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Master,  signed  by  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary, 
with  seal  of  Lodge.  . . j 

2.  The  letter  of  application  must  state  the  place  where  it  is  proposed 
to  hold  the  public  installation,  the  name  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  or  Past  Grand 
who  shall  conduct  the  same,  his  acceptance  and  reference  of  his  fitness  or 
ability.  Should  a Past  Grand  be  selected,  it  must  be  with  the  appoint- 
ment and  approval  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  of  the  district  in  which  the  Lodge 

belongs.  . i.  • 

3.  The  Installing  Officer  must  satisfy  the  Grand  Master  either  in  per- 
son or  by  satisfactory  evidence  of  disinterested  brethren  of  the  Order, 
that  he  lias  the  necessary  qualifications  and  that  the  work  shall  be  done 
without  books. 
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4.  The  Installing  Officer  must  satisfy  the  Grand  Master  that  those  of 
his  team  or  assistants  are  equally  qualified  to  perform  their  part  of  the 
work  without  the  use  of  books. — Journal,  1902,  p.  206. 


GENERAL  LAW  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Rights  and  Privileges  of  Non-beneficial  Members. — Non-beneficial 
members  are  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  beneficial  mem- 
bers, except  in  the  matter  of  benefits.  They  can  vote  and  hold  office. 
(S.  G.  L.  Journal,  1892,  12,797,  13,050,  13,076). 

Veteran  Membership. — Non-contributing. — Privileges. — After  a brother 
has  become  sixty  years  of  age,  and  has  been  a contributing  member  for 
twenty-five  consecutive  years,  his  name  shall  not  be  dropped  from  the  roll 
in  virtue  of  his  being  more  than  one  year  in  arrears  for  non-payment  of 
dues,  but  he  shall  be  retained  as  a non-contributing  member,  and  as 
such  shall  be  entitled  to  the  password  and  fellowship  of  Lodges.  Such 
non-contributing  members  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  active  members 
except  benefits,  and  Subordinate  Lodges  shall  not  be  compelled  to  pay 
per  capita  tax  on  such  non-contributing  members.  Such  non-contribut- 
ing members  may  be  reinstated  in  the  manner  as  provided  for  the  rein- 
statement of  dropped  members  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
several  Jurisdictions.  (See  S.  G.  L.  Journal,  1901,  pp.  294,  392,  414;  also 
:S.  G.  L.  Journal,  1902,  p.  1012 ; also  S.  G.  L.  Journal,  1905,  pp.  209,  279,  292.) 


BY-LAWS. 

The  attention  of  the  Secretaries  of  Lodges  is  called  to  the  Special 
Instructions  for  Lodges  when  transmitting  By-Laws  for  approval,  namely : 
When  acting  upon  By-Laws,  the  first  question  to  consider  is,  whether 
the  proposed  By-Law  is  a law  of  the  Order,  constitutional  or  otherwise; 
and  if  it  is,  the  Lodge  cannot  adopt  it  as  a By-Law.  But  if  the  proposed 
law  does  not  exist  it  may  be  adopted.  A Lodge  may  make  a law  where 
no  law  upon  the  subject  exists,  but  it  cannot  collect  together  various  pro- 
visions of  existing  laws  and  call  them  By-Laws.  By  a careful  compliance 
with  the  law  upon  the  subject  stated,  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  of  the 
■Grand  Lodge  will  be  saved  much  time  and  trouble,  and  the  Lodge  the 
annoyance  of  having  its  By-Laws  returned  to  them  for  correction  and 
without  approval. 

That  all  Lodges  submitting  full  codes  of  By-Laws  or  amendments 
thereto  to  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  for  approval,  are  required  to  fur- 
nish to  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  two  copies  of  the  amendments  or 
full  codes  (and  one  copy  of  printed  By-Laws  in  case  of  amendments)  in 
form.  One  copy,  if  approved,  shall  be  properly  indorsed  by  the  Commit- 
fee  and  returned  to  the  Lodge;  the  other  shall  be  similarly  indorsed  and 
filed  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Office  as  a record  of  the  action  of  the  Com- 
mittee. Both  copies  must  have  the  signature  of  the  Noble  Grand  and  Sec- 
retary, also  the  Seal  of  the  Lodge. 

Attention  is  especially  called  to  the  following  section  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Digest: 

680.  “Questions  of  construction  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  By- 
Laws  of  a Lodge  are  first  determined  by  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  Lodge,  and  on  appeal  from  him  to  the  Lodge  itself,  and  on 
appeal  from  the  Lodge  to  the  Grand  Master,  in  recess,  or  the 
Grand  Lodge,” 
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CONCURRENT  TERRITORIAL  JURISDICTION. 

Resolv.ed,  That  so  far  as  admission  in  the  Order  in  Pennsylvania  is 
concerned,  that  all  present  Territorial  Lines  be  obliterated,  and  that  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania  be  declared  as  one  concurrent  Jurisdiction, 
with  this  provision ; That,  if  any  Lodge  receives  an  application  for  mem- 
bership therein,  from  one  who  resides  nearer  another  Lodge  where  former 
Territorial  Lines  would  have  prevailed,  that  the  Lodge  receiving  such 
application  shall  at  once  forward  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Lodge  nearest 
the  resident  of  such  applicant,  requesting  such  Lodge  to  investigate  the 
character,  health  and  eligibility  of  such  applicant  and  report  on  the 
same  within  two  weeks  thereafter^  so  that  the  Lodge  making  such  a re- 
quest when  the  applicant  is  balloted  for,  may  have  such  information  in 
their  possession  so  as  to  govern  it  as  to  the  advisability  of  admitting 
such  applicant  to  the  Order. 

This  enactment  however,  not  to  atfect  the  laws  governing  the  transfer 
of  membership  or  the  visiting  limits  of  a Lodge. — Journal,  1914,  pp.  193,.

IMPORTANT  NOTICE 

TO 

Past  Grands,  Representatives  and  Secretaries. 

The  Annual  Session  will  be  held  at  York  on  Tuesday,  May  15,  1917, 
at  9 A.  M. 

No  Past  Grand  can,  under  any  circumstances,  be  admitted  to  member- 
ship in  the  Grand  Lodge  without  presenting  a regular  Past  Grand’s  Cer- 
tificate. A Past  Grand  cannot  be  admitted  upon  a Representative’s  Cer- 
tificate, nor  upon  the  Semi-Annual  Report  of  his  Lodge,  nor  upon  any 
voucher,  except  the  Certificate  prescribed  in  Article  11,  Section  2,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Officers  cannot  override 
the  Constitution. 

If  a Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  has  not  been  previously  ad- 
mitted to  mem]aership  as  a Past  Grand,  and  received  the  Grand  Lodge 
Degree,  he  must  present  two  certificates  before  he  can  be  admitted  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  viz.  : a Past  Grand’s  Certificate  and  also  a Representative’s 
Certificate,  both  of  which  must  be  signed  by  the  Noble  Grand  and  Secre- 
tary, and  be  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Lodge. 

No  Past  Grand  or  Representative  should  start  for  a Session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  without  knowing  that  the  proper  Certificates  have  been 
mailed  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  nor  withoiit  duplicate  Certificates  in  his 
possession. 

Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  should  be  elected  at  the  last 
stated  meeting  of  the  Lodges  in  September,  to  serve  for  one  year,  com- 
mencing on  the  third  Tuesday  in  November.  If  elected  subsequently,  it 
must  be  for  the  unexpired  term.  Should  a vacancy  be  created  by  a resigna- 
tion, suspension  or  decease,  the  Certificate  of  the  Past  Grand  elected  to 
fill  the  vacancy  must  set  forth  that  fact  upon  its  face  in  something  like 

the  following  manner,  vice  A B , resigned,  or  otherwise  the 

brother  cannot  be  acknowledged  as  a Representative.  Substitutes  or 
PROXIES  ARE  NOT  ALLOWED. 

Secretaries  are  relied  upon  to  furnish  properly  authenticated  Certi- 
ficates to  the  Past  Grands  of  their  respective  Lodges.  Blank  Certificates 
can  be  had  by  Secretaries  upon  application  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Two  Past  Grand  Certificates  are  sent  semi  annually  to  each  Lodge  in 
order  that  one  may  be  mailed  to  the  undersigned  immediately  after  in- 
stallation of  the  officers,  and  the  other  handed  to  the  sitting  Past  Grand. 
Two  Representative’s  Certificates  are  sent  in  September,  in  order  that 
one  may  be  mailed  to  the  undersigned  immediately  after  the  election,  and 
the  other  handed  to  the  Representative.
